BOMB AIMED AT 
CZAR’S PREMIER; 
28 DEAD, 50 HURT 


Four Terrorists Enter Prime 
Minister Stolypin’s Resi- 
dence and Hurl In- 
fernal Machine. 


WRECK HALF THE VILLA. 


Reception Room Is Crowded with 
Visitors, Fifty of Whom 
Are Killed or In- 
jured. 


[SY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 25.—An attempt 
to assassinate Premier Stolypin in his home 
at 4 o'clock this afternoon with a bomb re- 
suited in the killing of twenty-eight persone, 
and the wounding of nearly fifty more. 

Premier Stolypin escaped with only a 
slight wound in the head The four ter- 
rorists who tried to kill him were blown to 
rieces with their own bomb. 

The premier’s residence was practically 
demolished. His 15 year old @aughter died 
of injuries and his 5 year old son may-die, 


Prominent Men Killed. 

The list of the dead includes many men 

prominent in official life. They were: 

GEN. ZAMEATIN, the premier’s personal secre- 
tary. 

COUNT DAVIDOFF, court chamberilein. 

COUNT VORONEN, court chamberlain. 

PRINCE NACHACHIDZE, delegate from the Cau- 
casian nobility. 

PRINCE SCHERWACHIDZ, Gelegate from the 
Caucasian nobility. 

COL, FEDEROFF, thief of the premier's personal 
guard. 

LIEUT. DOUBASGOFF, premier's military aid. 

M. KOVOSKOFF, ex-governor of the: province of 
Penza. 


Chief Assassin Identified. 

The chief assassin, who was killed by the 
bomb he himself hurled, has been identified 
as a man named Morosoff, a citizen of the 
province of Riazan. He arrived in St. Peters- 
burg on Thursday and with his wife took 
furnished apartments in Bolshaia Morskala, 
a fashionable street leading to the winter 
palace. Today he wore the uniform of a 
Captain of gendarmes, and it is presumed 
he had the bomb under his cloak. It is 
known that last night he attended a perform- 
ance at the Olympia concert garden, where 
he displayed excessive gayety. His wife has 
not been seen since he started for Premier 
Stolypin’s residence this morning. It is sup- 
posed she went to the railway station to se- 
cure tickets for their departure. 

The other three conspirators were killed. 

Among the dead are four women and two 
children. 

Reception Rooms Crowded. 

The large number of victims is explained 
by the fact that this was the premier’s week- 
ly reception day at his country home on 
Aptekarsky island. 

Premier Stolypin's rooms were crowded, 
as the reception had been In progress before 
the assassins arrived. 

The conspirators arrived ina landau. There 
were four of them, three being dressed in the 
uniform of gendarmes. The fourth wore 
civilian attire. It was assumed by the 
troops and the police that the civillan was 
a prisoner who, by the intercession of some 
exalted personage, had been allowed to make 
a@ personal appeal to the premier and had 
been brought under custody for that pur- 
pose. 

Stories of Outrage Differ. 

Several different stories are told of the 
manner in which the bomb was thrown. The 
only eye witnesses are dead and just what 
happened in that awful chamber of death 
will never be known. 

One story is that the four conspirators 
entered the reception room, one of them hav- 


‘ing the bomb concealed under his military 


cloak. Once inside the room, he hurled it, 

Another story has it that the bomb was 
hurled through the bay window of the recep- 
tion room. 

Dropped in a ScuffieP 

Still another version says that the con- 
spirators drove up to the premier’s residence 
after the list of visitors had been closed. 
The servants refused them admission, at 
which they attempted to force an entry to 
the house. A struggle ensued at the en- 
trance to the anteroom adjoining the recep- 
tion room, during the course of which the 
terrorist disguised as a gendarme dropped 
a bomb, which exploded, destroying the ante- 
room, the adjoining guardroom, part of the 
reception room, and also the balcony of the 
first floor. 

News of the attempt on the premier’s life 
became known throughout the capital this 
evening and great throngs of people gathered 
in the neighborhood of the villa. They were 
dispersed by Cossacks, but the military pa- 
trole were not increased. 

Premier Stolypin is suffering from severe 
cerebral shock and doctors are attending 
him. The czar has sent him a personal letter 
of congratulation over his escape and con- 
dolence over the death of his daughter. 
STARTLES ALL ST. PETERSBURG. 

[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 25.—The boldness 
of the terrorist attack on Premier Stolypin 
and the awfel nature of the tragedy, which 
cost th? lives of twenty-eight persons, has 
startled all St. Petersburg. 

The conspirators carried the bomb into the 
premier’s home right under the eyes of the 
police who guarded the door. 

A police sergeant, who was standing ata 
corner of the house, about twenty yards 
from the entrance, noticed a landau, drawn 
by a good pair of horses, roll up the carriage- 
way and stop in front of the door. There 
were three men in the carriage, one of whom 
wore the uniform of an officer of gendarmes, 
and the others being in the livery of func- 
tionaries of the ministry of the interior. 
They were laughing and chatting as they 
approached the house, descended from the 
carriage, one of them carrying 4n article 
about a foot high, résembling a gilded vase. 
This gilded vase was the bomb. 

The three men ascended the steps, passing

Woman Identifies Two Bodies as 
Her Husband and Buries Them.

THEN FINDS HIM MUCH ALIVE 


Man with Three Lives Is P. J. Kemp- 
ler of 207 Vine Street. 


After being twice “drowned” and twice 
“ buried,’’ P. J. Kempler, 207 Vine street, is 
now facing arrest in Allegan, Mich., on a 
warrant sworn out in Chicago yesterday 
charging wife abandonment. The undoing 
of the “corpse ’’ was brought about by de- 
tective work ‘performed by the “ widow,”’ 
who disguised herself as a.farmer girl, and 
asserts that she found Kempler wooing an- 
other woman in a sylvan retreat on the other 
Side of the lake. 

In the meantime Capt. O’Brien of the de- 
tective bureau is trying to figure out how 
the clothing, papers, and jewelry of Kemp- 
ler came to be found upon a body taken from 
the lake at the mouth of the harbor about 
May 21 last. Two life insurance companies 
from which Mrs. Kempler collected $2,000 on 
account of the supposed death of her husband 
likewise have interested themselves in the 
case. Although admitting that there is a 
chance that Mrs. Kempler made a mistake in 
identifying the man in Michigan as her hus- 
band, the insistence of the woman has caused 
Capt. O’Brien to believe that her story is true. 


Another Woman in Case. 
Kempler’s age is placed at 40 years. His 
wife is younger. Up to last April they lived 

together at the Vine street house, Kempler 
working as a merchandise marker for Mar- 
shalt Field & Co. According to Mrs. Kemp- 
ler, their Hfe was not altogethes happy by 
reason of there being another and younger 
woman in whom Kempler was interested. 

In April Kempler disappeared. Mrs. Kemp- 
ler reported her loss to the police, and every 
unidentified dead body was scrutinized with 
the idea that it might bethat of Kempler. 

On May. 7 a body was taken out of the drain- 
age canal near Summit, Ill.. It was identified 
by Mrs. Kempler as that of her husband. 
She admitted to the police at the time that 
she wasn't quite sure of the identification, 
put she paid for a good funeral on the chance. 
Then she donned widow's weeds and prepared 
for a season of mourning. 

Scarcely two weeke had passed when a de- 
tective appeared at her house and announced 
that the body of Kempler had been taken 
from the lake near the government pier. 

‘Why, I buried him two weeks ago,” 
the woman. ‘“ He’s in his grave.” 

‘* Well, this body has clothing that answers 


said 


‘the description of your husband's clothes,"’ 


answered the detective. “ Papers belonging 
to Mr. Kempler were found in the pockets 
and the watch and chain are his.”’ 


Identifies Second Body. 

Mrs. Kempler recalled the doubt with which 
she had buried the other body, and it was 
not difficult to persuade her to view the body. 
When the sheet was pulled from it she ex- 
claimed: 

“That is the suit of clothes he wore when 
he went away:”’ 

Then sh@ caused another funeral to be 
held, and, without discontinuing the season 
of mourning, sat down to cogitate. The face 
of the second body had not appeared any 
more like the face of her husband than was 
the case with the first body. 

‘Water causes great changes,’ wgs the 
explanation urged upon her, but she was 
not satisfied. Her thoughts reverted to the 
young woman with whom her husband had 
been acquainted. Finally she recalled that 
Allegan, Mich., in times past had been a 
favorite resort of her “ late’ husband. Then 
a letter from a friend in Michigan casually 
mentioned seeing Kempler there. The friend 
did not know about the funerals. 

Acting on a newly formed theory Mrs. 


Kempler disguised herself as a farm girl. 


- 

In a short gingham dress she haunted the 
‘Neighborhood of the Michigan town for 
several days. 

Finally, she stole upon a couple sitting on 
a bench under some trees. The woman on 
the bench was the rival charmer aforesaid 
and the man was Kempler, Mrs. Kempier 
declares. She did not disturb their peace, 
but hastened back to Chicago and presented 
herself before Capt. O’Brien. 

The head of the detective bureau gasped 
as he heard the remarkable story. Mrs. 
Kempler insisted that she had not been 
mistaken in the identity of tge couple. In 
obedience to Capt. O’Brien’s advice, ste 
swore out a warrant charging wife abandon- 
ment. The authorities at Allegan were tele- 
graphed to arrest the man suspected of be- 
ing Kempler and preparations were made to 
dispatch two detectives to Michigan. 

Pending the arrest, Capt. O’Brien has set 
his men at work investigating the record of 
missing persons on the theory that a murder 
may lie concealed in the tangle, Mrs. Kem- 
pler at present is living with friends at 245 
Melrose street, 


MAY REVIVE KU KLUX KLAN 
TO SAVE WOMEN AND GIRLS. 


Epidemic of Attacks by Negroes in 
Georgia Arouses White ae to a 
State of Fury. 


Atlanta, Ga., Aug. 25.—[Special.)}—The Ku 
Klux Klan, that existed in many southern 
states just after the war, may be revived in 
this section for the protection of white wom- 
en and girls, who do not seem to be safe 
from the brutal assaults of negroes. The 
situation here is critical, and a little mis- 
take, on the part of either a white or black 
person, may bring on a race war. 

The number of assaults that have taken 
| place in and around Atlanta in the last few 
weeks, when looked at in cold figures, is ap- 
palling. Two negroes have been killed for 
assaults, one legally and the other by friends 
of a little girl who was brutally treated. 

The latest assault, when a young woman 
had an‘ eye knocked out and her jaw broken 
by a negro, has ardused the people to a pitch 
that borders on hysteria. For days now 
scores of men Nave been searching for the 
guilty negro, bit if he has been found the

Unique Lawsuit at Allentown, 
Pa., Reveals Strange Contract. 


LOVE OF DANCING SPOILS ALL 


Stenographer Binds Herself to Live 
Beyond Reproach Four Years. 


Allentown, Pa., Aug. 26.—{Special.}—A re- 
markable story was developed today, when 
Levi H. Klieckner made an application in 
the County court to have annulled a judg- 
ment note for $1,000 which he gave to his 
pretty secretary, “ provided she would con- 
duct herself in a proper manner for four 
years.” . 

The young woman in the case, who has 
since become a wife, threatens that if the 
money is not paid she will reveal the con- 
tents of a series of letters which promise a 
sensation that will shock all Allentown. 


Contract a Peculiar One. 

Mr. Kieckner today explained how the 
former Miss Mary Geiser, now Mre. Van 
Buren Riber, violated the conditions of a 
peculiar contract on which the note was 
presented to her. 

“ She left my employ,” he said, “ four weeks 
after the note was signed, and besides she 
was to render services on &. At about this 
time I purchased a tract of land, I thought 
it would take four years to dispose of it and 
I wanted some one to take ae steady interest 
in the matter, a0 1 gave her the note for extra 
gervices in this connection.” ‘ 


Conditions of the Note. 

The note read as follows: 

Allentown, Pa., Aug. 2 1004.—-61,000—Four 
years after date I promise to pay to the order of 
Mary A. Geiser, my stenographer, one thousand 
dollars, according to restrictions and conditions on 
the back hereof, for value received through sery- 
ices rendered. 

Witness: LEVI H. KLECKNER. 

THOMAS O. GINKINGER. 

The restrictions of Mr. Kleckner are partly 
as follows: 

“The said Mary A. Geiser is to remain my 
stenographer until Aug. 18, 1908; should she 
marry before that time or leave my services 
for any reasone of her own, the said note 
shall be declared null and void and of no 
effect whatever. 

Must Guard Her Character. 

“ Should the said Mary A. Gelser become 
carelese In her conduct and not keep her 
character beyond reproach, so that I should 
be compelled to discharge her or ask her to 
resign on account of her immoral conduct, 
then the said note is to be declared null and 
void and of no effect. 

“ Should the said Mary A. Geiser visit any 
dancing resorts out of town or frequent those 
in town oftener than once or twice a month, 
unless I grant her permission to do so, then 
the sald note is to be null and void and of no 
effect.”

Patrolman Mahoney’s Affidavit. 

The affidavit of former Patrolman Patrick 
P. Mahoney, who charges that Lavin “framed 
up’’ the Hagemann jewelry robbery, follows: 

tate of Illinois, County of Cook, ss. 

“T, Patrick P. Mahoney, being first duly 
sworn, depose and say, That I make this 
affidavit of my own free will and without 
any promises or inducements of any kind; 
that I joined the Chicago police department 
on Aug. 4, 1896, and served as a patrolman in 
the said police department until Feb., 1005. 

“In the year 1901 I was treveling beat out 
of South Chicago police station, and I asked 
for a transfer to the Twentieth precinct, 
Forty-seventh and Paulina streets, so as to 
be nearer home; I sent two friends to urge 
Inspector Hunt to grant methistransfer. In 
Maarch. 1904, they called on Inspector Hunt at 
his office at Hyde Park police station an¢é 
askea him to tranefer me. Inspector Lavin, 
then captain of police. was present and sug- 
‘gested that I should be sent to his station 
at the stockyards, saying” we need good men 
there.’ 

Tells of Talk: with Lavin. 

“On March 19, 1901, I was so transferred. 
One evening about the last-of July or first 
of August, 1901, Capt. Lavin called’ me into 
his private office and cfier I was seated 
he closed the door and said: 

“* Pat, my brother Andy has told me about 
you. He says you are a good fellow and 
can betrusted. Now I want you to dosome- 
thing for me. There is.going to be an exam- 
iration for inspector and I am going to take 
tliat examination. If I could do a good 
piece of police business at this time it would 
be a good boost for me and I am going to 
ask you to help me out. From what Andy 
gays I know you area aticker and can keep 
your mouth shut, and I can-trust you. Will 
you do it?’ 

“T answered: ‘ Well, if ft'is anything rea- 
gonabie I will doit. You can depend on me.’ 


Plot to Rob Jewelry Store. 

“Capt. Lavin then said: ‘ You will promise 
me that you will never uttersa word about & 
‘to any one.’ 

“T said: ‘I wih promise not to utter a 
word about it to any one.’ 

“Capt. Lavin then said: ‘ I'know that you 
know some pretty handy fellows who could 
pull offa job. Now, there isa jeweiry store 
at tFifty-fifth street and Wentworth évenue, 
on your post; it is a jewelry store of a Dutch- 
man named Hagemann; I want you to get 
some one to go to that place, and besure you 
let me know the night it is coming off, and 
if this job comes off _— it is worth $5,000.’ 

“dT said: ‘I'l go you.’ I shook hands with 
Capt. Lavin and promised to get to work on 
the matter at once. 

_“.I thought the matter over before arrang- 
ing to get any one to dothe job, in accordance 
with the captein’s request, and grew alarmed 
at the captain's propesitien ‘that he be told 
the night the burglary: was to come off, fear- 

ing thet Lavin would be there and probably 
murder the men while they were: onng * the 


job. 
Meets His Man—Curran. 
“About a week afterward I met Daniel 
Curran on Fifty~-fifth street, near Shields 
avenue, about 9 o'clock at night:- oe 
said: “Pat, how are things?’ I said: © 
fine; I am drawing my salary every moni 


“TI knew. Curran and that he wae welbac- 
quadinted with men who could carry out the 
proposition thet-had been made to me by 
Capt. Lavin. ..tgaid to Curnman: “If you are 
flat, 1 know of. something right over here 
that te good’ Curran asked: ‘ What is it?’ 

“} then eaidt. ‘ There is a jeewiry store 
just horth of Fifey-fifth street, on Went- 
worth avenue, that has from $5,000t0 $10,000 
worth of stuff in it, and if you will get some 
one. to get it you will be all right.’ 


Ourran’s “Pal’’ Is Introduced, 


* Curran saidk ‘ Let us go over and see it.’ 

“We walkefl east on Fifty-fifth street as 
far as Wentworth avenue and north a couple 
of doors to the jewelry store and looked at 
the stuff in the window. 

“ Curran sald: ‘It looks pretty good, and 
I think I will get it; when can we pull this 
on? 

“T said: ‘I want to see the men who are 
going to do it.’ 

‘Curran then sald: ‘I think I know an 
old fellow downtown who, I think, will do 
it, and who has worked repairing slot ma- 
chines that I have hed in the division.’ 

“A few days afterward Curran brought a 
fellow to me and introduced him to me as 
James Clark and told me he was a man who 
would do the job on Hagemann’s jewelry 
store. 

“ Clark said he had a-pal who would do the 
job with him, and it was arranged that the 
work would come off on the morning of Aug. 
30, 1901. 

“T picked out this day for the burglary 
because I was to be relieved from duty at 2 
e’ clock on that morning, so I could be in 
é6ndition Zor a tu-of-war practice, which 
we were to have at the station on the evening 
of that day; this would excuse my absence 
from my post at the time the burglary was 
committed. 


Meets Two Other Men. 


“ Between the day that Capt. Lavin called 
me into jis office and asked me to have this 
job done-and the. mortting of the burglary I 
saw Capt. Lavin and talked with him a num- 
ber of times; the substance of these con- 
yersatiozs was that Capt: Lavin wanted to 
know how I was getting along with the mat- 
ter that he asked me to have done. I as- 
sured him I would fix i so that everything 
would be all right. 

“On the evening of Aug: 2, 1901, Dan Cur- 
ran met me on the corner of Fifty-fifth street 
and Wentworth avenue and said to me: 
‘ Those two fellows are over there on the 
bench,’ meaning the fellows who were to pul! 
off the job.. I asked him where. Curran said 
on a bench om the boulevard just west of 
Princeton averue. 

“T wet over~to the bench with Curran 
ang met Clark there. Curran asked, 
- Where is the other lad?’ and Clark said ‘he 
hadi just gone over to locate the piace and 
would be right back. 

“ Curran then left to get a buggy. After 
Curran went Clark's pal came and Clark in- 
troduced him to me by the name of Collins: 
then I left to pull a box and returned and 
Spent some time with them later on the 
bench. . 

“About 1 o‘clock I was walking west on 
Fitty-ditth street, and between Fifth avenue 
and Princeton avenue I turned around end 
gaw Barry coming toward me. He said he 
got it all right. 7 

“I said: ‘TI told you not to do anything 
UMuntil after 2 o'clock.’ Barry said it was all 
right; “nobody was around... Then I went 
north on P¥indetoh avente, east in Fifty- 
third ‘gtreet, and spoke to the fireman who 
was on watch at the engine house, Which 
Was eXactiy 1:50 a. m., Aug. 30, 1901. Then, 
leaving the fireman I walked north in Went- 
worth avenue to Fifty-first street, and made 
my last pull, Officer Danie! O'Connor of the 
Nineteenth precinct and the watchman, 
whose name I do not remember, saw me at 
Fifty-firat street at the box at 2 o'clock; the 
recor’ presented at my trial shows this pull! 
was made at 2 o'clock from the box at Fifty- 
fifth’ street and Wentworth avenue. 

“ Whether this record was falsified or was 
an operator's mistake I cannot say. Then I 
‘walked south on Wentworth avenue across 
Fifty-second street and west on Fifty-second 
‘treet as far as Princeton avenue, south an 
Princeton avenue to Fifty-fifth street and 
east on Fifty-fifth street in among the 
shrubbery bétween the two boulevards to 
-watch the feliows when they got out with the 
stuff. 

“] did this because Capt. Lavin had in- 
#tructed me to be sure and see that none of 
the stuff got away. Thinking they had 
been in the store too long I went east in 
Fifty-fifth street to Wentworth avenue to 
@n alley north of the boulevard, and there 
oe Clark. He said to’ me: ** Why don't 

oe out of here? What do y want 
Re + APE i went back to the

on to Fifth avenue. 


Joins Thieves in Buggy: 


“ Then Curran came east on the boulevard 
with the buggy driving north on Fifth ave- 
nue about the middie of the block and stopped 
between Fifty-fourth and Fifty-fifth streets, 
and took Clark.and Barry and the stuff into 
the buggy and drove north as far as Fifty- 
fourth or Fifty-third street, I don't know 
which, and went on Fifty-fourth or Fifty- 
third street to Princeton avenue and south 
on Princeton avenue to about 100 feet north 
of the boulevard, where Curran and Clark 
got out of the buggy. 

**I got into the buggy with Barry and went 
with the stuff to my house, 1857 Fifty-ninth 
street, and took the stuff into my basement, 
where we met with an obstacle which we had 
not figured on, finding about $400 in currency 
in the box. 

“I wanted to obey the instructions that 
Lavin had given me to get hold of every- 
thing that was stolen, so that it could all 
be returned and a good piece of police work 
done, but I had not expected to find anything 
but jewelry. 

“I easily could keep the jewelry without 
théir suspicion, but they ineisted on imme- 
diate division of the money. ® 

“ So, thinkihg it the best thing to do in the 
emergency, I divided the money and gave 
Barry, Curran, and Clark $82.50 each and 
gave Barry $30 besides, which he said must 
Zo to the fellow who furnished the nitro- 
glycerin. Then .we tore the tags from the 
different articles of jewelry and burned 
them; Curran then went away in the buggy 
and Clark and Barry left shortly afterward. 
I went to bed. 

“I was awakened about 10 o'clock that 
morning by a messenger from the Nineteenth 
precinct station, who said Capt. Lavin want- 
ed to see me. I dressed and went to the sta- 
tion and went at once to Capt. Lavin’s office. 
where Capt. Lavin was sitting at his desk 
and appeared to be greatly confused and ex- 


cited 
Plays Dual Role in Station. 


“As I walked up to him Capt. Lavin in a 
low tone said: ‘Is everything dll right?’ 
I answered in a low tone: ‘Yes.’ Then 
Capt. Lavin spoke up in a tone that easily 
could be heard in the outer office and said: 
*Pat, did you see any suspicious characters 
around Fifty-fifth street and Wentworth 
avenue last night?’ Then I answered in a 
distinct voice, for I knew he wanted those 
in the squadroom to hear, ‘ No.’ 

“Capt. Lavin then asked: ‘ Do you know 
that that jewelry store at Fifty-fifth street 
and Wentworth avenue was burglarized last 
night?’ I answered: ‘ No, sir, I do not.’ 

“ Capt. Lavin said: ‘ Well, it was on your 
post.’ 

“Ie@aid: ‘I left the post at 20'clock.’ 

“I understood that this talk was for the 
benefit of the men around the station and 
war to keep suspicion from attaching itself 
to efther of us. On that evening I came to 
the station about’ 5 o'clock for the practice 
tug-of-war in the basement of the station. 

“After it was over I came upetaire and 
wae sitting in the squadroom when Capt. 
Lavin came in and motioned me to come into 
his private office. I went in and Capt. Lavin 
closed the door after us. 


Lavin Wanted Advance “Tip.” 


“Capt. Lavin said: ‘Why the h—I] didnt you 
tell me this thing was coming off last night? ’ 
I said: ‘ Everything ieali right. I have taken 
care of the atuff as I have promised.’ Capt. 
Lavin said: ‘But why in h—!!] didn’t you 
keep your and tip it off to me when 
it was co om?’ I said: ‘Everything 
will be ail right, but I want to tell you about 
an obstacle that we met with. There was 
about $400 in money, and. I had to act quick, 
and being afraid that these fellows might 
get next to our game, I thought it best to give 
them their part of the money, so that they 
would not think anything was wrong.’ 

“Capt. Lavin said: ‘ Where is the other 
stuff?’ I-anewered: ‘ It is in the basement 
of my house.’ » 

“ Lavin then said: ‘I cannot lefive the sta- 
tion early tonight on account of this case. 
It would not look right. Keep track of that 
stuff till tomorrow night, then I want you 
to bring it over to my house, as I have got 
to stay here tonight to show that everything 
is on the square in this matter, so that no- 
body will suspect anything.’ 

“ He then told me to go back on my post 
that night, and that the first of the month he 
would put me on the same post, but would 
give me days. I left his office and went to 
the squad room and waited to go on duty 
that night. The next night, Aug. 31, 1901, 
about 8 o'clock, in pursuance with Capt. 
Lavin’s orders, I took the strong box with 
the stuff in it and got on a Fifty-ninth street 
ear east bound and got off at Sixty-first street 
and Cottage Grove avenue, then took a north 
bound Cottage Grove gvenue car to Fifty- 
fifth street, where I boarded a Fifty-fifth 
street car to Monroe avenue. 


Takes the Stuff to Lavin. 


“TT walked north on the east side of Mon- 
roe avenue to 5475 Monroe avenue, the resi- 
dence of Capt. Lavin; I went up the front 
steps and rang the door bell; the door was 
opened by Capt. Lavin, who let me in; we 
went into a front room and I immediately 
started to open the stuff; I was in full uni- 
form at the time and Capt. Lavin asked me 
why I didn’t come over in citizen's clothes; 
I told him that I thought it would be safer 
to come over in uniform; that nobody would 
suspect me carrying this box in uniform to 
his house, while they might if I came over 
in citizen’s clothes. 

“The box was on the floor. It had been 
wrapped in a blue calico bag tied with a 
rope. Capt. Lavin examined the contents 
of the box and looked at the numbers on 
several of the watches to see if they corre- 
spondéed with the numbers on the list that 
he had. He found that they did, and said: 
‘Well, you found them all right. This is 
éhe Hagemann stuff.’ He then asked me to 
have @ drink. I said I didn’t care for any. 
I then folded up the calico bag that had been 
wrapped around the strong box and put it 
under my vest. I left the box with the stuff 
with Capt. Lavin. Capt. Lavin went to the 
door with me and said good night, and I 
went home. 


Conference with the Captain. 


“ The next day, Sept. 1, 1901, Capt. Lavin 
called me into his office about the middle 
of the day and said: ‘ Pat, I don’t see how 
we can return the stuff to the Dutchman 

without telling the way we got it. You 
have got®*to turn those fellows.’ I said: 
‘Well, but I did not agree to turn up those 
fellows.’ 

“ Capt. Lavin said: 
do it to make good: 
out of it.’ 

‘I said: ‘ There is one of those men we 
have got to protect. You told me to have 
this job done and I got this fellow to get 
the fellows to do it, and I am not going to 
stand to see him get the worst of it.’ 

“Capt. Lavin asked whom I meant. Then 
I agreed to turn up the other two on his prom- 
ige that he would keep the other fellow’s name 
out of it. Capt. Lavin promised to take care 
of this fellow. 

“Capt. Lavin then said: ‘All we need 
do to make good is to turn up these other 
fellows and get Hagemann his stuff.’ 


Arranges for Selling the Stuff. 


“IT then told Lavin that I would see Curran 
and tell Curran to see Clark and Barry about 
selling the stuff, and to make a date with 
them so I could meet them. I then went ‘o 
the home of Dan Curran, 5624 Wentworth 
avenue, and found Curran at home. I told 
him to make an appointment with Barry and 
Clark for the purpose of making arrange- 
ments to dispose of the stuff. Curran said 
he would let me-know of the time and place 
of the appointment with Clark and Barry 
so we would all be there. I went back to 
Capt. Lavin’s office and told him whut I. had 
done. 

“ Lavin said that everything was all right, 
to let him know when and where the appoint- 
ment was to be as soon as! learned, ahd he 
would be there with some men in plain 
clothes, and when Curran and I had left 
the place they would close in and arrest 
the other two; at this time I cannot remem- 
ber the date, but the appointment was made 
by Curran to meet me at Fifty-ninth and 
State streets in the evening about 9 o ‘clock, 
when he was to take me to Barry and Clark. 
who lived in a rooming house on Wabash 
avenue, just south of Twelfth street.

Lavin then 
said ‘I don’t see how we can prosecute these 
fellows: unless Curran will do it,’ and sent 
me out to get’ Curran and tell Curran he 
wanted to see him and he would not arrest 
‘him. 


Curran Gone, Attorney Appears. 

“T went to Curran’s house, but he was not 
there. I. told Lavin about it and he asked 
if I thought Curran had skipped. I went 
on my post and a man came to-see me and 
said he was the attorney for Clark and his 
name was Collins, and Clark had sent him to 
me to-get a retainer fee. I told him I would 
see about it; he told me Curran, was at his 
house at Bighty-first and Green streets and 
Curran wanted to see me. 

“I went to Lavin and told him of my con- 
versation. with Lawyer Collins, and that 
Collins had demanded a retainer fee and I 
did not know what to doabout it. - Lavin said 
it was all right; he would fix that, saying 
a lawyer named Louis McElroy had been 
here to see’him about Barry.. 

‘* He said: ‘ We will get these twolawyers 
on our staff. I have a few diamonds here 
from the Hagemann deal and we can divide 
them among these fellows ana that will satis- 
fy them.’ 

“Lavin and myself were in the private 
office alone at the time. Lavin pulled an 
envelope out of a drawer in his desk, opened 
it and it contained the following articles of 
jewelry, as near as I can remember; 

“One pair of diamond earrings. 

“Two diamond rings. 

* One diamond brooch,- and I think a dia- 


‘mond stud. 


Diamonds to Pay Lawyers. 


‘ Lavin gave them to me with instructions 
to do -the best I could with them to fix up 
the lawyers. I gave Lawyer Collins a dia- 
mond ring and diamond earrings and Lawyer 
McElroy the ring, brooch, and stud. I told 
Lavin that Collins told me Curran was at 
his house. Lavin told me to go and tell 
Curran he wanted to see him. I went and 
delivered Lavin’s message to Curran and 
Curran said le would go and see Lavin. 

‘‘T went back to Capt. Lavin and told him 
Curran said he would come. Afterward 
Lavin told me Curran had been to see him, 
and he wanted to see him again, and to go 
and tell him. I looked for Curran and could 
not find him, so I went to the office of his 
lawyer, Collins, and he told me Curran had 
taken to the timbers. 

“T knew Collins was a drinking man, so I 
took him downstairs to a saloon and bought 
him some whisky, and began to talk to him 
about Curran, and where they sent him. 
After Collins had taken several drinks he 
told me Curran was on his way to Oklahoma. 
Previous to that I had heard Curran speak 
about' Lawton. I reported to Lavin what 
Collins had tgld me, and that a saloonkeeper 
by the name of.Wyman, at Sixty-third street 
and South Park avenue, was a particular 
friend of Curran, and might be able to tell 
where Curran had gone. 

* Capt. Lavin said his brother Andy knew 
Wyman well, and he would take him over 
there and see if he could not find out where 
Curran went. 


Lavin’s Plans for Trial. 

“ The day before the first preliminary hear- 
ing of the charges against Clark and Barry, 
Capt. Lavin called me into his private office 
and told me I Gid not need to appear the next 
day, as he was going to’: have _the case con- 
tinued. Between the time of the first and the 
final preliminary hearing Capt. Lavin called 
me into his private office one day and told me 
everything was working fine, he had got the 
lawyers to promise to waive examination, 
and allow their clients to be bound over to 
the grand jury. 

‘On the day of the final preliminary hear- 
ing the lawyers did just as Capt. Lavin said 
they would do, and Justi¢e Fitzgerald held 
Clark and Barry to the iCriminal court.in 
bonds of $5,000-each. On'another day after 
they had been held over to the grand jury 
Capt. Lavin called me into his private office, 
closed the door, and had wlong talk with me. 

* Capt. Lavin said: ‘ We have got to frame 
up a story forthe grandjury. We have those 
fellows all right, but we have to tell the same 
story.’ I told him I was willing to do any- 
thing he said. 


Frame Up of Testimony. 

“Then Capt. Lavin said: ‘I have been 
thinking abcut it and I want you to teatify 
that Curran came to you on the evening of 
Aug. 30, 1901, after the burglary, and talked 
to you in this way: “ Now, Pat, if you can 
get the assurances of Capt. Lavin that I 
will not be mentioned in the case | can help 
you out and give you valuable information 
in the Hagemann burglary,” and that you 
came to me and laid Curran’s propcsition be- 
fore me.’ 

‘And that you could promise him in my 
mame that his name would not be mentioned 
in it at all, and that all we wanted was to 
get the stuff and clear up the case, and that 
then Curran said to you he would take you 
to his house where you could get the stuff 
that had been stolen, and that yeu went to 
Curran’s house and found in the basement 
underneath the wood a strong box containing 
the stuff, and that you brought the box to 
me to the station, and that when I got the 
stuff I said to you I cannot turn the stuff 
over to Hagemann without some explanation 
as to how I got it, and that he, Curran, would 
have to turn up the fellows, and that you 
went back to Curran and told him what I 
said, and Curran finally consented to put 
us next to the fellows who did the work, and 
then we can tell of the arrest and the things 
leading up to the arrest as it really hap- 
pened.’ 


Seeks Time to Study. 


“TI said, ‘I will have to study tha: out.’ 
Capt. Lavin then said, ‘Curran hag skipped: 
we must get him back here so wé ean show 
his connection with the matter.’ I said, ‘ you 
do not intend to indict Curran, do tou?’ 

“Capt. Lavin said: ‘ Yes, but I do rot 
intend to prosecute him; we cannot force him 
to come back as a witness, but we can if 
he is indicted. If we can get him back I 
can fix it so that he will not be prosecuted 
and then Curran can testify against Barry 
and Clark, and we can land them.’ 

“ We went before the grand jury and told 
the story that Lavin had arranged for me to 
tell, and Clark, Barry, and Curran were in- 
dicted. Lavin located Curran in Lawton, and 
sent Detective Sheehan, his private man, 
after him, and Curran was brought back. He 
was brought to the Hyde Park station. 

“One evening at roll call Lieut. Clancy 
told me to wait. He took me over to the 
Hyde Park station with Sheehan; I was 
brought into inspector Hunt’s private office. 
Inspector Hunt, Capt. Lavin, Lieut. Clancy, 
Sheehan, and myself were there. Curran 
was brought into the room and then Inepec- 
tor Hunt asked me to tell the true story of 
the Hagemann burglary. 

“I told the story just exactly as Capt. 
Lavin had told me to tell it in his private 
office, and as I told it to the grand jury. 
Inspector Hunt then turned to Curren and

_“* Then it is not true as you said that 
you were driving around there in a buggy 
that night and this man,’ said Hunt, point- 
ing to me, ‘did not take the stuff to his 
house?’

“Inspector Hunt then said:

| Just as freefrom prosecution, although you 


are . arrested here in this station, as Ahis 
man,’. pointing to me, ‘and I will promise 
you that if this is.the truth you will not be 
convicted any more than this man here, who 
is not arrested at all.’ 

“Then Lavin said: ‘Don’t you think, in- 
spector, that we ought to put thet In writ- 
ing?’ Inspector Hunt said: ‘Yes,’ by all 
means.’ Then I dictated with Curran to 
Clancy. the. story excusing Curran and re- 
moving suspicion from us and fitting tn nice- 
ly with the story that Lavin had framed up 
for me to tell. 

“ This story wae to be Curran’s explana- 
tion of the case, and made it appear that 
everything I said in my story was true, and 
| explains how Curran oame into pcssession of 
the goods, and his connection with Clark 
was that on the way home he met Clark 
while walking on the south side of Fifty- 
fifth street, near Wentworth avenue, on the 
sidewalk near Wentworth avenue, and Clark 
said: ‘Dan, can I leave this bufdle in your 
basement. tonight?’ and Curran said: ‘ Sure,’ 
and took him over there and pari him te 
put it in the basement. 


“Buy That Fellow Some Cigars.”’ 


“Curran wae then taken downstairs and 
Clancy and Sheehan left the room, leaving 
only Inspector Hunt, Capt, Lavin, and my- 
self in the office. Hunt said to me, ‘ You can 
go and buy that fellow some cigars; you 
came pretty: near getting into thie if that 
fellow did not stick to the story.’ 

“It was pay night and I had not yet cashed 
my check and Capt. Lavin let me take’$5; I 
went across to a neighboring saloon and got 
a pint of whidéky and some cigars and brought 
them to Curran’s cell and gave them to him; 
the next.day I returned Capt. Lavin his $5 
at his private office and he said, 
that Curran stuck to your story, because if 
he did not Inspector Hunt.would have ar- 
rested you and we both would have been in 
trouble.’ 

“ Some time afterward Curran got out on 
bail and he told me he had seen Lavin, and 
that Lavin had told him to get busy and try 
to get Clark and Barry to plead guilty, and 
that he would-get busy with the state’s at- 
torney's office, and that they would not have 
to serve more than eleven months. 

“Curran told me afterward that he had 
seen them and that they would not stand 
for Lavin's proposition because of their past 
records, but they wwuld be willing to plead 
guilty to petty larceny if Lavin would ar- 
range it with the state's attorney. 


Plead to Petty Larceny. 


“Then I saw Lavin and we talked the 
matter over and I-also learned that Curran 
had.seen him and said that Clark and Barry 
would not stand for his proposition to plead 
guilty, but that they would be willing to plead 
to petty larceny. Lavin said he was going 
to see the state’s attorney and tell him he 
did not have sufficient evidence to convict on 
the burglary charge, and suggest that pleas 
of gulity be.accepted on the charge of petty 
larceny. 

“ Before the trial I went to Lavin again 
and told him he must have the indictment 
against Curran quashed; that I would not 
stand to have Curran brought into the case, 
and that I had made promises to Curran on 
the strength of his promises to me, and under 
the circumstances I could not see Curran 
get the worst of it, and he must stand by 
Curran and see that he was kept out of it. 

“The day of the trial the state’s attorney, 
at the suggestion of Capt. Lavin, moved to 
have the indictment quashed as to Curran. 
This was done; then the state's attorney said, 
on the recommendation of Lavin, that a plea 
of guilty on a charge of petty larceny would 
be acceptable to the state if it was to the 
counsel for the defense; counsel for the de- 
fense agreed, but the court asked to hear 
some testimony and the complaining witness, 
Hagemann, was sworn and testified that the 
goods taken from his place were of the value 
of $7,000. However, the court accepted the 
pleas and sentenced Clark and Barry to a 
year each in the house of correction and a 
fine of either $100 or $200 dollars each. 


Transferred from the Yards. 


“TI continued to travel beat out of Lavin’s 
station until Feb. 28, 1902. In January, 1902, 
Capt. Lavin had taken the examination for 
inspector. On Feb. 28, 1902, he called: me 
into his private office and said: ‘ Pat, I have 
heard some talk around here about that 
Hagemann burglary. I am afraid some of 
the fellows are apt to get on to something, 
so I have had you transferred to South 
Englewood. I expect to be made inspector in 
a few days and when this matter blows over 
I will not forget you.’ 

“TT went to South Bnglewood that night; I 
continued to travel beat there until the mid- 
dle of November. 1902. About this time 
Barry and Clark came to my house one day 
and said they had had: to stand for a good 
deal, that they were broke and needed money 
to buy clothes, as the weather was getting 
cold. I told them to come around the next 
day and I would go security for the clothes; 
I dressed and went to the Harrison street 
station to tell Inspector Lavin what had hap- 
pened; I told him that Barry had been to see 
me and what he. said. 

** Lavin said: ‘ Barry’s got a h—— ofa gall 
to come to you for money. Old Clark is en- 
titled to a piece of money, but Barry de- 
serves a piece of lead.’ The next day I took 
Clark and Barry to the New York dry goods 
store, Ashland avenue, near Forty-seventh 
street, went security for their clothes, and 
paid $10. 

Warned to Be Careful. 

‘“ The same day Lavin’s private man, Shée- 
han, came to me and said Lavin wanted to 
see me at Harrison street at once. I went 
down to Harrison street station and saw In- 
spector Lavin in his private office, and he 
told me to be careful of Barry and Clark, that 
they would try and job me; Barry came to 
me that night before I was arrested with a 
man whom he introduced to me as one Hop- 
kins; he said Clark was out of town and he 
was broke; I gave him two half dollars; he 
said Hopkins would ccme to my house and 
get that revolver and jimmy he had left 
there on the night of the burglary. that he 
was nator, * to get them himself because if 
they were’ found on him he would get into 
trouble. 

‘The next day Hopkins came after the 
revolver and jimmy, and I gave them to 
him. On the same day a’short time after- 
ward I was arrested by a detective from the 
state’s attorney's office, named Morrison. I 
was taken to the county jail; from the offjce 
of the county jail I talked with Inspector 
Lavin at the Harrison street station over the* 
telephone. Lavin asked me if I had a bonds- 
man, and I told him I did not, but that if 
he would send out to my brother-in-law, 
Dennis Toomey, he would get me bail. This 
I afterward learned Lavin did, sending his 
private man, Sheehan. 


Advised Not to Squeal. 


‘I have not heard from or seen Lavin 
since. During my stay in the county jail, 
after I was indicted, I was visited by.a friend 
of Lavin, who advised mé nat to squeal and 
that everything would be all right; at my 
triab Lavin testified, and his testimony was 
in substance identical with the story he had 
framed up for me to tell, and that I had told 
before the grand jury at the time Curran, 
Barry, and Clarke—were indicted. 

“ after T was convicted I was visited by 
another. friend of Lavin, who told me to keep 
my mouth shut, that I would only have to 
etay in the penitentiary for eleven months 
and that my wife and family would be well 
taken care of while I was there, and I would 
have good friends when I came out. I served 
in Joliet penitentiary as Lavin’s dupe from 
Jan. 8 1908, to Dec. 22, 1904. 


Charge Direct to Lavin. 


“Of my own free will, calling on my God 
to witness the truth of wnat I say. I swear 
that this statement of the facts is absolutely 
true and I charge Inspector Lavin, who was 
my captain, then at the stockyards station, 
with having induced me to grrange the 
burglary of Hagemann’s jewelry store. 

‘Capt. Lavin induced me to commit this 
crime to promote his chances of being made 
inspector of police. 

“tT turned over the stolen stuff to him in 
his house. 

“Capt. Lavin framed up a story and in- 
duced me to perjure myself by telling it as 
a witness before the grand jury. 

**Capt. Lavin gave me the diamonds in 
his private office with which to pay Attor- 
neys Collins and McElroy to defend Barry 
and Clark. 

“It was Capt. Lavin’s influence over me as

“That he (Wilkinson) had a preliminary 
hearing tet Louisville before being turned 
over to Chicago authorities; that he was 
afterward’ turhed over to, Officer. Sheehan 
of Chitago, who took him into custody and 
brought him back to Chicago Aug. 14 or 
15, 1008; that aflant was indicted in Septem- 
ber, 1908, after a preliminary examination 


“held before Police Magistrate Caverly, who 


held him to the Criminal court in bonds of 
$1,500. & t 

- Wearing His Own Diamonds. 

“ That at the time he (Wilkinson) wae ar- 
rested in Louisville, Ky., he had in his pos- 
session one diamond ring, valued at $275, 
and one diamond stud, valued at $262; that 
these diamonds were taken from him at 
Louisville by the police and turned over by 
them to Officer Sheehan of Chicago; that 
while the train was coming to Ghicago Offi- 
cer Sheehan questioned him about the own- 
ership of the diamonds aforesaid. 

“Further, that Officer Sheehan insisted 
that these diamonds were the property of 
Louis Weber, but affiant told him that they 
did not belong to Weber, that they were his 
own; ‘that affiant was taken to the Harrison 
street station and as Inspector Hunt was 
not there he was taken to the Hyde Park 
police station before Inspector Lavin, who 
questioned him about the burglary at Louis 
Weber's; that he made a statement to Leavin, 
and was locked up. 


Lavin Takes the Jewels. 


“ Affiant further states that he was tried 
by. a jury in the Criminal court and at the 
trial the jewelry that had been given to one 
‘Kid’ Davis and one John Davis was pro- 


duced and also affiant’s diamond stud and. 


diamond ring above mentioned;‘ that one of 
the Weber brothers was asked to pick out 
his jewelry; that Weber identified as being 
his property everything except the diamond 
stud and ring; that Weber was asked. by 
Fletcher Dobyns, assistant state’s attorney, 
if the aforesaid stud and ring were his prop- 
erty, and Weber gaid they were not. 

‘That Mr. Dobyns then took the diamond 
stud and ring aforesaid and handed them to 
Inspector Lavin in an envelope, and that 
Lavin took possession of the same; that affi- 
ant’ gave Attorney Alexander D. Green an 
order upon Inspector Lavin to deliver over 
to Green the diamond ring and stud; that Mr. 
Fake and Officer Sheehan, together with an- 
other policeman, called to see this aflant and 
Mr. Fake asked if the diamond ring and stud 
were his property, to which afflant replied 
that they were; that Fake said: ‘If they 
are yours I want you to havethem. If not, 
I want to find the rightful owner of them.’ 


Description of the Property. 


“That afiant in reply to a question from 
Mr. Fake described his property as follows: 
‘The ring is a pure white stone weighing 
about 1% carat, set in an extra heavy Belcher 
setting, the stud is a 2 carat diamond set 
in a heavy. screw setting’; that affiant said 
they had been made by a jeweler on Elm 
street, between Fifth and Sixth streets, Cin- 
cinnati, O.; that Mr. Fake asked Sheehan 
where the ring and stud were; that Sheehan 
said he did not bring them, that Inspector 
Lavin had them in his passession; that af- 
fiant hada receipt for the ring and stud from 
the jeweler of whom he bought them at 
Cincinnati. 

‘“ Affiant further states that the last time 
this affiant saw the said diamond stud and 
diamond ring above referred to was when 
Inspector Lavin took possesston of them,

Order for Diamonds Not Honored. 

1e affidavit of Wilkinson's lawyers, who, 
on his authority, claim to have made the 
demand upon Lavin for the two diamonds, 
is as follows: 
| State of Illinois, county of Cook—ss. 

‘“ Alexander D. Green and Albert W. Orms- 
by, having been each first duly sworn, depose 
and say that on Jan. 4, 1904, they called upon 
Inspector Lavin at his office in the Harrison 
street police station and presented to him 
an order for one diamond stud and one dia- 
mond ring, the property of George Wilkinson, 
who on that date had been convicted and sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary for stealing cer- 
tain diamonds and jewelry from the firm of 
Weber Bros.; that the order was signed 
by Wilkinson. 

“That this ring and stud were not part of 
the jewelry of Weber Bros.; that Weber 
Bros. had identified and received from the 
court all the goods that belonged to them; 
that said diamond stud and ring were ordered . 
turned over by the court; that upon present- 
ing this order to Lavin he refused to acknowl- 
edge it and refused to deliver said diamond 
stud and ring to the affiants, he stating that 
he did not know whether the diamond stud 
and ring belonged to Wilkinson, 


Lavin Ignores Proof. 

‘‘ Further, that Lavin stated to these affi- 
ants that if they wanted him to turn the 
ring and stud over on an order they would 
have to furnish further proof; thereupon 
Wilkinson wrote a letter to the firm at Cin- 
cinnati, where he had bought the stones, 
and in reply received a bill of sale of one 
diamond ring for $200 and one diamond stud 
for $185 from the firm of M. Krakouer, 630 
Central avenue, cated Avril 19, 1901. 

“Then affiants took the bill and order and 
again called upon Inspector Lavin, where- 
upon Lavin became angry and abusive and 
positively refused to honor the order and 
rights to the property, and refused to deliver 
the diamonds to these afflants; that Inspec- 
tor Lavin then and there ordered us to leave 
the office or he would have us locked up 
downstairs, and with that remark the inspec- 
tor started towards the afflant, Alexander 
D. Green, as if to strike him; that Green told 
Lavin he would stand his abuse, but that 
he had better not strike him: that the loud 
words and talking attracted the attention 
of other officers in the outer office, who came 
running in to see what the trouble was. 

“As the afflants then started to leave. 
Lavin called them back and said he did not 
have the diamonds, but that he had turned 
them over to Weber Bros., and to call on 
Weber Bros. and make a demand for the 
same; that afflants immediately called on 
Weber Bros. and one of them told affiants 
that they did not have the diamond ring 
and stud, and that Inspector Lavin had 
them; that affiants then went back to the in- 
spector's office and toid the inspector what 
Mr. Weber had said and Lavin again became 
abusive and an officer who was there told 
the affilants to call some other day. 


Appeal to the Judge. 


“ Affiants further state that thereupon 
they went to see the judge in the Criminal 
court who tried the case against Wilkinson 
and told him that Lavin refused to turn over 
the diamonds and also showed him the order 
and bill of sale aforesaid, and the judge said 
he saw no reason why the impector should 
not honor the order in view of the proof and 
the fact that Weber Bros. had not identified 
the jewels as being their property. The 
state's attorney was of the same opinion: 
but his office, having completed the case by 
causing a conviction of Wilkinson and by re- 
turning the identified goods to the rightful 
owners, the unidentified goods being taken 
by Inspector Lavin, had no further juriedic- 
tion in the matter. 

* Afflants further say they then went back 
to Lavin and told him what the judge had 
said, to which Lavin replied that he did not 
give a damn what the judge said, and he 
would not give the diamonds up, and that 
Mr. Green or any one else was not strong 
enough to make him do it; that. said dia- 
monds were not turned over to these af_lants 
and that they have not received them from 
said Inspector Lavin nor from any other per- 
son. 

“ And further aflante say not.

ENDS A DAY OF ANXIETY. 


Calls Mahoney a Perjurer and 
Then Proceeds to Laugh 
with His Family. 


There was joy late last night in the house- 
hold of Inspector Lavin when the nature of 
the charges preferred by Chief Collinge was 
disclosed—rejoicing as over @ condemned per- 
son suddenly 

The charges upon which the chief and his 
subordinates had tolled were regarded as 
nothing by the Inspector and his family, 
Rapidly the inspector ran. through the twen- 
ty pages that were handed to him at his resl- 
dence, 5475 Monroe avenue, by Assistant 
Chief Schuettler. It did not take him long 
to master the text. 

“The old Mahoney case,’” he said to his 
wife and children and his brothers. ‘‘ These 
are nothing. They are ridiculous... It is the 
raving of a perjured man. He shall pay 
dearly. Those who have put him up to it 
will not escape. 


Calls Mahoney a Perjurer. A 


“There Will be perjury charges to pay for 
this,” declared the inspector. ‘“ This man 
Mahoney has been put up to this. He has 
been paid money for this lying affidavit. I 
can prove it by his own relatives.’’ 

Phe inspector said he knew who offered 
money to Mahoney. 

It was pure joy, superlative relief rather 
than resentment, that filled the hearts of 
Mrs. Lavin—now laughing, now crying—and 
the children. 
a trying evening, 
trying days for the family. There are seven 
children, including a toddling baby. 

'. The inspector had been told the charges 
were to be filed between 6 and.7 o’clock— 
then 8 o'clock. He waited wntil after 11:30 
before the gigantic figure of his superior 
officer, seeming larger by contrast with his 
undersized escort, Sergeant. Monroe, came 
blundering across the street, uncertain as 
to the location of the Lavin reeidence until 
the nervous tones of the inspector, “ This 
way, chief,’ gave him the right direction.

CHILD AND GRANDMA LOST 


AFTER WANDERING ALL DAY 
THEY ARE TAKEN HOME. 


| Little Dorothy Pedigo of Buena Park 
Wheeled Oat by Aged Mra. Joseph- 
ine Jones Early in the Morning— 
Sun Affects Woman’s Mind and She 
Loses Way and Walks Till Found 
by Lincoln Park Policeman Four 
Miles from Home. 


Two year old Dorothy Lee Pedigo and her 
grandmother, Mrs. Josephine Jones, of Buena 
Park; were lost for ten hours yesterday dur- 
ing Which time neither the child nor the wom- 
an had a morsel to eat. When thetwoat last 
were found by a Lincoln park policeman 
after they had wandered four miles from 
home Dorothy wore a smile of satisfaction, 
but the grandmother was in a state of col- 
lapse, and apparently was suffering from 
heat prostration. 

The case attracted wide attention in Buena 
Park where Lee M. Pedigo, the father of 
the little girl, has a drug store at 1309 Sheri- 
dan road. When the news spread that Dor- 
othy was lost 300 people of the neighborhood, 
including doctors and dentists and storekeep- 
ers, all friends of the family, shut up shop 
and started to assist in the search for the 
missing child and Mrs. Jones. The police 
also were notified, while Mr. Pedigo traversed 
twenty miles of streets in a frantic effort to 


find the two. 


Start Made in Early Morning. 
Jones, who is the mother of Mrs. Ped- 
the family residence at 1524 Ken- 
more avenue shortly after 7 o'clock in the 
morning She said she intended going to 
take Dorothy for a short ride in the child's lit- 
the go-cart.,. They had gone but a short way 
when the dark eyed Dorothy begged for a 
chance to get some ‘“‘ wocks’”’ down at the 
lake shore several blocks away. Her father 
had@ taken her some days before to get stones 
in her tin pail. Mrs, Jones consented and 
went toward the lake. By this time the sun 
was shining down flercely and it affected the 
elderly woman to such an extent that she 
temporarily lost her mind. Unable to find 
her way back home she wheeled Dorothy 
aimiessly about all day. She asked several 
people the way home, but no one paid any 
attention to her. As she wore no hat and 
was unaccustomed to the heat she became 
more affected, until at 5:30 in the afternoon 
Policeman Bacon found her and the baby and 
took them home They had wandered down 
to Lincoln park. Little Dorothy, her eyes

SEEK COMPANION 
_ OF INJURED GIRL. 
Police After Man Who Took 


Josephine Olson to the 
Brunswick Hotel. 


ACCUSE HIM OF CRIME. 


Crusade Begun to Reform or 
Close the Disreputable 
Lodging Houses,

The police are searching for the man who 
Was with Josephine Olson in a room in the 
Brunswick hotel on Friday when she leaped 
Following a conference be- 
tween Chief Collins, Capt. Gibbons, and Po- 
lice Attorney Comerford, Detectives Sullivan 
and Dillion were furnished with a good de- 
scription of the man and sent to arrest him. 

Attorney Comerford said in the evening 
that a warrant fog the.arrest of the man had 
been sworn out before Justice Prindiville,who 
wem to the Chicago Emergency hospital, 
where the Olsen girl is being cared for; to is- 
sue the warrant. She refused to sign it anda 
“John Doe’ was then issued. 

A search for “ Smith’ with the warrant in 
their poseession is being made by det«ctives. 
The detectives have a good description and 
expect to arrest him soon. 

The penalty for the crime with which the 
police accuse the man is from one to fourteen 
years in the penitentiary. 

Tt le intended to make the ent case the 

initial prosecution in & detdtmines crusade 
against disreputable hotels which do a flour- 
ishing business in the downtown district. 
The hotels will have to obey the letter of the 
law in the future or they will be raided by 
the police. 
Thirty detectives were assigned to get the 
necessary evidence. They were called before 
Capt. Gibbons last night and given their in- 
structions, which were kept secret. One of 
the first proceedings is expected to be against 
the Brunewick hotel at 9 Adams street and 
others of its class on the grounds that by 
harboring women they are public nuisances 
and a menace to the morals of the uni- 
ty. The police were stirred to activity by 
the knowledge that the Anti-Crime league, 
the Young Women’s Christian association, 
the Citizens’ association, and the Art insti- 
tute are taking up the matter of the notorious 
hotels. 

Atterney Comerford in the afternoon tnter- 
viewed the Olson girl at the Emergency hos- 
et where she is suffering from serious 

juries as a result of her leap. 


Girl Says She Was Tricked. 

“We expect to have the Olson woman's 
assailant under arrest before many hours,”’ 
declared Attorney Comerford as he emerged 
from the office of Chief Collins in the after- 
noon, after telling his superior the result of 
his interview with the young woman. 

“ He will be charged with assault and he 
will find that his crime is a serious matter. 
The penalty is from one to fourteen years 
in the penitentiary. Chief Collins ie deter- 
mine@ to make an example in this. case.. I 
have interviewed the girl and I have positive 
evidence that she was enticed into the hotel 
under false representations. 

Chief Collins came out of his office a few 
minutes later and sald: 

*“ We are being guided entirely by the legal 
adviee of Attorney Comerford, It long has 
been a questton just how far our legal powers 
go in the matter of these vicious hotels, and 
at last we have discovered a plan by which 
we can put a stop to their traffic.” 

‘* Not one of these hotels has paid a dol- 
lar for protection since I have been chief of 
police.’’ 

This last assertion was in reply to a charge 
made by Ald. Cullerton that the hotel pro- 
prietors and other levee characters had con- 
tributed annually a fund of $40,000 for “ pro- 
tection.”’ 

Proprietors of two hotels objected to the 
assertion that they were in the clase of the 
Brunswick. These were the Van Buren at 
156 Van Buren street, and the Commercial at 
Wabash avenue and Harrison street. 

‘We never allow any but respectable per- 
sone to enter the house,” said: Proprietor Os- 
trand of the Van Buren. “ Occasionally ad- 
vantage may be taken of the clerks, but 
everything about this hotel is open and above 
board.’ The office is on the ground floor, and 
yesterday it was filled with men who ap- 
parently were commercial travelers. No 
women were about. The. register also in- 
dicated that it was a respectable hotel,

ONE KILLED, SIX INJURED, 
BY NEW FIELD STORE CRASH. 


Temporary Flooring in “Bridge’’ Over 
Alley Used in Construction of Build- 
ing Gives Way, Causing Accident. 


One man was killed and others were in- 
jured yesterday afternoon as the result of 
the collapse of a section of the «keleton 
first floor of Marshall Field & Co.’s new 
building under construction at State and 
Washington streets. The part of the floor 
that fell was in the “‘ bridge '’ over the alley. 

All the victims were working on that sec- 
tion of the floor which collapsed. The iron 
beams and other material used in the con- 
struction of the building were piled upon 
the floor and the weight is believed to have 
weakened the temporary supports.

BOMB AIMED AT 
CZAR’S PREMIER. | 


Four Terrorists Enter Stoly-. 
pin’s Residence and Hurl 
Infernal Machine. § 


WRECK HALF THE VILLA, 


Reception Room Is Crowded with | 
Visitors, Fifty Being Killed

Mrectly in front of the policemen at the door 
and had scarcely disappeared inside the 
house when a tremendous explosion was 
heard. 

The.police sergeant, who had started to 
walk towards the lendau, thinks that the 
revolutionist carrying the bomb must have 
dropped it, accidentally or intentionally, in 
the little anteroom of the porter’s lodge, 
juet Inside the entrance. 


Explosion Wrecks Villa. 

The explosion, which was louder than the 
feport of a cannon, tore out @ large section 
of the front wall of the villa, demolished 
the partition walls inside, and brought the 
upper story down in clouds of mortar and 
eplintered wood. 

When the dust had cleared away slightly 
the sergeant saw the mangled bodies of the 
porter, a policeman, and three revolution- 
ists on the ground in front of the door. 

The landau, which had been stopped di- 
rectly im front of the entrance, was lying 
on the driveway, a mass of twisted and shat- 
tered wood and iron. About ten yards from 
the door was the driver, who, it is thought, 
wat also a revolutionist and who had been 
killed on the spot. The horses were wound- 
ed. but only in their hind Jegs, showing that 
they were partly protected from the force 
ef the explosion by the wall of the villa. 


Room Filled with Dead. 

At the moment of the explosion the large 
reception room at the left of the ante-room 
was filled with a great concourse of officials 
and visitors, as today was the premier's 
reception day. M. Stolypin, himeelf, received 
his guests. 

After the explosion of the bomb afew mo- 
ments of stiipefaction followed among the 
uninjured survivors and persons In the neigh- 
horhood, including a number of soldiers from 
a@ grenadier regiment. rushed to the spot and 
commenced to carry away the dead and 
wounded from the villa, which had now 
caught fire as a result of the explosion of the 
bomb. 

Official Story of Explosion. 


The official account issued tonight gives a 
slightly different version of thetragedy. Ac- 
cording to the official statement it appears 
that at 4 o'clock this afternoon a carriage 
containing four persons, two dressed in 
civilian clothes and two in foreign military 
uniforms, drew up at his villa. The men 
entered the arntechamber, one of them hold- 
ing his helmet in his hand as if concealing 
a@ bomb, which accidentally fell in the ante- 
chamber with the terrible re®ults already 
detailed. Gen Zameatin wasinstantly killed 
and Count Voronin, a court chamberlain, 
who was attending the premier’s offictgl re- 
ception, was decapitated, while all the other 
persons in the antechamber, including the 
three men accompanying the individual who 
carried the bomb, were killed. 


Premier’s Daughter Killed. 


The legs of M. Stolypin’s daughter, the of- 
ficial account adds, were so severely injured 
that they had to be amputated and death en- 
sued. His son’s leg was broken. Prince 
Shachowskoi, who was in an apartment ad- 
joining the antechamber, was injured. 

The coachman of the carriage which 
brought the terrorists to the villa was killed 
and the vehicle was destroyed, but the horses 
were not much injured. 

Of the four conspirators who engineered the 
outrage another account says two were killed 
with their victims, while the third, who acted 
as coachman for the party, and the fourth, 
who remained inside the carriage, were badly 
wounded and are now in the St. Peter and 
St. Paul fortress. 

Whether the assassins who entered the 
crowded reception hall threw the bomb or 
accidentally dropped it probably never will 
be known as all immediate eye witnesses 
were killed. The tremendous force of the 
explosion absolutely blew out the front of 
the premier’s residence and carried away the 
ceilings above and the floors beneath and the 
walls of the adjoining rooms. 


Like a Charnel House. 

The havoc wrought by the explosion fs in- 
Gescribable. Bodies were sotorn or mangled 
as to make identification impossible, some 
of them headiess, armless, or legless lying 
among the blood dripping wreckage. Pieces 
of flesh and clothing clung to the shattered 
rafters 6verhead and some lodged in the 
branches of the elm trees which border the 
roadway separating the premier’s residence 
from the river. 

By evening the dead and wounded had 
been removed to a neighboring hospital, but 
by the light of flaring torches the police still 
were picking out from the wreckage bits of 
fiesh and placing them in towels for trans- 
portation by ambulances to the morgue. 

At the hospital frantic attendants were try- 
ing to arrange the shattered bodies into some 
semblance of human form for identification 
by weeping and wailing relatives outside. 

The terrorist who carried the explosive into 
the house was literally converted Into pulp 
by the force of the explosion. Inside the coat 
which he had on was found the death sen- 
tence of Premier Stolypin that he had tried 
to execute. The police refuse to make pub- 
lic the contents of this document. 


Camphor-Dymamite Used. 
»According to statements of the survivors 
none of the overpowering fumes acc ompany- 
ing the explosion of melinite, lyddite, or pyr- 
oxoline was noticed after the expigsion, and 


it is thought the bomb was charged with | 


camphor-dynamite, which is extensively used 
In loading the revolutionists’ bombs, and 
which explasive was employed in the assas- 
sination of Alexander II. Among its ad- 
vantages is the fact that it is safer to nandle 
than ordinary dynamite and it is also more 
powerful. 

A revolutionist with whom the correspon- 
Gent of the Associated Press conversed con- 
jectured that the bomb probably was the 
one prepared last summer for the assassina- 
tion of Gen. Trepoff and which was gotten 
up so as to resemble a handsome, gilded 
vase, or one similar to it. A woman was to 
Rave presented the bomb to Gen. Trepoff, 
but she jost her nerve, owing to a iong wait 
in his ante-room, and departed with the 
pomb without seeing the general. Later the 
women was arrested, but the bomb, which 
was an expensive article and difficult to pre- 
pare, is said to have been held'in reserve for 
another occasion, 


Signe! for Represston. 

The tragedy created a tremendous sensa- 
tion here and extra editions of the newspe- 
pers were sold in the streets until midnight.

HAVANA, Aug. 25.—Two more towns 
turned traitor to the government today and 
joined the insurrectos and a third was looted 
of its arms. 

At Cruces, a railroad junction twenty miles 
norta of Cienfuegos, the mayor, the police, 
nearly all the couneilmen and officials of the 
town, together with.all the rural guarde sta- 
tiqned there and 300 citizens, have joined the 
insurgenta. 

Senator Frias of Clenfuegos has received 
a telegram reporting a similar state of affairs 
at Trinidad. 

Palmira, another town of Santa Clara 
province, was looted of its @erms by the 
Cruces rébels, who are 300 strong. They 
paid $100 cash for weapons and ammunition 
and gave I. QO. U.s for the remainder of the 
‘debt. « 

President Palma, by decree tonight, vir- 
tually ordered an enforced draft of all citi- 
zens able to bear arms. The government is 
working emergetically toward placing in the 
field next week from 18,000 to 20.000 troops. 
The pay of the chiefs of battalions and regi- 
ments will be $200 a month, adjutants $125 


-@ month, captains $100 a month, and soldiers 


$2 aday. All volunteers disabled will receive 
full pay during the period of disturbance, and 
in the event of their death the money will go 
to their dependent heirs, 

One hundred insurgents yesterday took 
$8,000 from the treasury of Lajas, near Clen- 
fuegos. 

Using Guerrilla Tactics. 

Much guerrilla fighting is being done in the 
provinces of. Pinar del Rio, Havana, Matan- 
zas, and Santa Clara. Both sideé are follow- 
ing the favorite Cuban tactiés of avoiding a 
pitched battle and constantly harassing each 
other. 

Congreseman Faustino Guerra, who goes 
under the nickname’ of ‘‘ Pino’’ Guerra, and 
the men under him still constitute the strong- 
est group in the revolutionary movement, 
but neither Guerra nor the government 
forces sent against him seem to be ready to 
engage in a decisive fight for the mastery. 
If the military tactics being followed be not 
altered by either the government or the 
rebels the war will last a long time. As in 
the war with Spain, the insurgents, after 
capturing the towns, abandon them on the 
approach of the government troops. 

Day Full of Clashes. 

An attack was made today by 150 mounted 
rural guards under Maj. Gomez upon 
Reinoso’s band of 200 insurgents at Cascajal, 
near Santa Rosa. After the first exchange 
of shots the insurrectos dispersed and fied. 
The rurales inflicted severe punishment with 
machetes. A report of this occurrence re- 
ceived by Gen. Rodriguez this evening says 
least twenty of the revolutionists were 
killed or wounded. This makes the engage- 
ment the most serious yet fought. 

Rurales routed a band of insurrectos near 
Rio Blanco this morning, killing four and 
wounding a dozen. Col. Asburt, leader of the 
rebels, is reported wounded. Two rurales 
we injured. 

Col. Bacallao, with 250 artillerymen and 50 
recruits, dispersed a force of insurgents near 
San Luis station today. Five horses were 
captured. ‘ 

insurgents last night entered Arroyo 
Naranjo, six miles from Havana. Seventy 
mounted men and ten mounted police sent 
against them have not returned. 

A party of fifteen insurgents entered 
Cotorro, nine miles from this city, last even- 
ing and carried off everything. They then 
joined the main body of 150 men encamped 
a mile-and a half away in the outskirts of the 
town.

Suits Begun by the City Against 
the Proprietors of Three 


Restaurants. 


City Food Inspector Murray late yesterday 
instructed his men to arrest the members of 
a well known South Water street commission 
firm on the charge of “ reprocessing’ and 
selling decomposed eggs. The inspector said 
he expected to bag bigger game than ever in 
his hunt for dealers accused of canning eggs 
unfit for human food. South Water street is 
to have his first attention. 

Murray intends to confiscate all the canned 
egg product in the Chicago stores and ware- 
houses. He declares, that the stuff is dan- 
gerous to consumers and that poiscn lurks 
im all food whiclt contains any of it. His as- 
sertions were backed up by an official! anal- 
ysis of the eggs taken from the South Water 
street store. An examination of the goods 
was made at the city laboratory by Frank C. 
Layrie, an expert egg candler, in conjunction 
with Dr. Biehn, director of the laboratory. 
Layrie’s report in full, showing the startling 
results of his investigation, follows: 

“I inspected one case of eggs and one can 
of eggs for the health department of Chicago. 
I found the eggs loose, 90 per cent of them 
being rotten and the balance of the quality 
known as ‘ spots’ and‘ leakers.’ ”’ 

Appended to Layrie's report was the labor- 
atory analysis, which stated that the raw 
eggs examined were found to bein advanced 
State of decomposition, and the. canned 
goods contained bacillus coll, anaerogenes, 
and putrefaction in bacteria. The mixture 
omitted a bad odor. Anaerogenes is sald to 
be dangerous because of its poisonous effect 
upon the human system. 

‘“ Hundreds of bakeries and candy shops 
have been using tainted eggs and spoiled 
canned eggs in their products,”’ he said, “ and 
the public has been cheated and robbed by 
‘ reprocessing’ mills. Not only cheated but 
deceived into eating what might have killed 
any one from a child to a grown person. As 
far as I have invéstigated the business it is 
the biggest and most wanton in the country.”

RAILROADS STOP 
FREE PASS ‘GRAFT

Privileges Doomed as Viola- 
tions of the New Interstate 
Commerce Law. 


MORE PROFIT TO GIVERS. | 


Financial Boom Seen in Statute 
Which Forbids Diserim- 


ination. 


The free railway pass is doomed. When 
the new interstate commerce law goes into 
éffect next Tuesday its day will be over. Its 
practical abolition will be one of the law’s 
first and most important fruits. The free 
pass is as old as the railroad business in the 
United States. It has dome as much as any 
other instrumentality to corrupt American 
public life. Political and social reformers 
' for years have been striving vainly to sup- 
press it. It is going to cease%o be issued now, 
largely because the railroads, as well as pub- 
lic sentiment, have turned against it. 

Section 1 of the sew law provides that“ no 
common carrier subject to the provisions of 
this act shall, after Jan. 1, 1907, directly or 
indirectly, issue any interstate free ticket, 
free pass, or free transportation for passen- 
gers,”’ except to {ts employés and their fam- 
jlies and for certain specified religious and 
charitable purposes. It might be inferred 
from this that the roads could and therefore 
would continue to issue free passes as of 
yore until Jan. 1, but the roads and their at- 
torneys take a different view of the matter. 

Section 2 prohibits them from receiving or 
ecliecting from any person or persons a 
greater or less compensation for any service 
than they receive or collect from any other 
person or persons for substantially the same 
service. Railroad traffic officials argue that 
for them to charge one passenger for haul- 
ing him and to haul another one free is un- 
just discrimination. 


Make Money by New Rule. 


The railroads undoubliedly are largely, if 
mot chiefly, influenced in assuming this atti- 
tude by the fact that it is to their financial 
fnterest to do so. The withdrawal of free 
passes means the addition of many thou- 
gands of dollars to railway revenues. The 
roads have for years been growing less and 
less disposed to haul people free, but there 
were so many who had claims of one Kind or 
another upon their generosity or held clubs 
over them that they felt they could not quit 
the practice without a goodexcuse. The new 
law affords them the desired excuse. It 
enables their officials to say, when asked for 
free traneportation, that they can’t give it 
without laying themselves liable to legal pen- 
alties. If the roads desired to issue passes 
they doubless would decide that the law per- 
mitted them to do so until Jan. 1. As they 
dGon’t desire to continue to issue them, they 
have decided they cannot lawfully do s0 after 


Aug. 28. 
Law Hitherto Ignored by Roads. 


It is an Interesting fact that the provision 
regarding discrimination, which now is con- 
etrued as prohibiting passes, is by no means a 
new one, but was in the original interstate 
ecommerce law as enacted in 1887. The roads, 
far from manifesting zeal in obeying it here- 
tofore, have openly and flagrantly disre- 
garded it so far as it applies to free transpor- 
tation. But ratiway officials recently have 
geen a great light. The new powers con- 
Zérred upon the commerce commission, the 
increased penalties imposed by the new law, 
and the energy*the present administration 
dhas shown in prosecuting lawbreaking cor- 
porations, combined with the natural desire 
to increase revenues, has caused them to 
conclude that it will be best hereafter to pur- 
gue the strait and narrow path of legality. 

The law applies, of course, only to inter- 
state traffic. But several states have legis- 
Jated against the pass, and in view of the 
present state of public mind it seems prob- 
@bie others will follow their example. 


Loophole for Graft Seen. 

It is feared the new law leaves some open- 
ings for the free transportation graft even 
in. interstate business. It permits railroads 
and common carriers to interchange trans- 
portation for their officials and employés 
and their families and then brings bridges, 
ferries, switches, spurs, terminals, and pri- 
vate car lines under the definition of railroads 
and express companies and pipe lines under 
the definition of common carriers. This 
seems to leave a loophole for the private car 
companies, terminal companies, oil trust, 
etc., to get free transportation legally for 
practically everybody in their employ. 

“I don’t think they will be permitted to 
fake advantage of that loophole,”’ said an 
official. “ The railways know it was not the 
fntention of congress to arrange matters so 
that the ofl trust and the Armour private 
car system, for examples, could get an un- 
limited amount of free transportation for 
their officigls and employés and their fam- 
jlies, and realize that they only would enrage 
public sentiment and get themselves Into 
further trouble if they took advantage ofa 
Icophole the existence of which isplainly due 
to haste in drafting the law.”

The improvements on real estate in Cook 
county during the last year amounted to 24% 
per cent of the value of the entire property, 
as shown by an increase of $40,055,370 in the 
bew assessinents. The totai value of real 
estate and improvements for the county is 
Placed at $1,688,463.770. one-fifth of which, 
representing the amount on which taxes are 
collected, is $827,692,754. Building permits 
for structures to cost $65,000,000 were issued 
by the city last year. 

The increase does not show the advance 
in the value of the actual land which is taken 
up only every fourth year. New buildings 
accounted for the increase. Chicago showed 
a@ greater gain by \% per cent than the county, 
the city’s increase in assessment being $37,- 
467,195.

Corinthians Score Victory Over 
the Chicago Team at Mar- 
shall Field. 


FINAL: COUNT: IS.5 TO 2. 


Visitors Do Most of Their Count- 
ing in First’ Half; Locals 
Strong at the End. 


England’s most famous team of soccer foot- 
ball players made their initial appearance 
on United States soil at Marshal! field yes- 
terday afternoon and defeated the Chicago 
Association Football club 5 goals to 2. 

Heralded far and wide as the pick of Eng- 
land’s amateur talent, much was expected 
of the tourists and they did not disappoint 
the crowd. Against'such a galaxy of talent 
the Chicago.men: played a highly. creditable 
game, the sturdy. defense of the fullbacks 
and the three halves eliciting praise from 


acting Capt. Morgan Owen of the English 
team. 


Field Pleases Englishmen. 

On the Midway field the Englishmen found 
& surface that resembled their own at Lon- 
don. It was the best they had played.on 
since landing and over the level green sward 
the men gave a great exhibition of the soccer 
code. The only drawback to-the game was 
A light breeze set in from 
off the lake in the afternoon, but in spite:of 
this the players found the ninety minutes of 
hard running quite a tax. A nip of frost In 
the air yesterday would have keyed up both 
players and spectators. 

Nearly 2,000 of the latter were in the big 
grandstand, and while cheering on the 
Englishmen, they gave the home side lots of 
encouragement, the goals scored by the Chi- 
cago men evoking heavy: rounds of genuine 
British applause. 


Faultless Game of Visitors. 

Little fault could be found with the play of 
the Corinthians. Backs, halfbacks, and 
forwards worked together in unison and the 
open skirmishing play of the forwards was 
a revelation. There was no useless dallying 
with the leather, the men getting it goal- 
wards with the least possible delay. Time 
and again the ball would be passed between 
three or four of the men without a Chicagoan 
getting to touch it. 

Compared with.this finished play the work 
of the local men seemed crude.

730%, Half in 1:00, Three-Quarters

Galesburg, Ill, Aug. 25.—[{Special.]}—The 
Broncho broke all pacing records today for 
the mile without pacemaker or without wind 
shield, going the distance in 2:00% without 
a break ora skip.

Readville, Mass., Aug. 25.—The Neponset 
stakes for 2:06 pacers at the Readville track 
today probably will be recorded as one of the 
most notable features of this year’s grand 
circuit, for one world’s record was beaten 
and another equaled. 

In the first heat Bolivar, owned by James 
Butler of New York, stepped the mile in 
2:00%, equaling Prince Alert’s time made at 
Memphis, the fastest mile ever put up in 
competition, while the second and third heats 
were paced 2:02\% and 2:08%. The event was 
the fastest three heat race ever held. The 
previous record was made by Anaconda and 
Coney at Detroit in 1901—2:02, 2:02%, 2:08%. 

The secondiand third heats today were taken 
by Gratt, a son of the famous Gratton, and 
won for the horse the principal portion of 
the $3,000 purse. The times in the other fast 
event, the 2:02 pace, were also faat, while 
Angus Pointer captured the better part of 
the purse by taking the first and second 
heats. 

The 2:18 trot went to Billie H. in'straight 
heats. and also in fast time. 

In the Neponset the pace was terrific in the 
initial heat. Quarters and halves at a two 
minute gait were easily made by the field 
of seven horses, and all seemed to have some- 
thing in reserve. The Friend led the fleld in 
the first heat until the drive for the wire, 
when Bolivar beat him out, with Gratt in 
third place. ° 

The Friend also led in the second heat, only 
to have @ratt step out ahead of him at the 
wire. Gratt was the strongest in the. third 
heat and won, while Bolivar went toa bad 
break in the first turn and was distanced. 

Angus Pointer led the fleld from wire to 
wire in the first and second heats of the 2:02 
pace, but broke in the third and had hard 
work beating the flag. 

Billle H., owned by William A. Clark Jr., 
son of the senator from Montana, won the 
2:18 trot, but not without difficulty.

Game Commission Warns Illinois Hunt- 
ers They Cannot Shoot the Birds 
Until July 1, 1907.

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Bloomington, IIl,, Aug. 25.—(Special.J—The 
IHinois state game commission warns all 
hunters that prairie chickens are yet under 
the ban and that it will be unlawful to kill 
these birds until July 1, 1907. 

The four years of protection extended in 
the hope that these birds would Increase and 
multiply is not yet up, as some hunters ap- 

ar to believe. 

Pall game wardens have been instructed to 
arrest and prosecute any one who violaies 
the law whether through ignorance or oth- 
erwise. Hunters who are now hunting game 
birds must confine their efforts to doves and 
woodcocks. Squirrels also can be killed 
now, but the open law on other wild game 
does not commence until later in the fall, 


SOX’ GREAT SPRINT 


COMES Tu AN END, 


Chicago Team Twice Beaten by 
Senators, Who Play Won- 
derful Baseball. 


SCORES ARE 5-4 AND 4-3. 


First Game Marked by Finish of 
Washington and ‘Ed Walsh’s 
Humiliation. 


Washington, D. C., Aug.: 25.—[Special. }— 
The phenomenal winning streak of the Chi- 
cago White Sox is broken. It took wonder- 
ful baseball to do it, capped by the most sen- 
sational finish probably ever seen in; Wash- 
ington. The day will go down in -history 
that saw the greatest American league club 
of the present day, fresh from its ninetéenin 
Straight conquest, twice ground in the dust 
by the Stahlwarts, a second division crew, by 
scores of 5-4, 4-3. : 

Long before the time to start the stands 
had overflowed and the hundreds who came 
late were sent into. right field-and off into 
left. The fences were occupied along the 
back field.and jthe cheers, :yelps, and ap- 
plause that. broke loose from these thousand 
of throats has not been equaled this year. 


Sox Outplayed. All the Way. 

Ban Johnson, president of the American 
league, was there to root for the Stahlwarts, 
and you can’t tell the Chicago club anything 
different but that. Ban had "em hoodooed. 
But the crowd knows. thesecret of Chicago's 
double disaster. Washington. fought with 
the avenging determination of ‘forty clubs 
and outplayed and outhit the White Sox all 
the way. 

Besides shattering the proud_record of the 
Sox, Stahl’s lads with demoniacal glee pound- 
ed Ed Walsh for a total of five straight hits 
in the last inning of- the first game in the 
face of a’4 to 2 score against them, making 
a finish which must have been heard’around 
the baseball world. 

Hungry for more worlds to conquer, Wash- 
ington sailed into Roy Patterson in the sec- 
ond game, drove him from the box, and then 
pelted *‘Doc’’ White until the native son 
was blue in the face. It was great fun for 
the faithful. Patten, the home southpaw, 
had everything that White was lacking and 
did not permit a hit In the last five innings. 


Only One Error Made. 


Errorless ball was on tap throughout with 
the lone exception of a bobble by NIll on 
Hahn, the first man up in the initial frolic. 
Davis spun out a clever game. 

Before Washington had hardly settled 
down to their task in the first game Jones, 
Isbell, and Davis had pounded home a lead 
of twa runs. Hughes was sent in to pitch 
against Frank Smith, it being the chunky 
Sox pitcher's first turn in the pit in weeks. 
Before the game ended both had succumbed

Local Enthusiasts Dream of Cham- 
pilonships, and Only Doubt Now 
Existing Is Where World’s Title 


Will Land—Realization ef Visions 


World Give This City a Position No 
Other Town Ever Has Oceupied in 
History ef the Game.

Every loyal Chicago baseball fan—and 
there are close to 2,000,000 of them—hears 
in his dreams the flapping of three immense 
pennants, all flaunting proudly the word 
“ Chicago.’’ The location of two of them is 
firmiy fixed, and the only doubt is where 
the world’s championship banner will float 
next summer. 

Realization of these dreams would give 
Chicago a unique position in the baseball 
world; one which no other city ever has oc- 
cupied in the game's history. For it is not 
recorded, on any previous page, that two 
major league teams, representing the same 
city, have won the pennants of their re- 
spective leagues, to say nothing of compet- 
ing for a world’s championship title. But, 
before the dreams come true, Frank Chance 
and Fielder Jones are going to lose more 
sleep than ali of Chicago's fans put together, 
unless they are unusually happily consti- 
tuted mentally, and the Spuds and White 
Sex will have to do some hustling. 


Strain Bound to Tell on Teams. 


Not that either club will have to travel at 
any such gait as they have been going re- 
cently in order to retain the handsome iceads 
* they have earned, but es the long, grueling 
Tace nears lis end the strain is bound to teil 
on the players and unexpected slumps either 
through overconfidence or nervousness must 
be expected. Chance’s men have the easier 
time to look forward to, because they have 
the longer lead by far and have nearly fin- 
ished their series with the strongest clubs 
in their circuit. The White Sox, with a 
smaller lead, have a greater number of games 
to play with their strongest opponents than 
the Spuds have, but in great measure this is 
offset by the fact that the south siders finish 
their season with a long session on their 
own grounds, while the west siders must 
piay in the enemy's country most of the re- 
maining time. 

From Sept. 9 to Oct. 7, the finish, the Spuds 
have only one game to play at home. During 
thet time the Sox have only four games to 
Play away from home. Coneequently 
Chance’s men will need their longer lead to 
fight successfully the closing battles of the 
year, while the Sox will be in good position 
for the finish, ne - matter how slender their 
margin, if they cotme back from this eastern 
trip in the lead, as seems a certainty. 


Spuds Have 37 More Games. 


Chicago's Nationals have thirty-seven more 
games to play, of which thirteen are at 
home and twenty-four abroad. The White 
Stockings have forty games yet to play to 
complete their 154, and of those forty twenty- 
six are to be played at home and fourteen 
abroad 


Chancte’s men uave two more games to 
play here with Boston, four with Cincinnatt, 
two with St. Louis, and five with Pittsburs. 
But they will have to visit every city in the 
league before finishing their schedule. They 
have three games yet to play in Cincinnati, 
five in St. Louis, three each in Boston, New 
York, end Brooklyn, five in Philadelphia, 
and two in Pittsburg. Recapitulating, the 
Spuds will have to play seven games with 
Pittsburg, five of them here; three games 
with the Giants in New York, five with the 
Phiilies in their own yard, seven with Cin- 
cinnati, four of them here; seven with St. 
Louis, two of them here; three in Brooklyn, 
and five with Boston, two of them here. 
These figures inciude all postponed games, 
of which the Spuds have only three, one each 
in Philadeiphia, Cincinnati, and St. Louis.

6 the team will return here for a series of 
four consecutive games with Pittsburg, which 
are expected to settle for the year all aspira- 
tioms of the Pirates. Sept. 10 and 11 are 
open dates, but on the 12th Chicago will be- 
. gin a series of four games in St. Louis, in- 
eluding one postponement. 

The following Sunday, Sépt. 16, the Spuds 
will return home for one game with Pitts- 
burg, and it will be their last appearance on 
the west side until the world’s series. That 
night they are due to leave for the fina] in- 
vasion of the east, beginning with Boston 
on Sept. 18. After three days in the Hub, 
Chance’s men will go to New York on the 
Zist for three games at the Polo grounds, 
then cross the bridge for three games with 
Brooklyn, beginning on the 25th. On Sept. 
28 Chicago is due in Philadelphia for the firet 
of five games, including a postponement, 
which will fill their time up to Oct. 3. Then 
the Spuds will start westward, stopping in 
Pittsburg for two games on Oct. 4 and 8. 
and winding up the season with one game in 
St. Louis on Sunday, Oct. 7. 


Short Road Trip for Sox. 


Turning to the White Stockings, it is found

&t. Louis—as they have finished their dates 
in Boston, New York, and Washington. But 
ail seven of the contesting clubs must visit 
the south gide grounds at least once more. 
The Sox have three games to play in Philadel- 
phia, four in Cleveland, three in Dteroit, and 
four in St, Louis. On the home grounds 
Jones’ men have four games to play with 
Cleveland and Detroit, five with St. Louis, 
three each with Philadelphia, Boston, and 
Washington, and four with New York. Com- 
Dining’ these figures, the White Sox have 
eight games left to play with Cleveland, half 
of them here; seven games with Detroit, four 
of them here; nine with St. Louis, five of 
them here; six with Philadelphia, three of 
them here; four with New York, all here; 
three here with Boston and three here with 
Washington. This includes one postpone- 
ment with St. Louis and the tie game with 
New York. 

Following the White Sox day by day for the 
rest of the season, they are due in Philadel- 
phia, after a Sunday's rest, to play three 
games, tomorrow, Tuesday, and Wednesday, 
finishing thier final eastern trip.

against umpires and his attempt to banish 
Johnstone from the polo grounds recalls 
a lot of other incidents. Johnstone isn’t 
an extraordinary umpire, but in this case 
the only offense charged is that he gave @ 
decision against New York. There was no 
question as to whether or not the de- 
cision was right or wrong—it was wrong 
because it was given against McGraw. 

Muggsy has for the last dozen years 
played out his string of bullyragging um- 
pires to the end—and won pennants by it. 
There is no doubt that the old Baltimore 
Club owed at least two pennants to the 
fact that McGraw bulldozed umpires until 
they didn’t dare give a decision against 


his team, and in those days he had able#¢ 


assistants. He kept up the same tactics 
in New York until he finally came to 
grief because Pulliam stood firm and be- 
cause, at heart, even a New York crowd 
loves fair play. 

The umpire is legitimate bait for «4 
crowd of fans. He accepts the job with 
that understanding. He knows what he 
is going against—and he goes. It takes 
a man of cold nerve to umpire and, strange 
as it may seem, the smaller the league 
the harder the umpire's job grows. Pres- 
ident O'Neill of the Western, when he 
read of McGraw'e action, remarked: 

“1 wigh we had a few umpires trying to 
break into the grounds in our league. 
Out there they are trying to break out. 
An umpire is a luxury except In Omaha, 
and if he doesn’t give Omeha all the de- 
cision Sandy Griswold drives him out of 
the business.

Poor ol4 George Burnham was one um-~- 
pire who bred trouble for himeelf that 
lasted to the end of his baseball career. 
George was umpiring in Cleveland in the 
old twelve club league and doing fairly 
well (for him) until one morning he de- 
cided to purchase a watch, He went to a 
Superior street jeweler and bought the 
watch and then, as an afterthought, told 
the merchant to send the watch out tothe 
ball park that afternoon and present it to 
him at the home plate. 

The idea of an umpire receiving &@ mag- 
niflcent gold watch as a testimonial from 
his admirers appealed to George, 

That afternoon, just as the game start- 
ed, a uniformed messenger from the jew- 
elry store marched out to the plate, bear- 
ing a tissue paper wrapped bundle. The 
players gathered around and Burnham, 
who wae busy dusting off the plate, bared, 
his head to receive the testimonial, 

Then there was a hitch and after a min- 
ute a roar from the players who had gath- 
ered around. The messenger, after a mo- 
ment, bore the box away and the crowd 
was mystified. 

It developed afterwards that the meés- 
senger had been sent with the watoh with 
Cc. O. D. orders. 

And ever afterwards George Washing- 
ton Burnham was known as “ Watch.” 

- - 

Tim Hurst, who is now umpiring bad for 
fair ball in the American league, used to 
be one of the cockiest, scrappiest, nerviest 
umpires in the. business. He has settled 
some, for he has reached the years of 
discretion and common sense and no long- 
er does he go searching for trouble. He 
has enough as it Is. 

When Tim was in his prime he went 
gunning for it. I remember one day in 
Pittsburg. Tim had given a close de- 
cision against the Pirates at the close of 
& game and the mob was chasing him off 
the field. Tim didn’t like to be chased. 


— 
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Every few yards he would turn and ad- 
vance upon the crowd and it would stop. 
Finally, when he had reached the head of 
the stairs to the dressing room and was 
safe, he turned, made a sudden descent 
into the crowd, mixed with a score or more 
of them, and was rescued by the police. 

“What in thunder did you want to go 
back for, Tim?" I inquired, while they 
were putting court plaster over the 
wounds. : 

“There was a large man with a lump of 
slag in his hands,” said Tim, “ and I re- 
marked to him, ‘if you throw that I'll 
come and get you.’ ”’ 

“Well?” I asked. 

“He threw it all right,”’ said Tim. 

In the old days in Kansas City, when 
the stockyards crowd gathered ip the left 
field bleachers on Exposition park, the 
crowd hed -a cheerful habit of ciimbing 
out upon the field and descending upon the 
umpire en masse. The crowd never of- 
fered him any violence. They simply went 
out to inquire of him why he made a de- 
cision. The habit grew until it was.a 
regular Saturday and Sunday feature of 
the game. Sometimes when the umpire 
had been good to the home team the crowd 
went out, 2,000 strong, shook hands with 
him, told him how good he was, and, 
thanking him, retired to the seats again 
and let play proceed. 

While Jimmy Manning hed the club 
there came along an umpire named Smith, 
a new recruit who never had umpireé in 
Kansas City. His decisiong were good. 
There was no trouble, and everything was 
pleasant until the fifth Inning, When the 
crowd decided to have ite demonstration, 
Just as Smith called a Kansas City run- 
ner out, and he was out by twenty feet, 
the crowd started. Smith gave one wild 
look towards the advancing column, 
eprinted out toward left, scaled the ten 
foot fence, and, dropping into the adjoin- 
ing lot, disappeared from the grounds— 
and from baseball. se

Ned Swartwcod, the popular old umpire, 
was the victim of a joke put up by 4 bunch 
of the old Chicago players in 1897, Swarty 
was umpiring a series in St. Louls and 
there had been some talk about stopping 


' Sunday baseball there. Saturday nights 


crowd of the Chicago players discovered 
that Swarty and his partner, Al Warner, 
were stopping at the Lindell, so just to 
make things pleasant they sent him a 
phony telegram ordering him to report at

The telegram was signed N. B. Young 
and bore all the evidences of genuineness, 
so Swarty supposed that the teame were 
preparing to play a Sunday game whether 
or no. 

No one knew what happened, but five 
minutes before play was called on the St. 
Louls grounds Swarty, hot and mad, 
showed up and went to work. Along about 
the middle of the game the Chieago play- 
ers started asking Swarty about Belleville 
and after that everything pitched was a 
etrike when a Chicagoan was at bat. 

Chippy McGarr, the old Cleveland play- 
er, had a sad finish as an umpire. He 
got a job umpiring after he was all in as 
a player and fell a victim to McGrawism. 

His finish wae sensational. He was 
working at Baltimore and made a decision 
against McGraw at second base. The 
diminutive rowdy went after Chippy, 
backed him all over the grounds, chased 
him around, heaped abuse upon him and, 
finally, McGarr, turning, walked off the 
field. He never came back. 


SURPRISES IN NET. PLAY 
IN TWO BIG TOURNAMENTS. 


Fans Astonished Over Defeat of Collins 
by Sanderson at Omaha and of Larned 
by Behr at Newport. 


Surprises were sprung in the two open ten- 
nis tournaments now being played, when 
Kreigh Collins, western and northwestern 
tennis champion, best in the middle west 
tournament at Omaha to F. R. Sanderson of 
Galesburg and when William A. Larned, for- 
mer national champion, was defeated by the 
young collegiate player, Karl Behr, in the 
national tournament at Newport. 

The defeat of Coins, however, was more 
surprising and can be accounted for only in 
one way—the peculiarity of the Omaha 
courte. Sanderson has never ranked high in 
the west excepting in this same tournament, 
when he carried off premier honors three 
years ago. In the western at Kenwood this 
year he failed to enter and made only an in- 
different showing in the doubles with his 
partner, Holland. 

The Omaha courts probably are the freak- 
fest im the country and it has been proven 
year after year that it is impossible for the 
Chicago players to play up to form upon 
them. It ie not merely on account of their 
being clay, e(ther, for Reuben Hunt, who is 
essentially a clay court player, found it 
impossible when he competed at Omahe three 
years ago to adapt his game to the courts, 
and was defeated just as Arthur Snow, Ed- 
win Ashcraft, and Charlie Peters have beem 
since: The surface of the court is losely 
packed. Fe) 

The defeat of William A. Larned by Kar! 
Behr was a great disappointment to the 
former’e friends throughout the country, for 
thie was gemerally thought to be Larned’s 
year and the cup he holds two legs on and 
so richly deserves to win permanently has 
been at least temporarily and more than like- 
ly forever placed beyond hie reach. Larned 
is getting old—from a tennis etandpoint—and 
had the sympathies of ali the tennis enthusi- 
aets in the country with him. 

With him eliminated and so decisively ft 
looks like an almost sure win for the youthful 
Yale player, and only Raymond Little or 
Clothier seems to stand in the way of his 
earning the right to challenge Beals Wright 
for his title. 

From the work of Wright in the double 
matches, in which he and Holcombe Ward 
won permanent possession of the doubles 
trophies, the ex-Harvard star seems to be 
regaining his old form rapidly, and unless 
the loss of his finger proves too severe a 
handicap he is looked on as strong enough 
to successfully defend his title against the 
winner of the all comers. 

The defaulting of the east vs. west match 
by Waidner and Emerson was a great disap- 
pointment locally, for they were thought to 
have a chance to defeat Harold Hackett and 
Fred B. Alexander, winners of the eastern 
doubles at Longwood. It has long been felt 
that Hmerson’s style of game was the best 
of any of the western players, so far as a 
good showing against the easterners was con- 
cerned. Emerson never had competed in an 
eastern tournament,-and his promise to do 
so this year aroused much interest fn this 
section. so his unfortunate accident was 
especially regrettable on this account. The 
easy defeat of Hackett and Alexander by 
Ward and Wright was in nowise a surprise. 

Locally the big surprise came last Satur- 
day, when the Aztec Tennis club’s team de- 
feated the strong Kenwood Country club 
team on the former’s courts. The result of 
this match throws the Aztec, Kenwood, 
Wanderers, and River Forest teams into a 
tie for first place—each having one defeat 
registered against it. Kenwood must still 
meet the Wanderers and River Forest clubs, 
however, so the tie is bound to be broken, 
leaving the Agtec to meet .the winner in a 
championship match on wpeutral grounds, 
The matches in the league will likely wind 
up the second Saturday in September.

Pan Michael’s New Gait. 


On the results at Galesburg the public has 
been kept posted every day, but some of the 
side issues were overlooked. One of them 
was the fact that Pan Michael, winner of 
the 2:30 trot on Wednesday, is a converted 
pacer with a record of 2:03, which in itself 
is a world's record, as no other pacer with 
that sort of a mark was ever shifted to the 
trot and proved good enough to win at the 
first time of asking in 2:13%, 2:14%, 2:15. 
When it is added that Pan Michael isa full 
brother to the trotter Boralma, 2:07, winner 
of the Kentucky futurity, the Transylvania, 
and the Massachusetts stake—a feat never 
accomplished by any other horse—the main 
points of the story are told.

ARRANGEMENTS FOR NELSON- 
GANS FIGHT NEAR COMPLETION. 


Practically Everything Is Ready for 
Battle Except the Erection of the 
Arena—Sporting Enthusiasts Have 
Hard Task Before Them in Picking 
Winner—Contest Promises to Be 
Greatest Event for Lightweight 
Championship.

All arrangements, except the erecting of the 
arena, for the Batling Nelson-Joe Gans light- 
weight championship battle have been per- 
fected, and the men are training hard for 
the encounter. Gans, it has been reported, 
is down to the required weight, 188 pounds, 
and Nelson is within scaling distance of it. 
The referee has been selected, the purse 
money, $30,000, is in the hands of responsible 


parties; Goldfield, which will be the scene. 


of the contest, is beginning to sit up and no- 
tice things other than mining, and the sport- 
ing world is doping out the prospective win- 


ner. 

With things shaped up as they are at pres- 
ent the fight, in the words of our old friend 
Joe Vendig, ‘‘ will surely take place.’ And 
not only that, but from present indications it 
promises to be the grandest lightweight fight 
for the championship title that ever has 
taken place In this country, and that means 
the entire world. 


~~ 

The battle is. scheduled to take place.on 
Labor day, which falls on Sept. 3, and it will 
be fourteen years, lacking two days, since a 
finish fight for the lightweight titie has been 
held in this country. The last finish affair 
for the honors was that between Jack Mc- 
Auliffe and Billy. Myer at New Orleans on 
Sept. 5, 1802. That battle was for a guaran- 
teed purse of $10,000 and a side bet of the 
same amount, the whole amount being one- 
third less than the Goldfield sports are hang- 
ing up for “ Bat ’’ and Joe. Besides that the 
purse is the largest, in real money, that ever 
has been offered in this country. 

The Crescent City club of New Orleans 
guaranteed a $40,000 purse for Fitzsimmons 
and Hall, but after the fight, which took 
place on March 8, 1898, the purse money was 
not in sight. Fitz won that fight in the fourth 
round, and was handed a little cash and con- 
siderable unnegotiable paper. The Corbett- 
Mitchell fight, which took place at Jackson- 
ville, Fla., on Jan. 25, 1804, was for a $20,000 
purse and a side bet of $10,000, and Fitasim- 
mons and Corbett battled at Carson City on 
March 17, 1897, for a purse of $15,000 and a 
side bet of $10,000. 

Corbett and John L. Sullivan fought for 
the largest amount of money, actually in 
sight before they began training, a guaran- 
teedl purse of $25,000 and a side bet df $20,000. 
This battle took place at New Orleans under 
the auspices of the Olympic club on Sept. 7, 
1892, and saw the defeat of Sullivan in the 
twenty-first round. 

Fighting on the percentage plan nets larger 
financial returns to class A fighters, as the 
big fights in the east under the Horton law 
régime and the Nelson-Britt fight at Colma 
on Sept. 9 last attest. Goldfield, however, 
outstrips anything ever offered in the real 
money line for two men to battle for, and that 


-is going some for a town which still is tn its 


infancy.

When the weight conditions of the match 
were first announced those in close touch with 
the game had their doubts as to Gans’ ability 
to train down to the weight, 133 pounds, much 
less live up to the weighing conditions which 
Billy Nolan had embodied in the articles. The 
latest report from Gans’ training camp states 
that the colored boxer experienced no diffi- 
culty in training down to his present weight, 
133 pounds, and that he can jaant along at 
an easy gait and retain the weight until and 
during the hours he is required to step on the 
scales.

There has been no betting to speak of in 
this vicinity on the outeome of the contest, 
and whatever small amounts have been wag- 
ered show Gans a slight favorite. The back- 
ers, or those who favor Gans’ chances, pre- 
fer betting on the number of rounds the con- 
test will last, figuring that if he does not win 
with a knockout within twenty rounds 
the Dane, because of his ruggedness and his 
ability to stand punishment, will wear the 
colored man down and eventually win out. 
Viewing the possible result from an unbiased 
standpoint it is difficult to predict which will 
win, as the battle wil! bring together the cley- 
erest mitt artist and the toughest fighter in 
the business.

The match is so important and is causing 
so much interest all other fights and pro- 
posed fights appear commonplace. Probably 
the best item of pugilistic news which- has 
found its way to print within the last week 
is the talk of Jack O’ Brien and George Hack- 
enschmidt, the world's champion wrestler, 
coming together In a six round tilt at Phil- 
adelphia. O’Brien hiked it to England a 
short while ago, and it was reported he was 
en route to Australia where he had a fistic en- 


gagement on with Bill Squiers, the champion 


heavyweight of that country. The fight, so 
it has been reported, will be for a $10,000 
purse and $1,500 expense money for Jack 
to make the trip. The length of the contest 
has been set at twenty rounds at catch- 
weights, and the date has been set for Nov. 6.

SUCCESSFUL EVER HELD. 


Participation by Canadian Boat and 
Entry Into Local Fleet of C. A. A. 
and N. I. A. C. Representatives 
Factors in Series—Much of Cherry 


Circle’s Success Due to Its Hand-. 


ling—Fearnside Says He Will Come 
Again. 


Local yachtsmen are still discussing the 
recent series of races for the Lipton cup, and 
the consensus of opinion is the event was in 
many ways the greatest in the history of 
western yachting. 

The international tinge given the big fixture 
by the competition of the Canadian chal- 
lenger, Raven, placed the classic event of the 
great lakes on a rar with the Canada cup 
races. Then the first appearance in the 
yachting game of the two big local athletic 
elubs was an interesting factor, and to the 
Chicago Athletic association fell the honor 
of takiny the cup. The defeat ef the N. 1. 
A. C. in tts initial attempt ts expected to 
spur the organization to greater efforts in 
the coming races for the trophy. 

Of the nine boats which competed six were 
from the 1906 designing boards of some of the 
country’s greatest yacht builders. The 
Crane-Barney creation of Commodore Fred 
A. Price and others proved itself one of the 
best light weather boats ever turned out, 
but, with all due credit to the craft itself, it 
is admitted the yacht might not have done 
go well with different handling. Too much 
credit cannot be given Skipper George Peare 
and his crew for sailing one of the cleverest 
set of races evér witnessed off Chicago har- 
bor. The work aboard the cup winner was 
of the highest order and compared favorably 
with that which was responsible for the 


two victories of Ste. Claire of Detroit.

The quintet on Cherry Circle, in on to. 
Scent ane composed of Dr. A. N. Dickinson, 
Bert Levis, Harold Manning, and A. A. 
Grimes. All had been through a course of 
systematic training since early in the spring, 
and after the new boat arrived in the city 
there was hardly a day whemthe crew did not 
sail over the Lipton courses. Every man had 
his position thoroughly learned by the time 
the first race was sailed, It is the third time 
Peare hae won the Lipton cup, his La Rita 
having annexed it in 1902 and 1908.

A sixth and a third were the 
lot of the Columbia craft on the first two days 
when zephyrs prevailed. 

“Pull” for Canadian. 


Many of the local men “ pulled” for a vic- 
tory by Owner Fearrside and his Canadian 


entry for the good it would have done the 


races and the sport in general. Fearnside 
and his crew became popular through thieir 
sportsmanlike conduct during the series. 
lt Is the general opinion that the invader did 
remarkably well under the handicap of un- 
fomillarity with local conditions, With an 
even break in luck and@ with a wind suited 
to the boat's design it is thought the trophy 
wcould have been carried across the northern 
border. The Canadians proved expert sall- 
ors and showed the local men several tricks, 
One of the most effective of these was noticed 
on the two light weather days, when but 
one man occupied the deck, the rest lying 
below along the lee side and making their 
appearance only when Skipper Fearnside 
called them. Mr. Fearnside deciared he 
would enter a boat each year until he suc- 
ceeded in lifting the trophy. He has for 
several years competed for the Canada 
cup, but regards the thirty foot game too 
expensive. 

Of the other visiting boats, Milwaukee and 
Toledo made poor showings. Thelatter may 
have been in bad shape because of its long 
trip. Naturally not mucn was expected of 
either Quien Sabe or Yo San, both old boats 
end entirely outclassed. The greatest dis- 
eppointment, however, was the Thompson- 
Dupee centerboarder, New Illinois, which 
landed in the “ pickle boat” division. On 
tut one leg of the fourteen sailed in the 
series did New Illinois show in front and 
that wae in the run to the first buoy in the 
second race. The crew work seemed all 
right, Skipper William Hale Thompson get- 
ting everything he could out of a boat which 
was in some way structurally wrong. 

The series, as a whole, was by far the most 
succes&ful and the best managed of any so 
far, and much of the credit belongs to the 
1906 Lipton committee, especially Chairman 
W. H. Quinlan and E. T. Balcom. It is also 
pointed out that the work of the judges, Dr. 
Wadsworth Warren of Detroit, Robert E. 
Fower of Cleveland, and Capt. L. M. Mann of 
Oshkosh, wag the best ever seen in a Lipton 
series. 

Yachting Events to Come, 

With the Lipton races out of the way, in- 
terest of Chicago yachtsmen centers in the 
Walker cup races .at Detroit on Sept. 3, 4, 
and 5 and the triangular cruising race of the 
Chicago Yacht club, which starts on Sat- 
urday. Three twenty-one foot yachts from 
here, were shipped yesterday to Detroit, 
where they will compete in an event held to 
be second only to the Lipton races. They are 
Cherry Circle of the C. A. A. and Billposter 
and Quien Sabe of the Columbia Yacht club. 
Cherry Circle and Billposter are conceded 
an excellent chance, and many Chicago 
yachting enthusiasts will make the trip to 
Detroit. 

The event of the Chicago Yacht club is 
expected to prove of more than ordinary in- 
terest on account of its unique nature. The 
crulse will be divided into three separate 
races and will cover three days. On Saturday 
the fleet will race to St. Joe, and on Sunday 
will race from that port to Michigan City. 
On Monday the final leg is to be sailed back 
to Chicago. A valuable prize list has been. 
provided, and the entries include the best 
of the large boats in the harbor. 
it Is said, will be the contest between Vice 
Commodore Cameron’s Vanenna of the Chi- 
cago Yacht club and Rear Commodore 
George Tramel’s Vencedor of the Chicago 
Athletic association.

GERMAN PRISONERS PARDONED. 


All Persons Convicted of Lese Majesty 
Freed in Honor of Royal Heir’s 
Christening. 

BERLIN, Aug. o5.—The official Reichs- 
anzeiger today published an imperial decree 
pardoning all persons convicted of lege 
majesty toward the emperor or any member 
of the royal family, in commemoration of the 
forthcoming baptism of his majesty’s grand- 
som, who was born July 4 and will be bap- 
tized Aug. 29. 

There are innumerable instances of prose- 
cutions and punishments for trifling cases of 
lese majesty, but the following incident 
shows the German police equally careful to 
prevent any possibility of the dread offense 
being committed. 

The kaiser was driving through Berlin re- 
cently and threw away 4 cigaret. A loyal 
clerk picked it up, intending to treasure it 
as a memento.

AGENT OF FRENCH MAKERS AS- 
SERTS THEY ARE INFERIOR. 


Declares in Interview in Paris That 
Foreign Made Machines Will Keep 
Their Poepularity in America for 
Some Years to Come Because of Su- 
periority of Their Manufacture— 
Points Out That Teo ldttle Hand 
Work Is Employed in America.

PARIS, Aug. 25.—Manager Neubauer of 

the Palais de l’Automobile in New York is 
in Paris. His views on the American mar- 
ket for foreign machines as expressed to a 
correspondent are worthy of attention. 

“Tt is my decided conviction,” he said, 
“that each year the demand for European 
made autos in America is growing. This 
year has been a better selling year than 
last and next year is bound to be better than 
this in spite of—or in consequence of—the 
fact that’each year the output of American 
machines continues to increase. 

‘*] say ‘in consequence of’ because it is 
amply demonstrated that when a man starts 
automobiling by the purchase of an Amer- 
ican made car, invariably in his second sea- 
son, if he can afford to do so, he purchases 
a high grade European car. 


First Auto Only a “Teaser.” 

“ His first purchase has whetted his appe- 
tite, but not satished him. It has shown 
him what automobiling might be if he had 
only a little more reliable or juxurious 
vehicle. 

“So long as American makers. pursue 
present methods I fail to see how they can 
compete with European makers in reliabil- 
ity and luxuriousness. I see no reason why 
American makers should not construct just 
as good a car as any made on the continent 
if they would only recognize the fact that 
an automobile cannot be turned out entirely 
by toole and that hand work counts tremen- 
dously. 

“Tf there is any reason why they could 
not do so it is one of finance. To build a 
high grade automobile in America on the 
same lines as high grade automobiles are 
built in France, for instance, would be so 
expensive that it would be impossible to sell 
such productions in competition with conti- 
nental productions. 


Handicapped Despite Duty. 

“ Despite a 45 per cent duty in his favor 
the American maker is handicapped by the 
high standard of wages and is further handi- 
capped by a prevailing idea that hand work 
ie not essential in automobile construction. 
Take, for instance, the case of coach work. 
For automobiles an exceedingly high class 
of work, indeed, may be purchased in New 
York and other American cities—perhaps as 
good as anything to be found on this side— 
yet it is cheaper for the dealer in America 
to buy his coach work in France and pay 45 
per cent duty and freight. Moreover, & 
French body will sell a car better than Amer- 
ican coach work. 

“Thus I believe that for some time to 
come the demand for continental autos will 
continue to increase on the other side.”

FULL OF DELIGHT 


Swedish Railroads, Though 
Not Speedy, Are Among 
Best Abroad. 


LAPPS NEAR STARVATION. 


Separation of Norway Causes Un- 
told Misery to Dwellers of 
the North.

STOCKHOLM, Aug. 6—When I left Ber- 
lin on the 4th of July I did not expect to 
come near the ruler of Germany on his 
northern trip. On the contrary, I was much 
pleased to have the opportunity to get away 
for a few weeks from his majesty’s realm. 

A two hours’ railroad journey brought 
me to Stettin, and from there a steamer 
carrie? me to Sassnitzg, on the picturesque 
irland of Ruegen. 

After two days another boat conveyed 
me to the Scandinavian countries. The 
steamer was crowded with tourists, mostly 
Germans. Prof. Teufeisdroegh, halling from 
Danzig, who sat opposite me, delivered a 
wise and learned dissertation on Swedish 
punch and the proper way how to eat 
“ smoergasbrod.”’ The professor, to show 
his practical interest in the first subject, 
ordered a bottle of punch, from which he 
iook liberal drafts. 

Soon we reached Trelleborg, Sweden. 
After the customs house examination we 
boarded a train. The Swedish railroads, 
though not running fast, have delightfuliy 
smooth roadbeds. After a ride of a half 
un hour Malmd, the most Important city 
of the fertile province of Skaene, was 
reached. From Malméd I took a ferry to 
Copenhagen. While on the ferry I made my 
first acquintance with ‘ smoergasbrod.”’ 
‘*Smoergasbrod ’’ consists in eating before 
every meal anchovies, herrings,’ lobster, 
sausages, etc., and mixing the same freely 
with an insidious brandy called aquivit. 
Then, when your appetite is almost gone, 
you order a regular meat course, usually 
well seasoned with onions. 

In Copenhagen I was much impressed 
by a place of amusement, the Tivoli, where 
for 14 cents one can see an excellent variety 
performance, listen to a symphony concert 
by one of the best orchestras in Europe, or 
hear light opera. 

Stops Near Hamlet’s Grave. 
As the weather was warm, after a few 
days I was glad to visit Helsingoer, the 
Elsinore of Hamiet. I remained at Marien- 
lyst, a bathing resort, a stone's throw from 
Hamlet's grave. The reputed last resting 
place of the melancholy Dane is located in 
a neighboring forest. 
Near Helsingoer is an old fortified castle, 
Kronberg, which is now used as a garrison. 
I was much interested to see the Danish offi- 
cers in their natty uniforms leave the castle 
on bicycles. There were also in the court- 
yard hundreds of wheels, in the place where 
centuries ago were stored the armors of the 
sir knights. 

The country around Helsingoer is one of 
great beauty. I visited Fredricksborg, one 
of the grandest castles of early Danish re- 
naissance, which is entirely surrounded by 
water. 

Three days later I was once more in Copen- 
hagen. After visiting the famous Thorwald- 
sen museum, I took the ferry to Malmé6, and 
from there a train to Stockholm, which I 
reached after a ride of thirteen hours. As 
was said by Max Nordau, God took one day 
a piece of the Neapolitan strand, a few of the 
Hyeric islands, some mountain peaks of the 
Ural, a part of a Canadian forest, a quarter 
of Paris, mixed the whole thoroughly, and 
without any order poured it down on the 
shores of the Baltic and made a city which is 
now called Stockholm. 

Skansen, like the Tivol! in Copenhagen, is 
a place both for amusement and instruction.

Situated on a hill is a Swedish ethnological 
exhibition, connected with a zodlogical mu- 


seum, where one finds a Leplander’s camp 
and peasant houses many centuries old from 
the various provinces of Sweden, with in- 
mates in national dress. 


In Ridderholm’s church, the Westminster 
abbey of Sweden, are buried Gustavus Adol- | 


phus, ‘Charles the Twelfth, and Bernadotte, 
founder of the present royal house, and I 
thought of the trials through which recently 
the descendant of Bernadotte had to pass 
when the Norwegians chose to separate from 
Sweden. This saddened the last days of 
King Oscar, for many loyal Swedes charge 
that the king was entirely too lenjent In al- 
lowing thé Norwegians to leave the union 
without a contest. 

The Scandinavian people has the orderly 
government of which the Germans are proud, 
without any of the galling police regulations 
and other forms of bureaucracy. One is also 
struck by the extreme politeness of the 
Swedes and their excellent behavior in public. 

The most interesting part of my journey 
was a trip to the north cape by the Lapland 
express, which is considered the best special! 
train In Europe. The express has become 
sucha favorite of tourists that the Swedish 
government has decided to run trains daily 
instead of twice a week, and has reduced the 
price of transportation. 


At first the scenery Is uninteresting. It 


becomes more picturesque when one reaches 
Boden, after one has crossed the bridge over 
the river Angermann. For miles and miles 
nothing is seen but vast forests and barren 
mountains. Much has been said of settling 
this sparsely settled country, but how it could 
ever produce a livelihood is hard to under- 
stand. Soon we reached Gellivare, in the 
province of Norbotten,. Sixty miles north- 
ward is Kiruna, the youngest mining town 
in the world, where begins tne grandest part 
of the journey, along the shores of the beau- 
tiful Lake Torentrask and through long tun- 
nels with snow galleries. Finally we arrived 
at Rickgraenzen, the Hmit of Sweden. Short- 
ly Narwick, in Norway, the most northern 
railroad town in the world, came to view. 
Narwick, as is Kiruna, is just like a typical 
western mining town. From it by boat rich 
Swedish iron is transported to Germany and 
Holland. 


Milwaukee Shovel in Northland. 


I saw a train loaded*by a large steam 
shovel which had@ been made in South Mil- 
waukee, Wis. 

Usually travelers go up to the North cape 
on excellent boats by way of Trondhjem, but 
my fellow passengers and myself were not 
so fortunate. The steamer Hadsel, weighing 
only 150 tons, on which we made the four 
days’ journey, was crowded with passengers. 
When we got to Hammerfest, the most north- 
ern city in the world, the boat rocked fear- 
fully. Matters became even worse when we 
reached the North cape. Never before have 
I been so seasick, and even some of my fellow 
passengers who had crossed the ocean more 
than fifty times were in a similar condition. 
It was only with the greatest effort that I 
could raise myself to see through a small win- 
dow the midnight sun, 

Most delightful was the trip past the 
Lofoten islands, through the Raftsund, and 
the Lygenfjord. Near Hammerfest we saw 
a bird cliff, hjemsd stauren: When the 
whistle of the ship blew thousands and thou- 
sands of seabirds flew up screaming wildly. 

Near the Lygenfjord at Harstad we saw 
a typical Lapp camp, with many reindeer. 
We were surrounded by a large crowd of 
men, women, and children, who offered for 
sale reindeer antlers, knives, hides, shoes, 
dolls, etc. 


Wear Reindeer Clothes. 


Some of the older persons had on clothes 
made of reindeer skins, but the younger folk 
wore garments of cheap cotton. 

The Lapps showed the effeet of their hard 
life. Even the young girls look like old wom- 
en. The reindeers looked lean. 

The condition of the Lapps, owing to the 
Swedish-Norwegian separation, is lamenta- 
ble. Many are starving. Formerly the herds 
of the Lapps could graze in the mountains 
of each country, but this privilege is now 
much restricted. 

When our steamer again left the harbor a 
delegation of Lapps of all ages came outina 
flatboat and bade us farewell. 

It was then about 11 o’clock in the evening. 
I remained on deck until early in the morn- 
ing. When we entered the harbor of Svolver, 
a little-fishing town on the Lofoten island, 
we saw hundreds of men unloading boats 
in Mght as bright as day. The next day I 
arrived in Narwick, and from there I 're- 
turned to Stockholm. From the Venice of 
the north I journeyed through the Goete 
canal to Gotenburg, the largest commercial 
town of Sweden, EDWARD T. HEYN.

‘TARIFF REFORMS 


Report on New Schedule Prob- 
ably Will Be Given to Par- 
liament Soon. 


GRADED SCALE PLANNED. 


Tax to Be in Ratio with That of 
Country from Which the 
Goods Are Sent. 


Ottawa, Ont., Aug. 23.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.)]—The work of preparing the re- 
port of the tariff commission will be taxen up 
next week in serious earnest by the members 
of the commission. The information secured 
during the sittings at the principal business 
centers of the dominion prior to the last ses- 
sion of parliament has been arranged com- 
pletely and indexed by the secretary of the 
commission, Mr, John Bain, assistant com- 
missioner of the customs, who has the whole 
business at his fingers’ ends. 

Those in near touch with minis:era now pro- 
fess to be confident the revision will consist 
largely of rearrangements of the existing 
tariff? rafes, dividing them tnto the three 
classes already several times :uoounced with- 
out any material change in .be figures for tho 
present, the principal objet being to ad- 
just a low tariff for countries having low 
tariffs applying to Canadian products, a high 
tariff for countries that have put up the 
barriers against Canada, and a preference 
tariff, with a difference, for (Gireat Britain 
and those states of the British empire ibat 
reciprocate. 


Departments Preparing Estimates. 

The belief that the revision is to be put into 
shape for adoption at an autumn session of 
the dominion parliament is strengthened by 
the fact that all the departments of state 
are going ahead with the preparation of their 
respective estimates for 1907-8, Which they 
would hardly have done if it had not been 
definitely settled that ministers will meet 
parliament in’ November as promised last 
session. 

The difference between the existing tariff 
for the products of Great Britain and the 
states of the empire that reciprocate and the 
new preferential classification contemplated 
by ministers is the substitution of a separate 
rating on each individual product or group 
of products for the present one-third reduc- 
tion on everything that comes under the pref- 
erence. 

The new system will leave room for such 
changes as may be considered advisable in 
regard to products coming into direct com- 
petitiom with those of Canadian industries 
already well established. 


Foreign Barriers to Remain High. 

The maximum and minimum tariffs will 
provide a machinery for regulating the bar- 
riers against foreign products in proportion 
to the foreign rates on Canadian products. 
As the requirements of Canadian expendi- 
tures forbid any rearrangement of the tariff 
calculated to les#en the customs revenue for 
the immediate future itwill be useless to look 
for material reductions on any of the prin- 
cipal articles of import from the United 
States, Germany, and other countries which 
maintain high tariffs on the products chiefly 
exported from Canada. 

The reciprocity situation from the Cana- 
diam standpoint is that the other countries 
have only to make an offer and they will 
find Canada ready to talk business.

Interest in the great Electric Railroad that 
will cut down the running time between 
Chicago and New York to 10 hours, 1nd 
carry passengers at a $10.00 fare, continues 
unabated.

It is not in any spirit of reverence, but 
merely asa source of revenue that the lower 
jaw of ng Louls XI. is preserved in the 
church at Clery, a place on the left bank of 
the river Loire, some ten miles west of Or- 
leans. That remarkable monarch, whom Sir 
Walter Scott so graphically portrays in his 
novel, “ Quentin Durward,” caused the 
church to be built as a resting place for his 
remains, and he was duly interred there. 
His tomb was, however, broken open at 
the time of the revolution, in 1798, and his 
leaden coffin and that of his queen were 
melted down into bullets, the bones being 
thrown ignominously into a corner of the 
vault. 

No special care of them was taken until a 
few years ago, when the lower jaw of the 
king, constituting well nigh all that was left, 
was placed in a glass case, from which, how- 
ever, it is extracted several times a week, to 
be shown to visitors, who are permitted to 
handle it, in return for fees that constitute 
a source of income to the church. It has 
one molar still imbedded in the socket, and 
the verger never fails to make his little 
joke, to the effect that it was probably “la 
dent qu'il a gardé contre le Duc de Bour- 
gogne,” who ‘was his particular foe. 


Napoleon’s Heart Lost. 


No one knows what has become of the 
heart of Napoleon I. It was put aside at 
the postmortem examination of his body 
at St. Helena, and could not afterward be 
found. It is suggested that the rats, which 
abounded at Longwood, may have devoured 
it while the physicians were otherwise en- 
gaged. But it is more probable that it was 
quietly appropriated by one of those taking 
part in the autopsy, with the object of pre- 
serving it as a curiosity. Who knows but 
what it may have found its way into some 
private collection in the United States? 

The revolutionary mob did ite work more 
thoroughly at the abbey of Fontevrault, near 
Sanmur, in the valley of the Loire, where 
several of the Plantagenet kings and queens 
of England, including Henry IIL. and Queen 
Eleanor, the Crusader, King Richard Cceur- 
de-Lion; the consort of King John, and 
others were entombed. For every vestige 
of the remains was scattered to the four 
winds by the peasantry, and nothing was 
left but the stone tombs. The church, or 
rather abbey, dating from the first crusade, 
waa not only sacked but likewise wrecked 
by the rioters, and all that is left of the ruins 
is used as a prison. It has been felt that 
under the circumstances the sarcophagi 
would have better care in England, and, 2l- 
though they are empty, it has been proposed 
that they should be transferred to West- 
minster abbey. But it is doubtful whether 
the project will ever be put into execution, 
since there is a reluctance on the part: of 


“the people in France to part with the relics, 


and an equal disinclination among many peo- 
ple in England to disturb them. 


Charlemagne Story a Myth. % 


With regard to thBouscry which has béen 
raised in Germany concerning the recent ex- 
amination of the superb textile fabrics and 
embroideries dating from the tenth century 
contained in the shrine of Charlemagne .at 
Aix-la-Chapelle, the indignation seems to be 
misplaced. For there is considerable doubt 
as to the authenticity of the few bones con- 


tained in the shrine, the only portion of the 


remains about which no possible doubt exists 
being the skull and a shin bone, which on 
that account have been preserved ever since 
the twelfth century in the sacristy along 
with other pious relics, and are exhibited to 
the faithful witht much solemn ceremony 
once every seven years. Thatis to say, the 
only absolutely authentic remaine of Charle- 
magne have never been contained in the 
shrine from which the Byzantine textiles 
were removed the other day for photographic 
reproduction. 

Incidentally it may be mentioned that the 
dramatic story of the opening of the tomb 
of Charlemagne in 1000 A. D. by Emperor 
Otho IIL. and of his finding the monarch seat- 
ed on a marble throne, crowned with a dia- 
dem and girt with a sword of:state, with 
flesh uncorrupted, except the tip of his nose, 
is mere fiction, dating, it is true, from the 
eleventh century. Indeed, positive facts 
show that all the pictures of the giant corpse, 
clad in white, glimmering in the darkness, as 
the trembling intruders hold their torches 
aloft, belon@ to the land of myth. History 
furnished by eyewitnesses proves. that 
Charlemagne was buried on the day he died, 
without being embalmed, and that his body 
was not seated on a throne but laidina grave 
before the altar, where Emperor Frederick 
Barbarossa found a few moldering bones in 
1165, the skul, however, being in good con- 
dition. Neither the crown nor the sword 
nor the orb was there. Indeed, it is doubtful 
whether they ever were buried with the 
corpse. Byverything indicates that they were 
stored in the treasury of the Church of the 
Virgin. The Danes sacked Aix-la-Chapelle 
in 880, and it is recorded that the priests of 
the Church of the Virgin succeeded in carry- 
ing off their sacred treasures to Stable. 
These treasures included the regalia which is 
now preserved in the imperial treasury at 
Vienna. It may be added that investigation 
has shown that the alcove in the chancel and 
vault in which Charlemagne was said to have

LONDON, Aug. 16.—It is nothing new to 
Mrs. Cavendish Bentinck (Miss Livingsion 
of New York before her marriage) to en- 
tertain the king; she has done !t repeatedly 
at her house in Richmond terrace. When, 
however, his majesty goes to Highcliff castle 
on his return from Marienbad, it will be the 
firet time that he has spent a night under the 
Cavendish-Bentinck roof. Although they 
are only renting the place, they are spending 
a tremendous amount of money in prepara- 
tion for the royal visit. 

Mrs. Cavendish-Bentinck’s ambition is to 
outdo every other hostess, Amercian or other- 
wise, who has entertained King Edward. In 
place of the unpretentious motor car in which 
the king usually proceeds from a railway sta- 
tion to the house of his host, Mrs. Cavendish- 
Bentinck has arranged that he is to drive to 
Highcliff castle in semi-state with four dasn- 
ing steeds and outriders. She has succeedéd 
in getting the chef of the Carlton at an enor- 
mous cost to compose the dinner on the night 
of his majesty’s arrival. A new bathroom 
is being added to the suite of rooms his majes- 
ty will occupy, the one previously in use being 
like other parts of the castle, distinctly anti- 
quated. The king has a few weaknesses in 
luxuries, and one is a fancy for an elaborated 
bathroom. 

Although of late the king has shown that 
he prefers bridge after dinner to music, Mrs. 
Cavendish-Bentinck intends having some 
music, and there is mention of Mme. Ella 
Russell being included in the artistes. If his 
majesty caree to take his first experience 
in ballooning he will have an opportunity of 
doing so at Highcliff, as ballooning will be 
one of the pastimes afforded. 


American Heiress in Favor. 

An American heiress from New York, Miss 
Badcock, is attracting considerable attention 
over here. She is a good looking and ex- 
ceedingly emancipated young woman and 
apparently has no thought of seeking a titled 
husband. Her array of motor cars (two 
of which she brought with her from New 
York), her excellent driving—for she is her 
own chauffeur and can take any motor car 
to pleces—her independence and her daring 
have all qualified her for notoriety, whether 
she seeks it or not.

FINDS GEMS ON BEACH. 


Going to an African Coast Where 
They Hope to Find Jewels 
Plenty as Pebbles. 


[FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNE. } 

LONDON, Aug. 16.—Since the departure of 
the steamer Xema from~London the other 
Gay om a diamond seeking expedition some 
further panticulars have come to light which 
lend additional interest to what is undoubted- 
ly oné of the most romantic quests of mod- 
ern times. While the precise destination is 
still kept a profound secret, it is known it is 
somewhere on the African coast—or on an 
island off the coast—that it is expected the 
costly gems will be found. 

The origin of the venture is soon told Not 
long ago a ship wae wrecked in a position 
which is admitted to be east ward of the dark 
continent. From this wreck one seafarer 
eacaped with his life. He was ultimatély 
brought back to civilization. He carried with 
him some dingy looking pebbles, which he 
said he had picked up on the beach where 
his ship had been wrecked, and had preserved 
as souvenirs of his perilous adventure. These, 
it is said, were found on examination to be 
G@amonds and were estimated to be worth 
something like $8,000. 


Wildly Improbable Tale. 

Whatever they were and whatever their 
value, it is certain that the story the sailor 
told, wildly improbable as it may: seem, ofa 
beach where diamonds can be picked up like 
pebbies, and the evidence he. brought ‘for- 
ward to substantiate fH, made such an, im- 
pression on those who heard him that a syn- 


dicate was formed to finance an expedition 


to find the treasure spot. The sailor, mean- 
while, was sworn to secrecy, and spirited 
away somewhere where nobody could get 
at him «o pump him, 

The capital of the syndicate is $250,000, di- 
vided into twenty-five $10,000 shares. The 
amount was oversubscribed. The Xema, 
which was chartered for the expedition, is 
80 years old and of no great engine power. 
That alone furnishes a good reason why its 
precise destination should be kept secret 
even after its departure, for were it discov- 
ered there would be nothing to prevent a 
rival .expedition being dispatched in haste 
in a swift steamer, which might be off the 
diamond strewn beach before the ancient 
Xema haddoubled the cape of Good Hope. 


Will Have Good Time Anyway. 


But though a slow old craft, the steamer 
has been fitted out most luxuriously for the 
voyage, so that whether they succeed or fail 
in their search the diamond seekers are as- 
sured of a good time. The fact, however, 
that the ship carried explosives, mining ap- 
paratus, and several miners would seem to 
indicate that they are not sure they will find 
it such easy work obtaining the diamonds as 
would be inferred from the sailor’s yarn.

POSTAL SAVINGS BANKS. 
It is said that existing savings banks | 
are hostile to the postal savings bank sys- 
tem because they believe it would be 1 
formidable rival. It is said also that the 
influence of the banks has been success: 
fully exerted to prevent action by con- 
gress. The Jast statement hardly, needs 
contradiction. The banks have singularly 
little influence with congress. It has not 
legislated on the subject of postal savings 


banks merely because there hae been no 


general popular demand for them. The 
people, as a whole, have been reasonably 
satisfied with the existing system. 

It is a question whether the great sav- 
ings banks would exert themselves to 
hinder the establishment of a government 
savings bank system.. They would have 
no occasion to fear its rivalry unless, in- 


rate of interest as they do. Then the ab- 
solute security which depositors with the 
government would enjoy would affect se- 
riously the business of the competing 
banks. But no one has exer suggested 
that the postal savings bank shall pay as 
high a rate as private banks. 

Probably the bankers will be willing to 
admit thatthere is room in this country 
for both systems, and that the establish- 
ment of postal savings banks would be a 
direct benefit in many ways. It should 
create a new class of depositors made up 
of people who hoard their gavings be- 
cause they have no confidence in banks 
or who live in regions where savings 
banks are scarce but where there is no 
lack of postoffices. Much money now 
withdrawn from circulation would be re- 
stored to circulation. 

The men of the Stensland type who 
start savings banks in order to rob the 
public are against the postal savings bank 
system. They see that it might appeal to 
those who make up the bulk of their de- 
positors, immigrants from countries where 
that system is the only one known. Their 
opposition would be a trivial matter if 
any considerable proportion of the 7,700,- 
000 depositors in the existing savings 
banks were to say to congress that they 
were not satisfied with present conditions. 
They appear to be contented, with the ex- 
ception of the few who have put their 
mohey in some broken bank. The agita- 
tion for postal savings banks did not orig- 
inate with depositors in solvent savings 
banks. 

The question of the creation of a postal 
savings bank system is deserving of seri- 
ous consideration. The first point to be 
settled will be, how shal the depositors’ 
money be invested? It has been sug- 
gested that it be put into government 
bonds. But the bonds serve as a basis 
for currency; and there might not be 
enough of them to meet two demands. It 
has been suggested that the deposits be 
loaned to the banks, they to pay about 2 
per cent interest for them. But if the 
‘hanks were required to give special secur- 
ity for deposits and also pay interest on 
them they might refuse to accept them. 
When the method .of investment shall 


|} have been generally agreed on, and when 


there is evidence of a popular demand, 
congress will be quite ‘ready.to establish 
a postal savings bank system. 


ENGLISH OPERA. 

There is a movement now in progress 
in England to omganize a “ National Eng- 
lish Opera union,” consisting of 10,000 
persons, who will “individually and col- 
lectively promote,the love of Dnglish opera 
by facilitating its production and insisting 
on its merita”’ 
sympathetic interest in this country, par- 
ticularly ae the “union” is not a private 
‘enterprise or commercial] in its purpose. 
‘It proposes merely to arouse an interest 
in English opera and encourage its per- 
‘formance. 

There have been efforts in the past in 
this country looking towards this end, but 
they have been made by managers or con- 
ductors, not by the people. The golden 
days of English opera in the ‘United 
States were in the fifties, when the Pyne- 
Harrison troupe came over from England 
and made a successful tour. It was fol- 
lowed by the Richings-Bernard and Car! 
Rosa organizations, whose delightful per- 
formanees drew, great audiences year 


and Mme. Parepa died English opera 
languished. Theodore Thomas tried to re- 
vive it with his ill fated American opera 
troupe, and it was the dream even of 
Wegnerian Anton Seldl to inaugurate it 
on a grand ecale, but death interfered 
with his plans. The details of the scheme 
operated by Mr. Savage during the last 
few years are too well kyown to need 
dwelling upon, but now come rumors that 
he is about to retire from the field. 

We shall never be at @ loss for foreign 
operas performed by foreign troupes, and 
as long as we depend upon these for our 
operatic enjoyment we shall be likely to 
have the same operas done over and over 
by the same artists. These operas are 
always enjoyable, and it is always a 
pleasure to hear them. Indeed, this 
country is largely 4 debtor to France, 
Germany, and Italy for operas as well as 
for all other kinds of music, and for an 
almost endless array of artists who visit 
us—even if their visits are largely’ com- 
mereial}—and of musicians from abroad 
who have become American citizens and 
are performing incalculable service for 
musical education and enjoyment.

SWIMMING. 

It ie a maxim of some sea captains that 
it is better for sailors trot to know how 
to swim. They will take fewer chances 
if they know that they will be helpless in 
the water. The authorities of Amherst 
college have @ different belief as to the 
desirability of knowing how to swim 
They have made swimming one of the 
compulsory studies at Amherst. This col- 
lege was the first to establish compulsory 
gymnasium work, and all other colleges 
in this country now require that. Will 
swimuring also become the rule in the 
colleges? 

The theory that men will avoid danger 
of drowning if they Yo not know how to 
swim does not seem to be supported by 
the facts. Only a small proportion of the 
309 deaths from drowning this summer 
up to last Sunday were due ta foolhardiness 
of swimmers. Wladers and bathers get- 
ting beyond their depth, people who 
rocked the boat or were caught in storms, 
fishermen who fell in, all tagether make 
ap a long roll of persons who might have 
saved their lives by a knowledge bf swim- 
ming. 

The advantages of swfmming as an ex- 
ercise are well known. The sport in mod- 
eration is one of the best of all methods 
of securing a symmetrical development of 
the whole body with the loss of superfin- 
ous adipose tissue. The attraction of the 
water ig so strongly felt by most people 
that it is one of the arguments advanced 
by certain scientists for the belief that 
the original home of all fotms of life, in- 
cluding the human race, ywas in the sea. 
When a man js reveling in the sensation 
of being rocked by the waves he is satis- 
fying an instinct inherited from ancestors 
who a few millfon years. ago lived in 
warm, shallow seas. However, it is not 
necessary to go back so far as that. 
There are feasons enough for liking the 
water in summer time without seeking an 
explanation in atavistie tendencies. 

The unhappy lads who were drowned 
on the first boat ride they took as mem- 
bers of the naval-reserve will not have 
died in vain if their fate convinces the 
officers of that organization that the first 
duty of a man who is to live on the water 
is to be able to Ive in the water. A 
clean, healthy lot of students, expert in 
aquatic sports, will be an excellent band 
of missionaries for the propaganda of 
swimming as a part ‘of every one’s edu- 
cation. Their minds ought to be fresher 
and brighter, too, for the daily dip. The 
public baths afford opportunities for those 
whose days are full of work. Sailors, stu- 
dents, workmen, may all find a common 
bond in delight in the cool ewimming pool. 


WAXING DEPOSITS. 


The revenue law requires al) owners of 
personal property to scheduleit. They are 
bid to list, along with their hougehold goods, 
watches, and melodeons, all moneys they 
have in bank—a commercial or a savings 
-bank.. Disregard of that provision of the 
law is a custom of long standing. Only a 
small portion of the hundreds of millions on 
| deposit in the Chicago banks can be found in 
the personal property echedules filed with 
the assessors. 

The board of review was asked by the 
city’s lawyers to go after those millions and 
by listing them to add about $7,000,000 to 
the revenues of the city and county. It was 
told that it would be an easy matter to get 
from the banks the names of the depositors 
on May 1 and the sums to their credit. But 
the board did not see its way clear to do 
this. The depositors ought to feel thank- 
ful. 

The wage earners of Chicago have about 
$150,000,000 in the city savings banks. If 
the advice of the lawyers who appeared on 
behalf of the municipality had been taken 
the wage earners would have-been required 
to pay taxes on their savings. The banks 
pay them 83 per cent interest, The city, 
county, state, and other taxes would have 
taken a little more than one-third of the 3 
per cent their money earned for them. 
Where is the man who will dare to stand 
up before the depositors gnd defend a law 
whose injustice is so palpable? 

The depositors in commercial! banks can- 
not see why they should be taxed on money 
which is earning them nothing. If es

CHANGE THE SPELLING BOOKS. 

Spelling reform has gained a conspicn- 
ous friend. President Roosevelt has pro- 
nounced in favon of it. He has given or 
ders to the public printer that hereafter 
in all] White house documents the recom- 
mendations of the spelling reform com- 
mittee shall be followed. The president's 
messages are long, and the output af 
other White house literature is large. 
The government priating office will turn 
out innumerable sheets in which 
“though” and “through” will appear 
docked of their fair dimensions. 

There are many words op which the 
reformers have laid their marring, or 
mending, hands which the president will 
pot be likely to use im addressing con- 
gress. Presidents do not use in their’ 
state papers such words as “ gazel,”” “ hic- 
cup,” and “ winkt.” So, even if the news- 
papers shall print the president’s messages 
just as they come from the public printer, 
and the people shall read them with un- 
usual care, they will observe only a few 
of the innovations of the spelling reform 
committee. 

Most newspapers may refuse to follow 
copy in printing the president’s next mes- 
sage. Heads -of executive departments 
may feel that courtesy requires them to 
follow hig lead, though they may repnu- 
diate in private @ reform which they 
adopt in public. It is better for a sub- 
ordinate to show a conforming disposition 
in all things. Printers and proof readers 
usually are conservatives. They dislike 
to unlearn what they have learned with 
much trouble. They have more respect 

r “the styk-of the office” than for the 
mandate of a president. They have great 
respect for President Roosévelt as states 
man, soldier, and sportsman, but when it 
comes to spelling they think they know 
more than he does, 

The spelling reformers cannot make 
much headway by converting a president, 
congtess, or a Supreme court. Each of 
them has much power in his or its way, 
but none of them has jurisdiction over 
spelling in this free land. Perhaps the 
next democratic state convention = will 
sternly denounce President Roosevelt for 
attempting to tell the people how they 
shall spell. Mr. Bryan may have some- 
thing to say on the subject. 

For certain purposes thé hand that 
writes the American spelling book is more 
powerful] than the band that signs a rail- 
road rate bill. Changes made in the spell- 
ing beok will stamp a new spelling upon 
the rising generation, and that which now 
looks odd to the great majority will be in 
univensal use thirty years hence. The re-. 
formers should inveigle the spelling book 
men into their camp. 
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THE “EXPENSE OF FUNERALS. 

Several recent news items have called at- 
tention to the protests occasionally made 
against the customs attaching to funerals 
which make the exit from life a burden- 
some thing for all concerned. There was 
the account of the working of a plan of an 
elevated railroad to put on a funeral train, 
with the statement that the liverymen had 
raised the price of carriages and hearse for 
such a funeral so as to prevent any saving 
to the family which might wish to avoid 
the long side by carriage to the distant 
cemetery. There wae the report of an ad- 
dress before a meeting of cemetery officials 
where the proposition was made that the 
cemeteries themselves go into the undertak- - 
ing business in order to reduce charges, 
which were said to be altogether too high. 
These two citafions are illustrgtions of the 
frequent attempts to secure reformation In 
what appears to be a useless waste of money, 

The probabilities are strong that no 
marked changes in funeral customs or 
funeral expenses will take place until -hu- 
man natug loses some of its distinctive 
characteristics. It has always been an ex- 
pehsive thing to die, unless, perchance, one 
goes by the route suggested in simple but 
expressive notices published almost daily 
over the signature of the officer in charge 
af the county hospital or poorhouse, A 
city funeral, with its expensive coffin, its 
showy hearse, its long line of carriages, and 
its wealth of flowers, represents a great out- 
lay, but, relatively considered, the cost of 
burial has always been high. There is a 
strong love of what is perhaps a survival of 
the desire for barbaric splendor manifested 
by almost every individual on occasion. To 
bury the dead with proper honor has been a 
weakness always. 

Long before the revolutionary war a 
popular minister of a Boston church died, 
and £868 was collected from his parishion- 
ers to bury him. The expenses amounted 
to £658, and the balance was given to his 
widow. The itemized account of the out- 
laye, still preserved in the church réords, 
shows large amounts paid for wine, rum, 
pipes, tobacco, shoes, clogs, hose, gloves, 
four beaver hats, many candles, many gold 
rings, many scarves, a necklace, black shoe 
buckles, handkerchiefs, and a light gray 
bob wie. 

When the first wife of Stephen Van Rens- 
selaer, the patroon, died, she was buried at 
the cost of $20,000. All the tenants of the 
manor were invited to Albany and enter- 
tained for nearly a week at the expense of 
the patroon. Two thousaml scarves were 
distributed to the mourners. It was a com- 
mon custom for the guests to return from 
the grave to the desolated home, there to be 
given a big dinner, at which mnch wine was 
drunk and many presents distributed. Some 
ministers found the sale of gloves, scarves, 
and rings obtained at funerals a goodly 
source of added income. And it wag not at 
all yncommon for the marriage celebration 
of a man to be marked by the laying down 
of fine Madeira wine to be drunk at his. 
funeral by and by. It takes only a dittle bit 
of reading to discover that, if the under 
takers make money out of a modern 
funeral, they do. it as the legitimate suc 
cessors of a long line of predecessors, en- 
couraged by the expression of a deep seated 
tradition of the human race.

This pretension of Dr. Evans, which he 
was nbver tired of repeating as long as he 
lived, and which since his death has ac- 
quired fresh publicity im his recently pub- 
lished memoirs, is absolutely untrue. In 
fact, Dr. Evans must have placed consider- 
able reliance on the shortness of people’s 
memories in connection with the affair. For 
a reference to the files of the British Med- 
ical Journal, the leading organ of the med- 
ical profession in Engignd, of August and 
September, 1879, will show that they con- 
tain an extraaqrdinary controversy between 
certain dentists, the prinetpal authorities on 
embalming, and Dr. Evans, wherein it was 
definitely proved that it Is‘ absolutely im- 
possible to open the jaws of a well em- 
Siianed corpse, and that Dr. Evans could 
not therefore possibly have examined the 
gold fillings in the molars, as he claimed 
to have done, unlese he had smashed the 
jaw to pieces in order to do so, a profana- 
tion which would not Bbave been tolerated. 

Then, too, it wag Smown by this corre- 
spondence that for the last seven years 
of his life the prince imperial had had his 
teeth attended to, not by Dr. Evans but 
by Dr. Rottensteip of the Rue Royale in 
Patis, who visited him in London and in 
Switzerland for the purpose, and also by 
Dr. Oakley Coles of Upper Wimpole street 
in London, and by Dr. Jackson T. Bull of 
Brussels, both of them dentists of consid- 
erable repute, who had been recommended 
by Dr. Rottenstetn to the prince. There 
three dentists were able to’ show by their 
records the work that.they had done_-on 
the prince’s teeth, and that they and not 
Dr. Evans, had had the exclusive care of 
his teeth. 

Consequently, Dr. Evans’ — identi- 
fication of the remains was absolutely vai- 
uelesgs, and inasmuch as he wae the only 
person who at the opening of the coffin on 
its arrival in England professed to be able 
to recognize the corpse, jt practically comes 
to this, thet no actual identification occurred 
and thet there is nothing but circumstantial 
evidence to show that the remains interred 
with so much pomp and ceremony at Chisle- 
hurst and which now repose in a superb 
sarcophagus in the mausoleum attached to 
Empress Eugénie’s English home at Farn- 
borough, near Aldershot, are really those 
of the ill fated prince imperial of France. 

It is owing to this that a certain amount 
of color has been given to legends, accord- 
ing to which the prince imperial survived 
his alleged death and still is in the land 
of the living, destined to appear upon the 
scene once mere when the moment comes 
for a restoration of the empire in France. 
Of course, no sensible person attaches any 
value to these tales, which have been told 
of all sorts of well known people, such as, 
for instance, the Russian Gen. Skoboleff, 
Charles Stewart Parnell, and particularly 
Crown Prince Rudolph of Austria, who is 
alleged to be not only living in this country. 
but to have been recognized herq There is 
generally some slight peg upon which to 
hang a story. of this nature: That relating 
to the prince imperial of France fs founded 
on the failure of those who witnessed the 
opening of his coffin after its arrival in Eng- 
land to really establish the identity of his 
remains.

By the death of Mme. Conneau, which has 
just taken place, the widowed Empress Eu- 
génie loses one of her closest friends. Mme. 
Conneau was the widow of Napoleon [II.’s 
principal medical attendant, oldest friend, 
and fellow prisoner in the castle of Ham 
during the reign of King Louis Philippe. 
Dr. and Mme. Conneau’s son, a godchild 
of the emperor and empress, was brought 
up from earliest infancy with the prince 
imperial, by permission of Queen Victoria 
entered Woolwich Military academy with 
young Louls Napoleon, graduated with him 
from thence, and then passed through thé 
French miftary academy éf St. Cyr, into the 
French army, in which he now holds the 
rank of a colonel, being indeed the only 
French officer who is a graduate of Wool- 
wich. 

The late Mme. Conneau, his mother, was 
of ItalHan origin, was one of the most noted 
beauties of the court of the Tutleries dvfring 
the empire, and was famous for her superb 
contralto voice, frequently heard until about 
fifteen years ago at entertainments in be- 
half of charity. She was usually to be met 
at the house of old Princess Mathilde, but 
since the latter’s demise a few years ago 
has led a retired life, so much so that the 
announcement of her death the other day 
evoked general surprise, since people im- 
agined that she had-long since been resting 
in her tomb.

The first eighteen years of Metschnikoff’s career, after his under- 
graduate course, were devoted to zodlogical and embryological iny-sti- 
gations. 
is inflicted on a vertebrate animal the blood vessels become gorged in 
the neighborhood and the colorless corpuscles escape through the walls 
Their business in so doing, Metschnikoff 
showed, is to eat up the foreign matter, and also to eat up and re 
move the dead, wounded tissues. He therefore called these white or 
colorless corpuscles “ phagocytes,” the eater cells. 

At the same time he had shown that they eat up intrusive bacteria 
and other germs; and his work for the last twenty years has mainly 
consisted in demonstrating that they are the chief, and probably the 
only, agents at work in ridding the human body of an attack of dis- 
Case causing germs. 

The phagocytes in our bodies should be stimulated in their activi- 
ty in order euccessfully to fight the germs of infection. Alcohol, opium, 
and even quinine hinder the phagocytic action. Therefore they should

Frequently the truth is 
that the strong swimmer who pulled the drowning person from the 
water was more disconcerted at getting his clothing wet than he pos- 
sibly could have felt at danger in the water. Perhaps the most 
courageous of all the persons witnessing the accident and the rescue 
was that one man whose impulse almost overwhelmingly forced him 
into the water when hegknew that he coulda’t swim a dozen strokes!

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It was known that when a wound bringing in foreign matter —

Ross, formerly of the Indian army 
medical staff, to have discovered that the malaria parasite passes a 
part of its life-in the spot winged gnat, or mogguito (anopheles). 

‘This great discovery was followed by another as to the produc- 
tion of the deadly “ Nagana” horse and cattle disease in South Africa 
by a screwlike, minute animal parasite, the trypanosoma brucei. The 
tsetze fly, which was already known in some way to produce this dis- 
ease, was found by Col David Bruce to do so by conveying by its 
bite to the trypanosoma from big game animals to be domesticated 
horses and cattle of the colonists. 

The discovery of the parasite and its relation to the fly and the’ 
disease was as beautiful @ piece of scientific investigation as, biologists 
have ever seen. The trypanosomes have acquired a terrible notoriety 
within the last four years, since another species, also carried by a 
tsetze fly of another species, has been discovered by Castellani in cases 
of sleeping sickness in Uganda, and demonstrated by Col. Bruce to be 
the cause of that awful disease. Over 200,000 natives of Uganda have 
died from it within the last five years. It is incurable. A certain 
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federal administration have been the victories for equity, integrity, 
fair play, true conquests of the heart., A feeling is manifesting, now 
covertly, now in plain spoken word, that a man loses something greater 
than gold when gaining it in overlarge amounts, when seeking it as 
the first pursuit of his career.

The 
old fashioned ethic operated in impulse, gave its alms to the beggar on 
the street, wove beautiful novelettes afterward out of the picturesque 
rags and the snowy afternoon, and straightway sank into cozy oblivion 
of the pauper legions it did not personally happen to éncounter, for- 
getful of all others and all suffering. 

Modern kindness works on the stroke of the clock in huge systems 
of organized charities, with attempt at regularity and precision. And 
did the world ever before have so much doing of good works, so many 
benevolences to the poor, to the diseased, to the criminal, so many 
efforts for the maintenance an” -dication of the rights of every class? 
Was there ever so lofty a st d of living for all? Was there ever 
so high an ideal set for those in the public eye? These are ethics, all 
practical Christian graces, with little sentimeft and much grateful 
substance. 

And to them may be added as proof positive that we demand both 
the theory and the practice of virtue the incipient movement for the 
teaching of ethics in the public schools. There was war when school- 
room moralities involved questions of creed. But all are agreed on the 


Foreseeing that critics might object that this experiment really 
proved nothing, since the questions concerned matters of such minor 
importance that the students hardly could be expected to notice them, 
Prof. Claparéde arranged another experiment.

These experiments of Prof. Claperéde have been confirmed by 
independent investigators in France and Germany.

Or under conditions where a 
waiting multitude may be expectant of this courageous action and 
awaiting it, it may even be cowardice to refuse it. Some of the great- 
est cowards in the world have been forced into an effective show of 
courage and had the reward of that sham virtue. But that courage 
is rare which, for the sake of courage, assumes the role of interpreted 


cowardice. 
In business life perhaps the greatest show of moral cowardice por- 
sible is that which .refuses to take to itself justly the consequences of 
its own error or deliberate wrongdoing. This is a cowardice growing 
out of incompetence. In most cases where a serious error or wrong 
has been committed the person under pressure of cowardly recourse 
must have had opportunity bravely to have brought confidence to him- 
self over that of, his inferiors in position. When he ¢s in the position 
at last of taking the coward recourse of shifting blame, it is not go 
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Neither would it bé a bad thing, that of another law, requiring 
the applicants for marriage licenses to “show a clean bill of health.” 
There is much wisdom in the old conundrum: “Is life worth living? 
It depends on the liver.” Il) health is a most fruitful source of ill 
temper and the Spartan rule which forbade the sick to marry had at 
its root the good of the whole race. 

Since, however, such reforme as these are not near at hand, it 
behooves those who are wise to look out for themselves in the mean- 
time. The old doctrine which taught. young women that they must 
judge none by the outer man, since “ beauty is but skin deep,” was 
more or less a mistake. It is not necessary to a woman’s happiness 
that she should marry a handsome man; indeed, on the contrary, home 
ly men have been found usually to make the best husbands, the et- 
planation being that men who are unusually handsome are spoiled gen- 
erally by adulation, and a really vain man is so deeply in love with 
himself as to be incapable of loving any one else. 

But though a man need not be handsome of feature, it is well that 
he shall be good looking in the sense of looking good. Physiognowists 
claim to be able to tell people’s character from their faces, and it is 
certain that evil desires, evil thoughts, and ill temper leave uftmistak- 
able traces thereon, while the eyes often literally are “ windows of the 
soul.” It is a fearful risk to marry any ‘man in whose face the ten 
commandments are conspicuous by their absence. “When I see a 
man.” said Addison, “with a sour, shriveled face, I cannot forbear 
pitying bis wife; and when I meet one with an ingenuous, open coun- 
tenance, I think of the happiness of his friends and his relations.”

BUILDING PERMITS. 


Ground values and building rents in the 
financial district of New York are matters 
of interest to real estate men everywhere, 
for both are supposed to reach their maxi- 
mum there. Certainly, so far as is known, 
no property in any other city in the world 
ever has brought the value paid for that at 
1 Wall street, atthe southeast corner of 
Broadway—$600 a square fodt—while rents 
in some of the choicer buildings are way up. 

Brokers generally outside of New York 
have only a Hmited comprehension ef these 
matters, and for this reason the following 
from the New York Herald, dealing with 
these subjects, should be of general interest 
to both brokers and owners: 

“ Recent discussion of the possible sale of 
the United States assay office, on the north 
side of Wall street, just east of Nassau 
street, has opened’ wide the watchful eyes of 
the keen operators and farge investors in 
downtown property. The government is of 
the opinion that the plot is worth $3,000,000, 
whereas it was worth but $2,000,000 three 
years ago. The plot is about 775x121. Real 
estate professionals are of the opinion that 
its value is approximately $300 a square foot. 
The hard fact of the case is that it is worth 
just what a rare plot in an important short 
thoroughfare will bring, which undoubtedly 
would be a high price. 


Comparisons Difficult to Make. 

“ Some persons have attempted to compare 

the value of the plot with the No. 1 Wall 
street plot, which is approximately 30x40, and 
which was sold one year ago at $600a square 
foot, the highest price ever obtained for Man- 
hattan island real estate and probably the 
highest price ever paid for any real estate. 
‘There is really no relative value between the 
parcels. No. 1 Wall street is a plot of un- 
usual size in that part of the city. It is lo- 
cated at a corner of two of the world’s famous 
streets and its accessibility from all points is 
pronounced. Advertising is an element that 
enters into some values nowadays, and it cer- 
tainly is part and parcel of the value of the 
corner mentioned. A building on the plot will 
be remembered by all who see it, and its num- 
ber is easy of remembrance. It stands at 
the gateway of the financia! district. 

“On the other hand, the assay office site 
is in a less strong block and lacks the ad- 
vertising element of value. It is doubtful if 
the price obtained for 1 Wallstreet is a prece- 
dent even for proportionate values of Wall 
street plots near it. An eighteen story office 
building is now in course of construction on 
the corner plot in question. In order to get 
& proper return on the investment in this 
comparatively small plot it looks as if the 
owner will have to ask at least $4 a square 
foot for office space, which is a much higher 
figure than now obtains for Wall street office 
@pace or any other. Much of the ground floor 
must necessarily be taken up by hallway, 
elevator, and stairway space. 

“ The upper floors contain hallways, toilet 
rooms, stairways, and elevator shafts, which 
are a subtraction from rent space. The great 
advantage of the structure will be good light, 
although there are buildings nearby affording 
just asstrong light. The best rent some parts 
of these buildings bring is $3.50 a square foot 
@ year, while much of them is $3 a square 
foot. It does not seem probable that the aver- 
age tenant will pay $4 a square foot a year. 
The best lawyers do not, as a rule, pay more 
than from $2 to $2.50 a square foot yearly for 
office space. Bankers pay more, but §3 to 
$3.25 is the highest usual rate obtained from 
them. The rent of this new building will be 
eagerly watched by real estate profession- 
als. Lack of light shafts, for which there fs 
no necessity, will be a conspicuous economy 
of space in the structure. 


Bents in Other Streets. 

“In the three strongest blocks in Wall 
street office rents vary from $2.25 to $3.50 a 
‘square foota year. From $2.50 to $3 are the 
popular rates. 

“ Bast of Pearl street, in Wall street, mod- 
ern office buildings bring from $1.50 to $2 a 
square foot a year. A large office, containing 
3.000 square feet, in that section of the street 
rents for $5,000 a year, or $1.66 a square foot. 

“ From $5 to $10 a square foot a year is ob- 
tained for ground floor space in Wall street. 
Some of it, on old leases, is as low as $4a 
square foot. From William street to Broad- 
way ground floor space in the street brings 
from $7 to $10 a square foot a year. 

* No. Wall street, near Pear) street, 
was the last parcel of property sold in the 
street, and that was two months ago. It 
contains 1,120 square feet and the price was 

at the rate of $108 a square foot. The last 
previous sale, less than a year ago, was 37 
and 39 Wall street, which comprises a plot 
30.6x124.11x irregular. It brought about 
$900,000, with an old building. 

“In 1902 No. 3 Wall street, a corner plot 
containing 56,569 square feet, was sold at 
the rate of $176.71 a square foot. No. 38, 
in the same side of the street, about 25x06, 
was sold in March, 1901, for $260,000, and 
was resold in May, 1902, for $825,000. No. 54 
Wall street, between William and Pear! 
streets, containing 2,498 square feet, was sold 
in 1892 at the rate of $51.25 a square foot. 
Containing also 2,498 square feet is No. 64 
Wall street, which was sold in 1900 at the 
rate of $44.43 a square foot and which was 
resold in 1901 for $105 a square foot. A 
similar space at No. 66 Wall street wae sold 
yn 1904 at $100 a square foot. A plot con- 
taining 2,062 equare feet, at No. 62 Wall 
street, was sold in 19008 at the rate of $70.89 a 
square foot. . Not a long time ago Nos. 50 and 
61 Wall atypet, containing 6,035 square feet, 
were sold he rate of $146 a square foot. It 
is a corner plotvat Hanover street, near the 
did custom house. 


Rents Much Lower Here. 


Tt would be difficult to make any compari* 
som with Chicago except In the way of office 
rents, which are lower than in New York, 
the general range being from $1.50 to $2 a 
Square foot in the better buildings. Occa- 
sionally slightly higher rents are obtained, 
but not often. No comparisons can be made 
in the way of store rents, for the reason that 
the highest prices are paid for the choice 
jocations along State street, where exceed- 
ingly high prices are paid for some of the 
best shops, the rate in some instances run- 
ning, it is said, considerably in excess of $20 
a equare foot. 

Choice inside shops on Dearborn street are 
said to rent at from $10 to $12 a square foot, 
while. the cigar store in the Borland block, 
at the corner of Monroe and La Salle streets, 
is said to rent for about $20 a square foot. 

Chotee store space along Jackson boule 
vard ig said to bring $7 and 88 and even 
more @ square foot, while the shops

feet, at $80,000 yearly greund rent, which is 
at the rate of 4 per cent on $50,000 a front 
foot and $345 a square foot. 


Heat Checks Realty Trade. 
Real estate perhaps more than other line 
_ of business felt the paralyzing effect of last 
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‘week's extremely hot weather. As a gen- 
eral rule, there is not the same urgency 
required in ‘the closing of this class of trans- 

actions as obtains in many other lines of 
business. Many deals were halted because 
brokers or principals simply refused to do 
business and left the city in search of a 
cooler spot. This, added, to the previous 
large exodus, reduced the numberof brok-~ 
ers and operators to the smallest point 
known in many years, 

Nevertheless, there was a fair amount of 
business done, although in emalier proper- 
ties. There were some important deals 
closed in south Wabash and Michigan, prin- 
cipally the former, with reports of more 
important negotiations in progress. There 
also were reports of a large deal in South 
State street, around Twenty-~fifth and 
ty-sixth, but in centra! business property 
there was little or nothing doing, principal- 
ly owing to the absence of large investors 
from the city. Some nice deals are due to 
be closed on their return. 


Another Wholesale Building. 


An important event of the week was the 
announcement that another big ten story 
fireproof building is to be erected at the 
southeast corner of Franklin and Congress 
streets, in the new wholesale district. It 
will cover a part of the Lomax property, 
which was bought last spring by the Brooks 
estate, will front 105 feet in Franklin street, 
111 in Congrees street, and will cost about 
$850,000. The plans of the biulding are being 
prepared by Holabird & Roche. When the 
property was acquired last spring it was an~- 
nounced that it was the purpose of Aldis & 
Co., who represented the Brooks estate, to 
improve it as soon asa desirable tenant could 
be secured. “ 

Negotiations have just been closed by. 
which the building will be occupied under a 
ten years’ lease by Kohn Bros., clothing man- 


‘ufacturers, at an annual rent of $39,000, or 


890,000 for the term. Charles H. Rounds of 
nds & Clough represented the lessee firm 
in the transaction. 
The rapid manner in which this district has 
built up during the last two or three years is 
surprising. Opposite, at the northeast cor- 
ner of the two streets, is the large ten story 
building occupied by B. Kuppenheimer & Co, 
A block away are the buildings of Wilson 
Broa. and Cluett, Peabody & Co. Hart Bros, 
occupy the ten story building erected by 
Washington. Porter at Congress street and 
Fifth avenue. Rosenwald & Weil are at the 
southwest corner of Franklin and Congress 
streets. 
A report was current during the week that 
the property at 322-828 Michigan avenue, 40x 
171 feet, 160 feet south*f Harmon court, had 
been leased for a long term at an annual 
rental of $4,000. The report is denied by 
those controlling the property, although it 
ie admitted that negotiatione to this end 
have recently been in progress.

Selling of the sort that worked for weak- 
nees late the day before was resumed in the 
early hour, with the result that declines of 
Y%@\c were registered. Shorts began to even 
up om the softer spots, and the effect of their 
buying was sufficient to cause a reaction. 
While rains were reported from some sec- 
tions of the northwest, conditions generally 
were more favorable for harvesting opera- 
tions. Export advices were contradictory, 
but the trade felt that, in the face of recent 
dechines, the busimess with the foreleners was 
not as important as it should be. Seaboard 
chkéarances for the day were large at 810,000 
bu wheat and flour, and the receipts at the 
leading primary points were only 148,000 bu, 
against 371,000 bu the corresponding day in 
19005. The week’s primary arrivals were 
8,660,000 bu, or 818,000 bu under those of the 
similar period last year. 


Northwestern Receipts Are Lighter. 


Chicago had 79 cars, of which 46 graded 
contract, against an estimate of 81 cars, and 
the arrivals at Duluth and Minneapolis ag- 
gregated 111 cars, compared to 111 cars a 
week before and 183 cars the corresponding 
day last year. Low priced offerings of red 
winter wheat hed a depressing effect on spec- 
ulative sentiment throughout. Broomall 
estimated the week’s world’s exports at 
9,600,000 bu, against actual shipments of 
9,168,000 bu the week before and 10,328,000 
bu the similar period last year. It was cal- 
culated that the Americam exports should 
show a material increase forthe week. Aus- 
tralian shipments for the week were 848,000 
bu, compared to 1,006,000 bu the week before, 
those from Australia totaling 876,000. bu 
against 408,000 bu the week before. 

There were various estimates of the Cana- 
dian yield, some going as high as 100,000,000 
bu and others being as low as 75,000,000 bu, 
Conservatives figured 85,000,000 bu would 
not be far off from the reality. 


Corn Up After a Dip. 

The dullness which characterized the trade 
in wheat affected the corn market as well, 
and developments in the maize were lacking 
of importance. BPasiness prevailed early, de- 
clines of %c for September, 4c for Decem 
ber, and 1-l6c for May being shown in the 
first half hour. Covering by shorts was 
largely responsible for the reaction, which 
marked a full recovery of the losses. Sell- 
ing at the start was prompted chiefly by a 
report that the eastern longs had unloaded 
all their September, but later gossip was to 
the effect that. while the September had 
been dumped, the selling had been against 
purchases of the cash article. The weakness 
in September was a weight on the new crop 
options.

ELIUM, the rarest metal, from 
which comes the rarest gas in 
the world—helium, the twin of 
radium—helium, thé sun stuff 
—has been discovered in Chi- 
cago; not in traces or infini- 
desimal particles as it has been

More than 4,000 tons of clay was removed 
from the foundations of the Fisher building, 
eighty feet below the surface, and dumped 
into Grant park before the valuable nature 
of some bowlders tn it was discovered.

How the Rays of Light Are Refracted. 


Here the incident and the emergent rays, that is, 
the entering and departing rays, inclose.a smal! angle 
with each other. Take again a third ray a little far- 
ther from the central one than the last. The drop will 
act upon it as it acted upon its neighbor, the incident 
and emergent rays inclosing Ahis time a larger angle 
than before. As we retreat farther from the central ray 
the enlargement of this angle continues up to a cer- 
tain point, where it reaches a maximum, after which 
further retreat from the central ray diminishes the 
angle. Now, a maximum resembles the ridge of a hill 
or a watershed from which the land falls in a slope at 
each side. The divergence of the raye when they quit 
the raindrop would be represented by the steepness of 
the slope. On the top of the watershed, that is to say, 
in the neighborhood of the maximum divergence, is a 
kind of summit level where for some distance the slope 
almost disappears. But the -disappearance of the slope 
indicates, in the case of the raindrop, the absence of 
divergence. 

Hence we find that at our maximum, and close tv

Considering this apparent shortage of circulating 
medium as shown in the banks and on the speculative 
markets, President George M. Reynolds of the Conti- 
nental National bank charges the American citizen with 
carrying the greater part of the unaccounted money in 
his pocket. 

He doesn't assert that every man, woman, and child 
in the country at the present moment has anything ap- 
proaching his $33.19 in his clothes. He doesn't main- 
tain that according to census figures these peopie ever 
have carr'‘ecd individually anything approaching the per 
capita maximum. But he does Insist thatin a year-rof 
prosperity, such as this and the last three or four years 
have been, the ordinary citizen carries two or three 
times as much money in his pocket as he carries when 
times are tight. 

Mr. Reynolds knows the country, the countryman, 
and the country bank. In times past he has talked with

the farmer, who ordinarily has been content with an 
average of $1.30 in his pocket. On these occasions 
times have been hard. If the farmer has more money 
than this at home, he is inclined to leave it there in 


the clock or under the bed—or preferably in the bank.

A Single Dollar Goes Through.Many Hands. 


Under present circumstances a single deposit of 
$100,000 may encompags $500,000 of active business 
deals in five Gays without one cent of the deposit being 
drawn from the Bank. The business is accomplished 
in the writing of checks, and from beginning to end 
of the series of deals each recipient of the $100,000 
check may leave the money in the bank, or at most 
take the sum intact across the street to another bank 
where it represents only the old $100,000 of deposits. 

But at the present time, while New York banks are 
showing the $130,000,000 shortage in deposits, the west- 
ern banks—between the Ohio and Missouri rivers 
in the main—show increases of deposits aggregating 
$6,000,000. This sum, however, is represented in the 
larger banks, the country bank not considered in the 
smaller cities and towns. 

Yet these small country banks in the aggregate are 
factors in the country's deposits far beyond what they 
were a few years ago. Fifteen years ago the. small 
farmer went to the country bank only when he needed 
a loan. When he got his $50 or $100, probably on the 
mere indorsement of another friend, he put the money 
in his pocket and trudged away in the general direetion 
of his pressing needs.

Farmer Has Become a Bank Depositor. 

Now the small farmer carries his check book and 
finds it a convenience of conveniences. If he carries 
money in his pocket it is for immediate needs or pos- 
sibly immediate luxuries. He has appreciated the ad- 
vantages of bank paper and is using it according to 
banking rules and methods. 

But in the consideration of present prosperity and 
the part the farmer might play in bank deposits, it 
must be remembered that the farmer is slower to realize 
upon his profits than is the merchant whose credits 
stand only thirty days. Between the sowing and the 
reaping and marketing the farmer may have to wait 
from seven months to ten months for his money. Every 
year farm machinery must be renewed or repaired, His 
work animals must be fed the full twelve months. His 
family must eat and wear for the full year. And for 
a colt or steer calf to reach the maturity of the mar- 
ket he may have to wait three or four years for his 
returns. Out of this condition he may need to be a 
bank borrower, rather than a bank depositor, especially 
if he borrows only in the small amounts to meet the 
immediate small needs.

Some Money Has Been Taken to Canada. 


The horses are of higher grade, the buggies and 
carriages equal those of the nearby cities, and within 
the last few years the successful farmer who may have 
had an already big farm has found opportunity to buy 
more land at better rates, largely owing to the move- 
ment of the small and restless farmer to new country. 

This movement of the farmers has been to the Ca- 
nadian northwest in tens of thousands. That element 
susceptible to the chance of adventure has been taking 
one of these last chances.

“This fact,” said Mr. Hill, “serves amply to ac- 
count for the dullness of the stock exchanges and the 
boards of trade. There are two kinds of specu- 
lation. One kind is induced by the man who is des- 
perately hard up and who feels that a brush with the 
markets may tide him over. The other and far larger 
element of speculators goes into the markets largely 
as a recreation. I believe that 75 per cent of the note- 
worthy ventures in the markets are taken by men who 
look to it as something akin to recreation. They can 
afford to lose and they appreciate the chances to win. 
Therefore in ordinary times they have the will, the 
time, and the money for speculation.

AD heard it said that 
trange phenomena took 
lace in the house No. 7, 
Via Pescatori, at Turin, 
ome years previously. I 
ent there and found a 
odest family of working 

people. M. Pavorino was 
a healthy man, but of singular char- 
acter; his wife was hystero-epileptic; 
she frequented the so-called healers; 
she had a sister who could make tables 
dance. Mme. Pavarino had at that 
time a daughter, aged 21, who fre- 
quently produced the spontaneous 
movement of objects; another daugh- 
ter, 10 years old, and two sons, one 
14 and the other 8, all healthy. 

She gave the following account of 
her experiences: “On the night of 
Sept. 5, 1882, towards midnight, when 
M. Pavarino had just returned home, and while I 
was working with my eldest daughter, we suddenly 
heard a noise as of a basin of water being oOver- 
turned; we looked, but saw nothing at all. Sup- 
posing that it was an hallucination, we attached 
no importance to it, although we heard some other 
noises as of objects being displaced, and then it 
stopped. We heard also continual goans in the 
house day and night; my husband and the two 
boys saw shadows and heard groans and a great 
noise as of swords clashing together.

Hat Jumped and Could Not Be Nailed Down. 


“ During the day objects were moved incessant- 
ly. .A plate left the dresser and came on to the 
table, after which it returned to its place. A hat 
jumped about continually; one of our neighbors 
tried to nail the hat to the wall, but in vain, for 
the hat immediately followed him about the room. 
My younger daughter was aroused during the 
night by blows struck upon her as if by a stick, 
and pinchings, which left bruises all over her 
body; her bed coverings were removed. My eldest 
son's master came to us. All was quiet, but 
about 10 o’clock, when he was on the point of 
leaving us, we suddenly saw the door of the cup- 
board in which we kept the shoes, open; the shoes 
Came out in regular order and paraded in front of 
the visitor. All these phenomena lastéd in their 
full intensity for about eight months. For five 
years more we sometimes were disturbed.”

This opportunity was afforded me in Novem- 
ber. 1900; a newspaper had reported some appar- 
ently extraordinary phenomena, which were taking 
place in a wine and spirit store.

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An Assistant Sometimes Is Required. 

Once a day ehe will take her hair in hand. Ghe will 
part it down the middie and will sit where the air can 
blow through it. This she will call the ventilation of 
the hair. Then she will ventilate her scalp. To do this 
almost requires an assistant. The hair must be parted 
off and lifted and fanned. It must be raised lock by 
lock, and the fan must be used vigorously until the hair 
is dry and the scaip is soft and moist. This comes by 
fanning and massage. 

The operator now can run her fingers through the 
scalp or along it, touching it here and there to wake 
up the roots of the hair. This must be done dally in 
erder to keep the hair thick and shiny. 

No hair needs to be shampooed oftener than once 
in three weeks. And then the work should not be done 
teo vigorously. The hair should be wet, after which 
some soap jelly is spread upon it. This is given time 
to dry on. It is then washed with a shampoo of warm 
soft water. That is the most thorough shampoo. But 
there are others, and the best is the egg shampoo. The 
hair is wet and two eggs are rubbed into it, the yolks 
only. It ts shamffboed in a dozen waters so as to rinse 
it well, after which it is dried and aired. This is good

Haliburton was among the first rushed from India to

The help of a 
vegetable garden has contributed, although offsetting 
this has been the buying of meat from what is supposed 
to be the high priced suburban market. Even at this, 
the sum spent by each one has been less than that of 
living in town when all incidentals have been counted. 

Good things to eat are the rule, and tn this one of 
the most conspicuous things has been the hay stove. 
Into this breakfast foods are put the night before. Pot 
roasts and Irish stews have been made with greater suc- 
cess than ever has been known any other way, the only 
rule being, as one of the housekeepers points out, to 
cook the meat first until it becomes the same tempera- 
ture all through. Doing this, the success of the slow 
cooking process is underrated rather than exaggerated,

For the great majority it 
would be much better, if bred and born ona 
farm, to stick to t..e ol@ farm, but to prepare 
themselves by careful study and hard work 
to improve on the methods of agriculture and 
porticulture generally in vogue, and also 
te look forward to becoming, In a certain 
sense, specialists. If near a town of con- 
giderable size or a large city a good trade 
could be established by a progressive young 
gan in superior fresh vegetables, dairy 
products, eggs, Or poultry. 


Be a }. ta 
Chances of Failure Are Less. 

Of course, the country boy might think that 
the returns in dollars and cents proportion- 
ately were inadequate for the same amount 
of work in a mercantile business, but the 
chances of failure would be much less, and 
the enjoyment of Ife, if he is the right kind 
of a boy, would be greater. The best things 
of life, notwithstanding the monopolies of 
today, still cost nothing—that is, to those 
who live in the country and do not have to 
pay for air and sunshine. 

“ There no longer is the same reason why 
farmers’ boys should desert the farm, because 
with the rapid suburban trolleys the farmer’s 
family is brought in close contact with the 
town and city for what social recreations, 
lectures, and amusements they may desire. 
In starting out In life, however, the boy’s 
thoughts must be upon his work and not 


wih value more and more highly the qutet, 
peaceful surroundings of the country, with 
its opportunities for reading and improve- 
ment.” “ :

“A country life onltivates in a boy the 
power of observation, as he is brought close 
to nature in hcr many aspects. The wonders 
of the vegetable, animai, and minera! king- 
dom constantly appeal to him, and the prac- 
tical side, as well, is emphasiged in judging 
ag to the utilization of these for the benefit 
of mankind. The home life of the country 
ig much purer than that of the city. Many 


temptations which sap the morals of the 
growing youth in thecity are absent from the 
simpler home life of the country. In addi- 
tion to this, abundance of pure afr, water, 
and sunlight certainly furnigh the ideal én- 
vironment for the physical development of 
the growing youth who has the battle of 
life before him.

“Any boy who has a fondness for the 
country, for gardening in any form, or for 
animals, should try in every possible way te 
find some satisfactory way of earning his 
living without going tothecity. It is muéh 
easier to keep one’s health in the country, 
without which it is difficult to achieve suc- 
cess in anything. It also is easier to keep 
from drinking, gambiing, and other vices, es- 
pecially for those who are fond of company 
and a so-called good time. The fact that 
in the country every one knows what you do 
is a safeguard for most boys and men; for 
even men never get to the place where they 
are safe against temptation in some form; 
and I believe that any property gained by 
work in the country, and any reputation 
gained by living In theeountry, is kept easier 
than property and reputation gained in the 
city.

Appreciated by Older Men. 

“The advantages of living In the country 
are not so fully appreciated in early life as 
they are later, and many a man looks back 
to his early life in the country and thinks 
what a mistake he made in leaving it just for 
the sake of having more money to spend, to 
be able to wear fine clothes every day, and 
for other pleasures that undermine his 
heaith and are not pleasant to look back 
upon. 

“I think the principal disadvantage of the 
country, especially farming and living with 
only a few neighbors near, is the isolation. 
This, of course, is not felt so strongly by a 
boy bern in the country and I should advise 
any boy who intends living in an) isolated 
place, or even in a small village, to get a good 
education. and acquire a taste for good read- 
ing and study, as it is the uneducated man 
and the man used to city life who feel the 
most lonely. The chances for trade and any- 
thing on a large scale, except farming, are 
less in the country, and unless the city boy 
has a decided taste for farming. he would 
better not try it, or any other business tn 
the country, until he is sure he cannot get 
along in the city, provided, always, that his 
health is good enough. The country is for 
city boys who must go there for their health 
and for those who cannot find Satisfactory 
employment or prospects in the city.

“To earn more money, provided one has 
the ability to keep near the top of the ladder

VCCESS seldom can be secured wiih- 
out confidence, but overpositiveness is 
a mistake as serious as vacililation. 
To be too positive means to repel cas- 
ual acquaintances, to lose friends, 
g0inetimes even to make enemies. “ Don't 
be too positive if you would succeed,” should 
form one clause of every good “ working 
creed.” 
Hlustration best supports argument of this 
kind. A young man, recently suffering from 
& severe toothache, visited four dentists. 
Each in turn, failing to find a cavity, assured 
the patient that the pain must be “ purely 
sympathetic * or “nervous "’; one went 60 
far as to use the frank word “ imaginary.” 
To the sufferer this conduct was most irri- 
tating, and, not being a believer In the non- 


resistance theory, his appreciative gratitude 


to the less positive fifth man who finally 
found the cause of anti relieved the pain only 
Was balanced by his disgusted condemnation 
of the four others. Each of these others, 
therefore, lost a business opportunity and a 
patient through being too positive. Themen 
who secured both was confident In regard to 
his scholastic theories and the belief that 
the toothache victim might imagine his mis- 
ery: but he had learned that practice some- 
times proves theory deceptive, and he knew 
@nough to be silent until quite sure of his

Doctors Often Are Too Positive. 


Physicians often make similar mistakes, 
 msisting that certain conditions exist in face 
Of the patient’s assertion to the contrary. 
Sometimes they are right, sometimes wrong; 
in either case no good end is served by too 
P%ltively contradicting the other’s state- 
Ments. A cheery manner is the best of tonics, 
the Most effective instrument or medicine at 
the Physician's command, but it should be 
Used With discretion and skill. 

“TR never call Dr. Blank again!” is an 
€XclaMidtion by no means uncommon. “It 
simply disgusts me to have him insist that I 
feel better when I know I do not.” 

Everybody knows, has suffered from, th® 
t©0 positive salesman who insists that the 
customer wants the thing he wouldn't 
Gream of selecting, or is positive that he does 
Hot want the thing he does. Most men have 
bought hats or neckties, most women been 
Cajoled into ordering frocks or bonnets not 
Feally liked or desired, because of the too 
Positive haberdasher or dressmaker or mil- 
liner who insisted upon the mistaken pur- 
Chase. Such tactics may seem good business 
Methods at first, but they bring bad results 
later, The overpersuaded individual usual'y 
Cherishes a secret sense of resentment, and 
the bargain must be a good one to give satis- 
faction. It is rare for such a salesman or 
Modiste to be sought again by the most for- 
giving victim of overpositive treatment. 
Even when, for reasons of trade, the cus- 
tomer must. be kept from choosing an unbe- 
Coming article if possible, opposing argu- 
Ments strould be of the gentlest, delivered in 

Snything but aggressive manner. 
» Btis the same way with musicians, photog- 


raphers, entertainers, all the host of clever 
toilers who live by pleasing other people. 
They may know what their clients want and 
seek better than the clients themselves, but 
it is well to use tact and care In expressing 
marked differences of opinion. A lawyer 
rarely wins a case by flatly informing the 
jury that a certain view of it utterly is 
wrong or mistaken; his success chances are 
much better if he tactfully leads them to look 
at things in his way.

Positive People Not Popular. 

In society the too positive person seldom 
is popular. Toleration is about the warm- 
est regard he awakens. If a bore is well 
defined as “ some one who tnesists upon talk- 
ing about himself when you want to talk 
about yourself,”’ then is the too positive per- 
gon the king and star of boredom. Even if 
human Infallibility were possible it would be 
better to suffer conversational wrong now 
and then than to acquire a reputation for set- 
ting every one elise right. 

“He's too good to be true,” said an ob- 
servant man of a verbal reformer who had 
routed all daring opponents, not long since. 
“Tet me get away before he undertakes to 
prove that I’m not alive.” 

“ She's a walking encyclopedia and as good 
as gold,” was the verdict rendered on & well 
meaning but unpopular woman by a jury of 
her peers and fellow feminines, “but she 
will force her opinions on others, and she 
never allows any one else to be right.”’

When Children Cry “Smarty.” 

The children ‘gho relentlessly cry 
“ Smarty!” after a know-it-all, positive com- 
rade really are kind rather than cruel. In 
childhood’s democracy the too positive mem- 
ber is not long allowed unrepressed sway. 

“You're too smart to live!” is the youthful 
sentence. “ Give somebody else a chance.” 

The last sentence embodies the gist of the 
whole question. It is well to be confident, 
to be positive—within bounds—but not so 
positive as ‘to leave no room for the opiasions, 
tastes, judgment of others. Probably the 
man on the other side of the discussion or 
problem also likes <0 be positive upon oc- 
casion. 

A positive confidence in the rightness of the 
personal point of view and wisdom makes & 
fine, almost indispensable foundation for 
progressive, successful endeavor. It ts not 
necessary to be weak or flabby of will and 
character tone in order to retain the good 
will and friendship of others. An apologetic 
or deprecating manner will lessen success 
possibilities greatly. There are occasions 
when a stoutly maintained argument, 4 
healthy determination not to yield, proves 
a most potent lever or weapon. But such 
occasions comparatively are rare, and gain 
much from contrast with a bearing and man- 
ner ordinarily quiet and gentile.

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Graduates ‘Do? 


25,818 Are Hunting for Jobs. 


HAT are the new graduates of the 
120 or more universities and coj- 
leges doing? Roughly estimating, 
there were graduated in June, 234,- 
818 students. Five or six thousand 
ef these graduates will continue their studies 
for the professions of law, medicine, and 
ministry. Statistics from several colleges 
show that the percentage as divided among 
the three leading professions is about equal. 

The big majority of the college graduates 
will enter business. Some will assist their 
fathers or relatives in the management of 
businesses which eventually they will con- 
trol. More are undecided just what to do. 
They prefer a business where the prospect 
of advancement and in the end achieving 
influence and a comfortable living is good. 
There are not many such desirable posi- 
tions lying idle. Consequently, it may be ex- 
Dected that several thousand of the young 
men will think of the temporary advantages 
and begin teaching in the fall, The salaries 
offered college graduates as school teachers 
are higher than the wages of a beginner in 
business. This the temptation for tempo- 
rarw gain finds many victims. it is true 
that piincipals of high schools and town 
superintendents of schools are fairly well 
paid as compared with the salaries of the 
average business man, but the number of 
such positions is small.

Not in a Hurry to Go to Work. 

It ie eafe to say that fully 75 per cent of the 
college graduates at present are loafing, and 
will continue to do so untilfall. Aftera four 
year course the average college graduate 
does not seem anxious to put his nose to the 
grindstone and start earning his own living. 
He thinks of the two months’ vacation as 
the last opportunity he will have to spend 
that length of time in pleasure. An overin- 
dulgwent father who had to work hard for 
the money with which to send his son to 
college, concurs with the vacation idea, 
“ Yes, my son,’ he says, ‘“‘you deserve @ 
good rest before beginning active work in 
the fall, so enjoy yourself this summer. I 
know what hard work is, and I do not want 
my son to have to work so hard as I did.” 
Handicapped by this advice, nearly 75 per 
cent of the new college graduates are loafing 
this summer.

July or August when more time without loss 
of profit can be expended on their training, 
and so that by fall the beginners will be able 
to do actual productive work, and the older 
employés will not lose valuable time during 
a busy season in teaching the new men.

This Man Weeld Not Be Refused. 

There are exceptions, however, even among 
College graduates. One from an eastern col- 
lége was desirous of entering the office of one 
of the big railroads. He was careful to pro- 
cufe influential letters of introduction, which 
the manager did not wish jo siight... Fora 
week. or two the college applicant was put 
off by beveral trivial excuses. He finally be- 
came impatient, and determined that on his 
third call he. would begin work in the rail- 
road office. He was told by the manager that 
it was impossible to find work for him to do 
during the summer, because of the usual dull 
season, and that he could ~‘ve him no en- 
couragement until fall. 

“Tf you havé no ebjection,”’ replied the col- 
lege gfaduate, “I wul take off my coat, find 
something to @o fn your office this day, and 
you need not pay me until fall, unless in the 
meantime you should decide that my services 
are worth something. I believe I can Save 
you and the railfoad@ company a little money 
and time by handling those bilis of lading 
differently. It will do no harm to give me 
an opportunity, and ft will eost you nothing.”

Offered to Work for Nothing. 

This was a new method of attack to the 
manager of the city railroad office, who was 
accustomed to be asked the hours and usual 
vacations by applicants for positions. Then, 
too, to be offered something for nothing, 
when ninety-nine men out of a hundred ap- 
proached aim for free passes, was unusual. 
It ie needless tc say that the college grad- 
uate was given an opportunity, and proved 
his worth. 

Twenty yeare ago a college graduate could 


command $20 a week at the start in many 
lines of business. As a greén reporter he 
was Offered §25 a week on the New York 
morning papers. Gradually the initial wages 
has decreased, until now $10 a week is the 
average price paid for inexpefienced college 
graduates in business lines. The successful 
men do not stay long at this wage. In siz 
months they are raised to §15, in another siz 
months to $20, and continue to forge ahead 
at a rate of $5 extra every six months, until 
the maximum of their earning powers is 
reached. 

Among the believers in the efficiency of 
college graduates are many western manu- 
facturing companies, who make it a practice 
to engage anywhere from five to twenty-five 
new college graduates every summer. These 
men are selected by a personal inspection at 
the different c@iieges by a representative of 
the company. ~ 

* * 
Lerge Percentage Are Su ful. 

Not all coilege are succe a the 
business at which they begin, buta larga pers 
centage are. They at least are able to per 
celve themselves, after being in business a 
short time, whether they will succeed and 
whether they are adaptable for the work. 
if they conclude not, out they get of their 
own free will, to the benefit of the business 
and to themselves, They try something else, 
and finelly land in some line of business 
which means success to them. 

Along in September we may expect to meet 
the June college graduate, with several 
shades of tan from his vacation. The num- 
ber in Chicago will not be enough to make 
even a small ripple in cormmercial life, but it 
is safe to say that a good peraentage of them 
will succeed at the work they undertake, 
There always is a demand for trained think- 
ers In business, and that demand can be sup- 
plied partially “by colleges and universities. 
Businesses are growing too fast to wait for 
office boys and clerks to gain sufficient ex- 
perience to place them In executive positions, 

The best advice togive a college man about 
to begin a business career is. to perform his 
daily work willingly. and thoroughly, no mat- 
ter how trivial the work may be, and, what is 
more important, be willing to work a little 
longer and harder than his fellow workers, 
and to do about twice as much as is expected 
of him. Any young man doing this, whether 
college bred or not, will win promotion. 


Why He Is My Superintendent. 


ECAUSE he can 
run the factory 
more like I 
would run it Won His 
myself were I 

able to oversee all its details than any manl 
could find, that's why I made him my super- 
intendent. And that’s a good reason, al- 
though it.may sound a little egotistical be- 
fore wie Od it over. But think it overa 
little and you'll see that it's sane and just. 

In the first place, a man’s business is the 
product ef his own work, not the product 
of the work of a lot of clever assistants or 
workmen. They all count, of course, but it’s 
mostly the old man in the office. The bust- 
ness gets to amount to something or it don't, 
according entirely to his ability or lack of 
it. By the time a business is established as 
this one is it is running along pretty 
smoothly (or it wouldn’t be running at.all), 
and unless a mighty big change of system 
is going to be made it isn’t desirable that 
there be any change at all. So when it be- 
eomes necessary to hire a new superintend- 
ent the idea is to get one who'll run things 
pretty much as the old man himself would 
run them if he were on the spot. 

' e . 
Needed a Superintendent at Once. 

Well, I needed a superintendent, and I 
needed him at oncé. My old man had gone 
wrong, and it was up to me to superintend 
the works until I could get somebody to take 
his place. As my*place was in the office it 
was imperative that I find that somebody 
immediately. 

It has been my theory always that the man 
who can judge men is the proper kind of a 
man to make a superintendent out of. The 
fellow who can read his fellow men usually 
is smart enough... to get the hang of mechan- 
ical things in a hurry, wise enough to know 
that authority does not mean power unless 
backed by something, and possessed of good, 
common sense generally.. In twenty years 
of pursuit of this theory I've found it to be 
true often enough to give me a lot of con- 
fidence. 

So when I began to pick my candidates 
for the superintendency I first tried them out 
at judging other men. Aside from the fact 
that this is a good test for a man in any 
capacity it is, of course, one of the prime 
requisites in a superintendent. 

The superintendent who isn't able to judge 
the men under him will be as much at sea 
as a mariner without a compass. He will 
hire inefficients, reject the competent, and 
ball things up generallf. So I picked three 
foremen on my pay roll who looked good to 
me as possible superintendents, arranged

Calcium Chloride Exhausts Heat. 

The brine system is used in this warehouse, 
calcium chloride brine being driven by pumps 
through the miles of piping that underly the 
ceilings of those roomr where arctié cold is 
desired. This brine as it travels through 
the 3 inch coils absorbs the heat of the rooms 
ané the resulting white mufflers of thick 
frost are due to the moisture congealing on 
the pipes. This frost may be from one inch 
to two inches thick, presenting all the frost 
designs that are so familiar to the out of door 
studies in frost crystals. They’ catch the 
light of the incandescent bulbs and refiect it 
like showers of diamonds. A brush applied 
to a section of refrigerating pipe in a few 
minutes will shower down the material for a 
giant snow man, but in the building of the 
giant a new and softer temperature ig neces- 
sary to make this drift of snow “ stick.”’ 
This brine under stress of condition may be 
reduced to 24 degrees below zero and yet re- 
turn to the coolers for further unimpaired 
service,

‘in Society” Should Be Paid. 
By Charles E. Watt. 


HE professional musicians of Phila- 

» delphia. have banded together with the 

one object in view of shutting out the 

possibility of society obtaining music 

for its functions unless it is ready 

and willing to pay the legitimate price there- 

for. This brings up the question again as 

to how far it pays the musician (especially 

the young one) to give his services without 

price in the hope that the “ prestige ” and 

“acquaintance” thus formed may benefit 

him more largely in the future. It is a nice 
question—and certainly has its two sides. 

From the standpoint of the established 
artist it is maddening to see the younger 
players and singers accept dinner invitations 
eagerly when it is self-evident that they are 
invited simply thag their professional serv- 
ficeg may be asked for without paying the 
price; but on the other hand the youngster 
must in some way make a name for himeelf 
and secure a circle .° acquaintance, and he 
is prone to think that these society affairs 
may be the “open sesame ™ to the success 
he awaits. 

Society is heedless in the matter; if those 
constituting that body would take time to 
consider that to ask a musician to give of 
his wares without adequate payment isjust 
as bad 3s to ask & fibrist to decorate the 
rooms and then expect him-to accept an in- 
vitation {. the dinner in lieu of a check, pos- 
sibly there wotld come a change. But since 
the practice is thoroughly established, and 
since it works unmitigated harm in the long 
run, even though it may for the time being 
serve to introduce the newcoming musician, 
there seéms no. outlet but for musicians 
everywhere to combihe in the determination 
to stamp out the abuse. 

Every. musician who has put from five to 
fifteen years in the perfecting of his art, and 
who has spent from $5,000 to $25,000 mean- 
time, is confronted with the problem of get-

T is am olf and true saying, ** An ounce of 
prevention is worth a pound of cure.” 
Since the enactment of the first ordi- 
nances ainst the emission of dense 
smoke and the general agitation for ite 


*suppression the making of offensive smoke 


seems to have been regarded as @ necessary 
evil to be endured if not cured. It is an 
easy matter to construct @ power plant of 
euch perfect design and proportions that all 
smoke may be prevented and the need of 
applying curative devices, which include 
all of the so-called “ smoke consumers ” may 
be wholly eliminated. 

In the past the owner of a dense smoker 
often has been advised to buy smoke con- 
eumers, but he seldom hae received any 
practical afivice that would enable him to 
conetruct a plant that would be @ smoke 
preventer. One of the noticeable things 
thet strike the practical observer who comes 
in daily comtact with the conditions which 
prevail in most steam. power plants is the 
unnecessary and extravagant waste mani- 
fested on every hand Experienced fudg- 
ment in the purchase of machinery and in- 
telligent plans for the installation seem to 
have been lacking in a great many inetances. 

Henee the operation of many plants is 
characterized by great waste of heat, waste 
of steam, waste of water, waste of power, 
and waste of labor, 

One of the most important matters, there- 
fore, in the conetruction of 4 power plant is 
to secure an outfit that will give the great- 
est efficiency with the greatest economy in 
the cost of operation. For 100 horse power 
or over. @ purehaser would be justified in 
buying bollers of the water tube type. Ep- 
gines should be automatic and of sucha type 
as is best adapted to the work required, 
space and conditions of service to be con- 
sidered. They should be so placed that 
power will not be taken up by faulty trans- 
mission, as when the main driving belts are 
run over idiers. A peir of heavy idler pul- 
leys sometimes will consume as high ase 10 
‘per cent of the total indicated horse power 
of the engine.

Must Use Care in Selection, 

In the selection of boilers and furnaces and 
in the details of setting, the character of the 
werk to be done should be considered. Due 

llowance must be made for a possible in- 
crease in the capacity of the plant. 

Freedom from smoke and perfect combus- 
tion are possible and easy to attain if the 
plant as @ whole rightly is designed and fitted 
with the necessary mechanical appliances. 
‘The gaseous products of perfect combustion 
are imvisible.to the naked eye except in cold 
weather when the superheated steam which 
rises from @ chimney sometimes is seen as 
@ white cloud, due to par condensation. 
Thie superheated steam which’ is one of the 
products of combustion is the vehicle which 
carries the black umburned carbons and 
makes what is visible as dense smoke. Many 
authorities 6n the subject of combustion and 
much of the Mterature exploiting the various 
furnaces and smoke consuming devices are 
so profuse in the use of chemical formulas 
es to convey the impression thet perfect 
combustion is such a complicated process as 
to be difficult of realization outside of a 
chemist’s laboratory. Im reality, it is simple 


and the requisite conditions are easy to at- 


tain. Imperfect combustion permitting the 
eseape of highly combustible but invisible 
gases and at times accompanied by the biqck, 
unburned particles of carbon, is due to two 
causes. They are: The irregularity with 
which the ordinary boiler furnace is charged 
with fuel and the lack of the proper quantity 
of alr to supply the oxygen necessary to 
chemically urite with the combustible ele- 
ments of the fuel.

Con@itions Which Bring Success. 
Three conditions are necessary to obtain 


perfection in the process of combustion, 
which, being a chemical union of certain 


‘elements, is subject to the laws governing 


ehemical affinities. 

They are: First, proportion; second, con- 
@act; third, temperature. 

These conditions being subject to natural 
laws are upvarying as are al) phenomena in 
the science of chemistry.

The copetruction of the com- 
mon styles of furnace precludes the admie- 
sion of the required amount of afr to suit the 
rapid dissolution of the hydro-carbon gases, 
when firing ts done intermittently and at 
more or less irregular periods, 

Henete in a furnace constructed upon scien- 
tifically correct principlés, one of the most 
essential things is to cause the distillation 
of the hydro-carboh gases as stowly arid as 
uniformly as the demands of the work will 
permit.

Mechanical StoKers Recommended. 

Mechenical stokers attempt this and some- 
times appear to succeed in preventing visi- 
ble smoke. Im this classification it is proper 
to include the iron spouts which are used in 
woodworking plants for conveying sawdust 
Girect from exhauat fans to the firebox, Me- 
chanical stokers, carefully selected to do the 
required work, therefore are recommended 
in most cases, because of the regularity 
with which they supply fuel to the furnaces, 

However, the absence of color does not 
always indicate perfect combustion. There 
may be much that is invisible but combusti- 
ble escaping from the chimney. Only auto- 
matic regulation of the air supply can pre- 
vent this waste and do it successfully. This 
automatic regulation, applied by meane of 
dampers under control of steam pressure 
and furnace temperature—the two combined 
in conjunction with steady fuel supply—will 
produce the first of the aforesaid conditions 
that is: proportion. 

The desired contact is obtained by the 
thorough mixture of the combining elements 
by separating thém into minute particles, 
which permite the chemical union to more 
readily take place. . 

With the first two conditions present, the 
third (temperature) is maintained and self- 
sustained until the failure of one or both of 
the others. 

In the equipment of plants of smaller ca- 
pacity than 100 horse power it is nol advisa- 
ble always to usé mechanical stokers on 
account of their cost. Tlowever, when it is 
expedient to substitute hind firing for auto- 
matic stokers the furnace and other details 
should be such that the conditions of me- 
chanical stoking can be approached as near- 
ly as possible. The caking styles of furnace 
will be found satisfactory in this respect. 
These are the kind of furnace which holds 
@ quantity of fresh coal in close proximity 
to the hot part of the fire. The fuel is slowly 
converted into coke before being consumed. 

+ 
Mechanical Aids for Firemen. 

Whichever style of furnace or stoking is 
adopted, the fireman should heve every con- 
venience and mechanical aid to lighten his 
labors, which, under the most favorable cir- 
cumstances, are none too pleasant. A good 
shaking grate which permits the cleaning of 
fires is advantageous, as it enables the fire 
easily to be kept clean and clean fires are a 
great help in promoting perfect combustion. 
Besides, a wide open fire door, permitting a 
volume of cold air to strike the hot brick 
work and the heated parts of a boiler, is lia- 
ble to cause great injury. Under natura! 
Graft air moves with a velocity varying from 
nine to fourteen feet per second. « 

Few power users would think for a moment 
that it would be good policy to run their en- 
gines without some kind of automatic regu- 
lation. This is secured by the operation of 
the governors, which control the speed with- 
im narrow limits under changes of load and 
steam pressure. 

By using a few mechanical devices, such as 
automatic stokers, damper regulators, feed 
water regulators, shaking grates, etc., the 
operation of the boiler room can be brought 
under conditions in perfect harmony with 
the working of the engines. In fact, the 
steam generating end of a plant working 
under proper regulation Will be an inde- 
pendent factor capable of delivering steam 
for any purpose up to the limits of its ca- 
pacity. The costly smoke consumer, gener- 
ally unsatisfactory, depending on the watch- 
fulmess of firemen, who often are compelled 
to work under great physical and nervous 
‘strain, should be superseded by the auto- 
matic smoke preventer. 


How to Lasso a Smokestack; 


Kites Put to Practical Use. 
By Edward E. Harbert. 


S Chicago's professional kite flyer Iam 
@eked frequently to do things for 
whith there is no precedent. 
Recently I was called upon to throw 
@ rope around the top of a 175 foot 
smokegtack at Thirty-fitth and Butler streets 
so that a steeplejack could band and repair 
the ciowly disintegrating pile of bricks and 
gave the chimney from ruin. That the poor 
eteeplejack lost his life by falling from the 
top of this same chimney ere his work scarce- 
ly was begun is another story, which has 
been told already in the news columns of Tu» 
TRIBUNE. 

The problem in this case was difficult. The 
ehimney was twenty years old and the ma- 
eonry was so rotten that it was impossible 
to drive spikes between the bricks and thus 
make an iron ladder up the outside of the 
emokestack that would hold a man’s weight. 
And the necessities of industry would not 
permit the fires in the furnaces to be put out 
Indeed, at the time we lassoed the smoke- 
stack the blast of alr which came out at the 
top was heated to a temperature of 650° 
Fahrenheit. 

* > 
Scaffolding Is Too Expensive. 

To build a scaffolding around the chimney 
from the bottom to the top would have been 
the safer and simpler way, but this would 
beve taken much time and a comparatively 
great expenditure of money. 

When a man builds a howse he works from 
the architect's plans, and he architect him- 
self draws his designe from the structural 
Wisdom of many centuries. But I was com- 
pelled to work without plans—saye such as 
sugecested themselves at the moment, and to 
overcome new difficulties. 

The fifst thing we did was to pass a kite 
over the top of the smokestack, and then by 
sending what the children ¢all a “ parachute’’ 
up the kite string to throw a trigger near 
the kite and release a bail of cord, which 
Unwound itself and floated to the ground. 
Then we pulled the kite down and caught the 
Rite string on the corner of the chimney, tak- 
Ing care that it did not cross the open top, 
Where the heat would have shrivded it in- 
stantly. 

With this fral! communication established 
With the top of the chimney, 175 feet above 
us, we drew up a stronger cord in which a 
section of wire had been set. By good luck 
@hé great care we got the wire over the top. 

- 
.. Climbed Over the Housetops. 

By meane of & light pulley attached to 
the «mi? of the wire, we next raised a still 
stronger cord and ultimately a long one inch 
rope. When the middie of the rope was rest- 
ing agatnet the smokestack near the top, we 
took the ends of the ropeand by making wide 
detours over the housetops succeeded in 
crossing the hempen lesso so that it held 
above the collar—tle collar Kself being a 
ledge of bricks about twelve inches wide 
and fourteen feet below the top of the 


cheoney. 


Our work was but half finished. It was 
easy to Ng up a puiley and traneport the 
steeplejack’s tackle and even the workman 
himself to the collar on which our lasso 
rested, but there still was a space of four- 
teem feet between this collar and the top of 
the chimney, and no man would be foolhardy 
enough to stand on this narrow ledge, 160 
feet tn the air, and try to throw a grappling 
hook over the topmost collar. 

s * 


Something Went Wrong and He Fell. 

We nailed together two sixteen foot scant- 
lings, and upon the end of this thirty-two foot 
timber we fastened a big iron hook. To the 
other end of the timber we attached a rope. 
The scantling was raised crosswise, and by 
pulling on the second rope it was thrown 
vertically against the chimney and then 
lowered ‘until the hook caught over the top. 

As the hook in the scantling was iron, and 
as it was expected the great heat would take 
the temper out of it, it was planned to grap- 
ple the top with steel hooks, but when the 
steeplejack was raised to the first ledge 
with his materials something went wrong 
and he fell, bringing the scantling and the 
rigging with hirn. 

I have been asked to lasso this smokestack 
Once more, but lam hesitating. One need not 
be called superstitious because one dreads 
to take up anew the work which resulted 
the tragic death of a fellow worker.

How Grant Park Is Filled 
With Earth from the Tunnel 


By H. F. 


AP filling in of the extension of Grant 
park beyond the Illinois Central tracks, 
like the digging of the drainage chan- 
nel, presented a problem that cated 
for the use of special machinery anda 

special system to handle the material. It 
was another case where necesaity wee the 
mother of invention. It will be remembered 
that when the drainegwe channel was being 
made it wee suggested that the earth and 
stone from that be used to fill the lakefront, 
but for some reason, perhaps the cost of 
handling and transportation, the suggestion 
was not edopted, 

After the new park had been decided upon 
filling went on for a time in a deeultory way 
by chance teamsters and contractore who 
hed refuse to get rid of. However, it was 
not uptsl the excavating of the subways for 
the Illinois Tunnel company began that the 
real and systematic task of reclaiming the 
submerged land was undertaken. The two 
enterprises seemed created for each other's 
use. The tunnel wanted a place to dump its 
borings and the lake front wanted the clay 
taken out. , 

W..J. Newman, a teaming contractor, fig- 
ured on the situation and made @ bid which 
obtained for him the contract to haul all the 
excavated matter from the shafts of the 
tunnel 

* 
New System for Handling Dirt. 

“I had a plan,” said Mr. Newman, “ when 
I made the bid, and I rigged up @ system for 
handling dirt in a manner it never had been 
handled before and mever since by any one 
elee, so far as I know. By the systen?ffol- 
lowed I can haul any kind of material fram 
sticky clay to cinders or stone, work day or 
night in any kind of weather, and handle as 
much yardage with about the same expense 
under all weather eoenditions. Thies hever 


other system that I know of. 

“Since the work began I have dumped 
1,200 to 1,500 cubic yards of clay daily with 
one derrick, one engineer, one helper, and 
the agsifance of the teamster hauling the 
load. This was made possible by the use of 
iron I-beams which I invented and laid as 
tracks for the wagons to rum on over the 
new ground. The wagon boxes hold three 

cubie yards of clay, weighing four and a 
hajf tons, and a forty-horse team could not 
hau! one over new made ground. We haul 
the loads over the rails and the empty wag- 
ona back over the ground, an” the haul! back 
is the heavier for the teams. 

“The wagon box and appliances used on 
the devrick were eo by myself.” 

“% 
Box of Dirt ined from Wagen. 

The wagon box is not @# complicated con- 
trivance. It consists of an ordinary box with 
s detached bottom, the whole resting om an 
irom frame, which in turn rests on the running 
gear. At the dumping point the teamster 
hooks two derrick chaing to the wagon and 
the engineer and derrick do the rest. The 
box is lifted bodily from the running gear, 
the loose bottom dropping ae few inches, thus 
* starting " the loac, which would otherwise 
stick tp the sides, by the jerk of the derrick’s 
pull, an@ when hoisted and swung over the 
desired spot the cley {s dumped by means of 
a trip hook which loosens one of the chains, 
allowing the bottom to swing down and the 
load to Grop out. The trip hook is operated 
by a@ ne to the engine room, the engineer 
of the derrick having absolute control of the 
entire operation until the box is back again 
on the wheels. 

Most of the rs has been done at night, 
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when 1,200 to 1,500 yards was the amount 
of soll got rid of. By day 500 to 600 yards 
from wrecked buildings and surface exca- 
vations were disposed of and the track laid 
for the next night's work. 

. * 


Cable on Randolph Street Incline. 

Another obstacle which Mr. Newman en- 
countered and overcame in the early part of 
the work was the steep incline on the Ran- 
dolph street waduct, over which a great 
part of the filling material is hauled. At 
first extra tow teams were used to help the 
loads over the guade, but the work frequent- 
ly was delayed because of the impossibility 
of getting men to welk up and down the in- 
cline in slush and rain. To get around this 
trouble Mr. Newman contrived what he calls 
a motor hoist. This consists of an electric 
motor of ten horse power which operates an 
endless wire cable.. The motor is stationed 
at the top of the incline; the cable runs 
around two drums in the motor house and 
around one at the bottom of the grade. 
Chain sections in the cable are hooked to the 
tongue of the loaded wagon, which is hauled 
up the grade without effort on the part of 
the horses. One man operates the motor, 
which ts on a truck and can be moved to any 
Gesired location. As Mr. Newman said, the 
Gevice is handy and economical, and the 
secret of his being able to hire mem to do 
his teaming in al} kinds of weather is that 
tioy- have to do no work but drive their 
horses.

The soil has been put in under the 
direction of the engineere of the South park 
board The material used, in Mr. Newman's 
opinion, is the kind most suitable to build a 
park om

Clay Ideal Foundation for Soil.

According 
to Mr, Newman's statement a maas of it ex- 
posed to the weather for four years was 
found to be as wet at a depth of twenty-four 
inches as when it.was taken from the bowels 
of the earth. 

It may be added that as accessories to the 
main object in view the contractor has es- 
tablished an industria) center of some im- 
portance. There is @ blacksmith shop, a 
carpenter shop, & wagon shop, ard 
a stable on the tew ground. The 
workshops are provided with power to 
run crosecut and band saws, drill presses, and 
bolt cutters. The dersicks were built here 
and here aleo thé wagons are repaired, horses 
shod, and all sorte of od@ jobe performed.

USSIAN diplomacy made the acquaintance 
of Draga Mashin comparatively early 
enough, when King Alexander spent part 
of the winter in 1897 at Meran (Tyro}) 
and was accompanied by his mistress, 
The Russian minister to Bavaria Mr. 
Isvolsky, came Specially from Munich to 
Meran on some secret mission to King 
ys in company 


I dare say, al- 
though I have no undoubted proof, that on that occa- 


sion Draga placed herself unreservedly at the disposal 
of the Russian government to achieve the special ob- 
jects of the Russian policy in Servia. 

I have mentioned that the members of the diplo- 
matic corps in Belgrade did not hesitate to attend the 
weekly receptions of Mme. Draga and to invite her to 
their own receptions and parties. There was nothing 
extraordinary that the Russian diplomats also went to 
see her. Yet it certainly was remarked that the Rus- 
sian military attaché, Col. Taube, and his wife were on 
most intimate terms with Draga, and while staying in 
Belgrade (they had to spend some time every year in 
Bucharest, too) almost were daily visitors at the pretty 
cottage of Mme. Mashin in Crown street, near the pal- 
ace. Mr. Neklyndoff, secretary of the Russian lega- 
tion, doing duty as chargé d'affaires, also was an assid- 
uous visitor at Mme. Mashin’s, not only on her recep- 
tion days but also on other days, It was noticed that 
Neklyndoff often met King Alexander at the house of 
his mistress and remained with them for some time. 
King Milan and his faithful Dr. Viladan knew this well, 
but thought it nothing extraordinary that Col. Taube 
and Mr. Neklyndoff paid some attention to Draga Ma- 
shin, who loved to parade her Russvphil sentiments. 
The cordiality of King Alexander with them both was 
so great that they could not for a moment suspect that 
perhaps a great intrigue against them was preparing 
slowly at his meetings with Mr. Neklyndoff in the per- 
fumed boudoir of his mistress. 

Pera Todorovitch, in his memoirs, writes as fol- 
lows: 

“On Oct. 19, 1897—the day on which King Alex- 
ander arrived in Belgrade from Paris, accompanied’ by 
his father, Milan—I had at the house of a prominent 
radical politician a meeting with the distinguished 
Russian diplomatist, Mr. T. (probably Mr. Tsvoliky), 
and had with him a conversation which lasted fully 
four hours. According to the Russian diplomatist the 
return of King Milan to Servia meant the inauguration 
of great and dangerous changes in the home as well as 
foreign policy of Servia. In the internal policy the 
liberal régime will be replaced again by the régime of 
‘order and work,’ which practically means ‘the court 
to give orders and the people to execute them.’ The 
promised change of the constitution will be adjourned 
at least by three or four years. In the foreign policy 
the inaugurated entente with Russia will be aban- 
doned, and Servia and Austria-Hungary again politic- 
ally are to embrace each other. With Austrian mil- 
lions King Milan will transform Nish into a great for- 
tified camp, into which Austria-Hungary could in the 
case of necessity throw 200,000 men, command the Bel- 
grade-Salonica road, and become the master of: the 
southwestern part of the Balkan peninsula. This the 
Servians ought never to permit to be done. They must 
prevent the accomplishment of Milan’s plans by every 
means and force him to leave Servia for good. 

“Russia would help them to do that, but in a cer- 
tain form and under certain precautions, as it is not 
advisable that Russia openly should meddle with the 
internal questions of Servia. Russia interests herself 
for Servia only because your country is a Slavonic and 
orthodox country. She wants to save you from being 
transformed into Germans and Catholics. That is the 
only reason why Russia would be prepared to help you 
to get rid of King Milan., Some means must be found 
to force him to leave the country and never to return. 
In politics the women often play important parts. 
Frenchmen have good reason when they say “cherchez 
la femme!” Such means you ought to adopt here. 
King Alexander, being young as he is, you will suc- 
ceed easily by such methods. To separate definitely 
the son from his father and to force King Milan to 
leave Servia forever at the bidding of his own son— 
such a result a woman only could achieve. You ought 
to find such a woman.” 

“Probably you have in view a proper marriage of 
the king?’ I asked him. 

“By marriage or not, all the same! King Milan 
thinks to obtain for his son the hand of a German 
princess, and thereby to secure for him the protector- 
ship of Emperor William. But by such a marriage the 
king and Servia would be drawn into the German wa- 
ters and be lost for the Slavonic idea. Yuu Servians 
must prevent that by all means. And the best tool for 
such an object is a proper woman. This is my own 
idea. which I have communicated already some time 
ago to some of my Russian and Servian friends! In- 
deed, it may be that by this time something in that 
direction has been accomplished.” 

Mr. TodorovitcH draws the attention to the fact 
that on that day a communication was sent from the 
court to his own paper, the Male Novine, announcing 
that the court lady of. Queen Nathalie, Mme. Draga 
Mashin, had been at her own request relieved, of her 
duties on account of her bad health. Mr. Todorovitch 
goes on to argue that after all the report may be true 
that Queen Nathalie acted on the advice of her Rus- 
sian friends when she placed her pretty “court lady” 
in the path of her young son. 

If such reports could be verified they enormously 
would intensify the tragedy of the poor young man, 
the last of the Obrenovitches. Would it not be intense- 
ly tragic if a woman, to harm her hated husband, 
caused in the end the ruin of her own beloved son? 

However, not only is it not possible to verify those 
reports, but other facts prove that, the moment Queen 
Nathalie discovered the relations of her court lady 
with her son, she dismissed Mme: Mashin. 

But what Queen Nathalie did not do fate did. It 
would have been better if the queen had retained 
Draga at Biarritz, but evidently she could not. Draga 
was predestined to fill one of the principal parts in the 
great tragedy, and she had to go to Belgrade to enjoy 
the love of the young King Alexander in the shadow 
of the old palace, dreaming of the throne and the 
crown, without a thought of what awaited her and her 
beloved Sasha, a few years later on, in the same old 
palace of Belgrade. And was the poor woman con- 
sciously or urmconsciously nothing but a fascinating 
servant, a beautiful but helpless tool in the hands of 
Russia? 

I again quote from Mr. Todorovitch’s memoirs. 

One day. in March, 1900, the prefect of the police, 
Mr. Rista Bademlich, called Mr. Todorovitch to his 
office in the prefecture. Both men were old friends, 
both sincerely devoted to King Milan and to his son. 

“TI want you,” said the prefect to Mr. Todorovitch, 
“to help me with your better knowledge of the Rus- 
sian language to find out what is the true object of a 
Russian who arrived in our town a few days ago and 
who insists on having a private audience with King 
Milan. You take the place at that table and I will in- 
troduce you to him as my private secretary.” 

He sent for the Russian, who in less than a quar- 
ter of an hour arrived, as he was staying at the Hotel 
Imperial, not far from the prefecture. The Russian 
was a tall and handsome man of middle age, with‘a 
well groomed grayish beard, large blue and smiling 
eyes, well dressed, and distinguished looking. When 
the Prefect Bademlich introduced to him Mr. Todero- 
vitch as his private secretary the Russian looked 
steadily into the face of Mr. Todorovitch and then, 
turning to the prefect, said in a tone which betrayed 
great surprise: 

“What is that? Why is that? Why this mystifi- 
cation? Sir, this gentleman is not your secretary, he 
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is a journalist!” And then, turning to Mr. Todoro- 
vitch, he said: ‘“ Peter Todorovitch, do you not remem- 
ber me—Stakevitch-Matushkin?’ 

Then Mr. Todorovitch recognized an old Russian 
friend, whom he knew some twenty years ago in Paris 
in the cirele of the Russian emigrants, and whom he 
lately met at the celebration of Pushkin’s centenary 
in St. Petersburg. He explained to him satisfactorily 
the “mystification”™ of his acting as pseudo secretary 
of the prefect. Then they both—Mr. Bademlich and 
Mr. Todorovitch—tried for some time unsuccessfully 
to find out the nature of the communication which he 
wished “under four eyes” to communicate to King 
Milan. But he persisted in refusing it, only assuring 
them that King Milan would not repent if he received 
him, and he left them, saying that he intended to leave 
Belgrade at once. Mr. Todorovitch followed him and 
had all sorts of interesting talk with him. At the 
moment of taking leave of each other Matushkin 
looked for some moments straight into the eyes of his 
Servian friend, and then said with evident emotion and 
great emphasis: 

“Peter Todorovitch, listen! Not six months will 
pass from this day and you will have here in Servia a 
great crisis and a fatal political change. All the plans 
of King Milan will be destroyed. He himself will be 
removed brutally from Servia. King Alexander will 
fall into Russian slavery. He will be married to a 
common woman, who is in no respects a proper party 
for him. He will remain without children, and will be 
ruined. Servia may be in such a position that she 
may, indeed, disappear as an independent state! And 
all this will be done by perfidious Russian policy, using 
as a tool a common woman, and—what astonishes me 
as still more extraordinary—a Servian woman! Peter 
Todorovitch, remember what I have told you this day! 
Good-by!” f 

One of the women belonging to the upper ten of 
Belgrade society, the wife of a general, who was an 
intimate friend of Draga, Mashin before she became the 
queen of King Alexander, told me what in her own 
circle of friends was believed to be the true story of 
how this fatal marriage came about. 

“Of course,” began Mme. N. N., “ we all Knew that 
King Alexander was much in love with Draga and 
that she simply adored him. How often have I not 
said to her: ‘Look here, Draga, thou beautifiest thy- 
self too much, and there is no wonder that the king 
is so much in love with thee. But surely thou will’st 
not turn his head to that degree that he might make 
thee the queen of Servia? Draga would always jump 
up in a rage and indignation: ‘ What thinkest thou 
I am? I hate thee for talking such nonsense. Thou 
knowest I adore Sasha, and just because I adore him 
I never shall stand for a moment between him and his 
duty. He must marry a foreign princess, who would 
bring him valuable political connections, wealth, per- 
haps even true happiness, and I gladly will sacrifice 
my own happiness to.his! We knew also that she 
really spoke in the same way to King Alexander. 

“Then the Russian general, N. N., arrived in Bel- 
grade. You know him? Well, you must Know whom 
he married!” 

“No.” I said. “I knew him as a bachelor, who had 
a Roumanian girl for his mistress.” 

“Very well,” continued my friend. “The same 
girl became his wife. During their prolonged stay 
here they went often to Draga, and she became fond 
of the general's wife. The little Roumanian told her 
one day that, although the general was fond of her, he 
never meant to marry her, until she heard of an old 
Roumanian witch, somewhere in the neighborhood of 
Plojest, went to see her, and for a few napoleons ob- 
tained the assurance that she will make him marry 
her. and a charm which she gave her general to drink 
in a cup of coffee. 

“Not quite two weeks after this assurance, and 
not quite a week after that coffee, the general one 
morning rose up seemingly absorbed in deep and mel- 
ancholy thoughts. ‘What is the matter? his little 
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Roumanian sweetheart asked. ‘A great deal is the 
matter,’ answered the general, always lost in thought. 
“My conscience tells me that our present relations 
ought not to be continued, and that, if I am an honest 
and honorable man, I ought to make you before God 
and before man my lawful wife!’ She laughed at him 
and refused him. He repeated his offer and she re- 
peated her refusal every morning through a whole 
week, until at last the general said that he had no al- 
ternative but to marry her and face bravely the re- 
proaches of his relatives and friends, or—to kill him- 
self! The Roumanian sweetheart of the old general 
then gave her consent. Telling that story with all the 
details, she asked Draga to give her some of her own 
hair and some of King Alexander's, and she would on 
her own responsibility see the Plojest witch again. 
We, of course, do not know if Draga really did send 
the hair to the Plojest witch, but we all conclude that 
she must have done so, seeing that King Alexander be- 
haved exactly as the Russian general.” . 

I reproduce “this story here not because I think it 
may be true in all its details, but because it largely 
was believed among the women of Belgrade and be- 
cause it is a picturesque illustration of the general be- 
lief that the marriage of King Alexander with Draga 
Mashin was prearranged by Russia. 


CHAPTER X1. 
The Woman in the Case. 


T is remarkable what a fatal influence 
woman exercised on the life and political 
eareer of the prénces of the Obrenovitch 
dynasty. 

Prince Milosh Obrenovitch L was an 

exceedingly gifted and energetic man, 4 

true born leader of men, not only the 

founder of a dynasty but the founder and 

the creator of the autonomous Servian principality. A 

strong man in the struggle with men and political diffi- 

culties he had a great weakness for the female sex. His 

infidelities gave just cause for resentment to his beau- 

tiful wife. Princess Lubitza, and that resentment gave a 

powerful assistance to the opponents of Prince Milosh. 

Without the domestic trouble caused by the perfectly 

justified jealousy of his wife Prince Milosh probably 
would not have been sent into exile in 1839. 

Prince Michael Obrenovitch IV. was a noble man, @ 
great patriot, and an able statesman, the finest indi- 
viduality in the history of Servia during the nineteenth 
century. By his diplomacy he obtained without war or 
other sacrifice the evacuation of the Turkish fortresses 
on the Servian territory. Yet his separation from his 
beautiful but childless wife, Princess Julia (née 
Countess Hunyady), and his intention to marry Cather- 
ine. the daughter of his cousin, Mme. Auka Constantino- 
vitch, gave to the partisans of Karageorgevitch one of 
the pivots by which they raised up dissatisfaction 
among the people against even such a generous man 
and successful ruler. While he was walking with his 
cousin. Mme. Auka, and her daughter, accompanied only 
by an aid de camp, on 4a lonely path in the forest of 
Koshutnyak he was, on the fatal 29th of May (O. 8.), 
1268. attacked by conspirators and cruelly murdered. 

What bitterness and humiliation, what dissatisfac- 
tion in the country and in Europe at large was created 
by the unseemly and undignified quarrel between King 
Milan and Queen Nathalie is well known. And I have 
not the slightest doubt that the fatal revolution, the 
abdication, was instilled into his mind by his mistress, 
Mme.. Arthemise Christitch. 

The terrible end of King Alexander Obrenovitch Vv. 
was mainly brought about, and the tragedy of his life 
deepened, by his love for Draga Mashin. 

Who was Draga Mashin? 

One of the more prominent and influential Servians 
who supported Milosh Obrenovitch when he invited the 
people to rise again against the Turks (Palm Sunday, 
1815,.at Takoo church) was Nikola Lunyevitsa, It is

not clear if ever he commanded a body of armed Serv- 
jans in the insurrection against the Turks, or if he ever 
had been called a voyvode, but there is no doubt that 
he was a man of good common sense, calm and wise of 
judgment, and as a successful -exporter of cattle and 
pigs from Servia had made lots of @noney. He was pa- 
triotic enough to lend Milosh Obrenovitch money when- 
ever he wanted to buy arms. Milosh liked him and 
esteemed him so much that he made him hie “ pobra- 
tim "—“ adopted brother.” Milosh Obrenovitch and 
Nikola Lunyevitza never addressed each other other 
than as “ pobratime "—viz.: “Thou who art as a brother 
to me!”’ 

The son of-this Nikola Lunyevitza,.Panta, was pre- 
fect of Schabatz during the earlier years of King 
Milan’s reign. Toward the end of his life he became 
unhinged in his mind and died in an asylum. He had 
several daughters, of whom the second bore the popular 
name “Draga,” which in the Servian language means 
“The dear one.” 
¢ This “dear one” was a pretty girl, with elegant 
figure, pale yet somehow warm complexion, finely cut 
features, and with wonderfully beautiful, velvety brown, 
jarge, and expressive eyes. When quite a schgolgir! 
she married Svetozar, the younger son of Dr. Mashin, a 
Czek (Bohemian) by birth, but a naturalized Servian 
citizen, a successful and skillful doctor, but unpopular 
on account of his bad temper and unscrupulous princi- 
ples. 

Svetozar Mashin was a mining engineer by profes- 
sion in the employment of the ministry of finance. He 
died after hardly a year of his wedded life, suddenly but 
not mysteriously. The enemies of Queen Draga liked 
to spread the report that she had poisoned her first hus- 
band. But at the time of his death I was minister of 
finance and he one of my secretaries of the mining de- 
partment, and as such was ordered to manage for a 
short time the government’s mining establishment. 

I remember at the time I was told that my secre- 
tary died of delirium tremens, and I was not surprised, 
as I knew him to be a hard drinker. 

A young and pretty widow—with a small fortune 
and still smaller pension, which, I think, was not more 
than #8 a month, which she drew from the government 
as the widow of a state employé—she was surrounded by 
many 4améirers, dangers, and temptations. Queen Na- 
thalie, who delighted in doing good and charitable ac- 
tions, was told that this pretty and bright young woman 
was the granddaughter of Prince Milosh’s “ probatim,” 
and she took at once deep interest in her. I am sure 
the queen would not have done that if she had known 
that the rumors already set in motion about her love in- 
trigues with gentlemen had any real foundation. No- 
ticing that her education was only that which a daugh- 
ter of the middle class people could enjoy in Servia the 
queen paid teachers of foreign languages for her and 
inspired in her the taste for reading French and Genman 
books. She made remarkable progress and her royal 
benefactress was proud to introduce such a pretty, wit- 
ty, and apparently cultured young Servian lady to the 
families of the foreign diplomatists accredited to -+the 
Servian court. She moved in the best society of the 
Servian capital and was received everywhere with much 
pleasure. : 

Of course, in a small town like Belgrade, tongues 
are sharper than in a great town, and imagination tries 
always to supply the Chronique Scandaleuse with in- 
vented stories for want of real facts. Many an envious 
Belgrade beauty had only one explanation for the 
pretty young widow's frequent visits to the palace—viz. : 
that she was the mistress of King Milan! ‘The intimate 
friends of King Milan knew well who his mistress was, 
or, to be more precise, who his mristresses had been since 
1880 at different periods. 

I safely can say that Draga Mashin never was the 
mistress of King Milan. “A great psychic as he was, he 
had from the beginning of her connection with the 
court a sort of aversion for her. At the time I used to 
explain that aversion by the fact that Draga Mashin 
was one of the favorites of Queen Nathalie and King 
Milan could not bear the favorites of his wife. 

When Queen Nathalie in 1890 decided to settle in 
France and built for herself a pretty villa, Sashino, 
at Biarritz. she took Draga Mashin as her dame d’hon- 
neur. To permanemly be in the company of such a 
woman as Queen Nathalie was a liberal education in 
itself. 

It is fair to say that the accusations, which after 
her marriage with King Alexander her personal enemies 
and the enemies of the Obrenovitch dynasty threw out 
against her as if she had been 4 woman of loose char- 
acter, seem to me to be without foundation. I person- 
ally do not know a single fact which could be con- 
strued in that sense against her, except the fact that 
she became the mistress of King Alexander. I admit 
that my testimony is not worth much, as I did not 
watch her career, but I am sure that a woman #0 abso- 
lutely virtuous as Queen Nathalie and, at the same time, 
@ woman so wide awake, so sharp, 80 decisive, and 
uncompromising, and one who had extraordinary means 
to know and to hear, would not have taken Draga 
Mashin as her dame d’honneur if she hed the slightest 
cause of suspicion as to her character. The fact that 
Queen Nathalie took Draga to her court in 1890 speaks 
in favor of Draga’s character up to that time. Nor is it 
likely that while she was living in Sashino, permanently 
under the eyes of Queen Nathalie, she could have in- 
dulged in love intrigues with any one. The moment 
Queen Nathalie one of her letters proving 
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that she had a love intrigue with King Alexander she 
dismissed her at once. As a young, pretty, and spirited 
woman, surrounded by flattering and admiring, perhaps 
even adoring, men, young and old, she might have in- 
dulged in some flirtation, but in my opinion, and to my 
best knowledge, she was the mistress of only one man— 
King Alexander. ‘ ; , 
There is a curious incident belonging to the time 
Draga Mashin was Queen Nathalie’s court lady. The 
story was told confidentially to some intimate friends 
by Mile. Tzana Gyevitch, who acted for some time at 
Biarritz as Queen Nathalie’s maid of honor while Draga 
functioned as lady of honor. One day the queen went to 
Paris to visit her sister, Princess Ghica, and took both 
her ladies with her. Before returning from Paris she 
went, accompanied by Mme. Draga and Mile. Tzana, to 
see and consult the famous Parisian clairvoyante, Mme. 
Thebes. What she told the queen is not reported, except 
that she said: “Your majesty is cherishing in your 
bosom a poisonous snake, which one day will give you 
a mortal wound.” To Mile. Tzana she said that she 
never would marry (and she still is unmarried when I 
write this). To Mme. Draga Mashin she said: “You 
have great ambition; you will have an extraordinary 
career; you will marry the highest personage in the 
country, but you will bring only ruin to your husband 
and you will perish with him!” * 


After the marriage of King Alexander with Draga — 


Mashin this extraordinary story appeared in one of 
the Servian newspapers, and naturally created a great 
sensation. Both Queen Draga and Kimg Alexander 
were annoyed exceedingly, and. as Draga suspected 
Mile. Tzana of having communicated it to the press, 
poor Mile. Tzana was summoned before the prefect of 
the police to show why she should not be punished 
for an indiscretion which was disturbing the peace 


of the royal couple as well as of the loyal citizens. ; 


Mile. Tzana requested and obtained permission to see 
the queen and prove to her that she waa innocent. 
But this conyinced only more fully the people that the 
story was true. The clairvoyance of Mme. Thebes 
received, some nine years later, terrible confirmation. 

King Alexander seems to have been in certain re- 
spects abnormally constituted. The question is a 
physiological one and of a delicate nature. On one 
occasion a doctor, who knew the young king well, told 
me that he doubted that King Alexander ever would 
have an heir to the throne. In 1895 King Milan told 
me in Paris that, although his Sasha was quiie a 
brilliant “ gargon,” im one point he astonished him; nat 
only that in the society of ladies he was absurdly 
“gauche,” but that he absolutely seemed to be im 
pervious to the influence of the most charming women 
in the world. Poor King Milan did not ow at that 
time that there was somewhere in the world, and not 
far from Paris, a woman to whose charms his intel- 
lectually brilliant, but otherwise cold, son already 
had succumbed. . ae 

King Alexander informed me qn one occasion 
(after his marriage) that he fell in love with Draga 
while visiting his mother, Queen Nathalie, at Biarritz 
in 1897. He said the same thing to Mr. Vukashin Petro- 
vitch, the temporary president of his government in 
1900. For a month or six weeks he constantly was 
in the company of the fascinating young widow, not 
always under the vigilant eyes of his mother, He and 
Draga went almost daily for a ride on their bicycles 
and often quite alone. They used to swim in the sea 
together, or rather to take lessons in swimming to- 
gether. Many people blame Queen Nathalie for allow- 
ing her son to be so much and in such circumstances 
with her attractive dame d'honneur, and some even 
suspected that she intentionally led him to fall in love 
with her court lady in order to displace altogether 
King Milan's influence with his son. Certainly neither 
Milan nor Nathalie, in their hatred of each other, were 
overscrupulous in selecting their weapons, but who- 
ever knew Queen Nathalie’s character also would know 
that she was incapable of such a mean and dangérous 
intrigue. She wanted naturally to sée her Sasha 
pleased and happy as her guest, and she had full con- 
fidence in her dame d'honneur. 

King Alexander told the Minister Vukashin Petro- 
vitch that Draga when he fell in love with her was 
an absolutely virtuous woman; that she rejected with 
indignation his advances; that on one occasion, when 
in blind passion he entered her room in the Villa 
Sashino, she peremptorily asked him to leave at once; 
and when he hesitated she took him by the shoulders, 
pushed +" out, and turned the key in the door. Of 
course, such conduct added fresh fuel to the fire of, his 
love. But was the conduct of the young widow the 
cOnduct of an honorable woman, or was it but the 
clever acting of a schemer? If the poor boy took it 
as the honorable conduct of an honest woman, and his 
virtuous and experienced mother thought her court 
lady perfectly honest and reliable, what right have we 
to declare that Draga Mashin acted only as a clever 
but unscrupulous intriguing woman? 

King Alexander told the same Minister Vukashing 
Petrovitch that Draga resisted his advances for more 
than three years. But they seem to have been writing 
to each other endearing love letters. One of these 
fell into the hands of Queen Nathalie. She was dum- 
founded by the discovery. In a great rage she ordered 
her court lady and for years her favorite to leave 
Sashino forever. Not satisfied with this, Queen Na- 
thalie wrote to some of her lady friends that Draga 
Mashin had betrayed her confidence and behaved as a 
“bad woman.” I have heard repeatedly about the ex- 
istence of such a! er, but I have never seen a copy. 

Draga Mashin left Sashino and came to Belger-4e, 
A small but pretty and comfortable house was e’ ‘ 
in the neighborhood of the old palace, sum) 
furnished, and Draga Mashin installed as its 
and as mistress of King Alexander of Servia. 

King Milan hated the woman, but thought himself 
not justified in interfering in the love affair of “his 
king and master,” as he loved to call his son. Dr. 
Viadan Georgevitch, the premier. as he tells us himself 
in his remarkable memoirs, tried even once in the dis- 
cussion with the prefect of the Belgrade pdlice to 
justify his king and master for having this one and 
only mistress. The Archbishop Inntiocentius knew of it 
and never opened his lips to say a word on the im- 
morality of such relations. All the officers, all the 
citizens, knew about it; all the diplomatists, and even | 


ithe most distinguished among them, went to the weekly | 


receptions of Mme. Draga and invited her to their 
dinners and entertainments.

‘ Another law.attempts to prohibit the placing of 
flower pots, milk bottles, or other objects on a window 
sill. In passing along his beat in some apartment house 
neighborhoods the patrolman might see hundreds of vio. 
lations of this ordinance in an hour. 

A section of the municipal code almost unknown to 
the ordinary householder is that which provides for the 
yearly painting or whitewashing of cellars and base- 
ments, while another section. requires that all the old 
wall paper must be removed and the walls cléaned be- 
fore the rooms are repapered. 

An important law, and one which often is broken, 
provides that “any person or corporation engaged in the 
business of selling coal in the city to be delivered in 
the city shall deliver to the purchaser at the time of 
the delivery of the coal purchased a certificate signed 
by a city weigher, showing the weight of the coal so 
delivered and the weight of the wagon or cart.” 

When your coal man fails to bring this certificate 
of weight, signed by a city weigher, he has broken the 
law and exposed himself to a minimum fine of $20. The 
city weigher, it is worth mentioning, receives 10 cents 
for this certificate, and one wonders why he doesn't ing, 
sist upon his rights. Is it possible that the coal dealer 
finds that dime too much to pay—with the resultant 
guarantee of full weight? 
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This 1s a Queer State Law About Babies. 


Every family that ever has possessed a baby will 
be interested in a small but startling act of the Illinois 
législature. It is a law of the state—though four law- 
yers who were iriterviewed never had heard of it—that 
if any nurse or person who has charge of an infant 
shall notice any inflammation of the infant's eyes, 
written notice of the fart shall be sent within Six hours 
to the health officer or physiciah. The penalty for failure 
may be a fine of $100 or six months’ imprisonment. 
As most babies during the first two weeks of life pre- 
scribed by the act have their tender eyes more or less 
inflamed, and as nobody ever heard of the nurse or 
mother sérving notice of the fact on thé health office, it 
follows that this law fs violated in abotit evéry family 
blessed with a baby. What the legislature had in mind 
when it passed this little law with the big penalty is act 
clear, though the statute is é@ntitled “ah act fdr the 
prevention of blindness.” 

Another queer staté law, perhaps not ofter troken. 
provides a fine for any person who wears a G. A: R. 
badge without authority of that orgdnigation. Why fit 
include the masors, and odfdfellows, and other orders?

bh The state law against open saloons, barber shops, 
or places of amusement on Sunday is a dead letter in 
the city, and the state law against gaming, which is 
more inclusive than the municipal code, is not quoted 
often. 

It is necessary only to read the multiplicity of pro- 
visions in the municipal code in reference to buildings, 
ventilation, teaming, health, and food adulterations and 
labels to see that practically every man in business is a 
constant violator of the law. Perhaps it is impossible to 
transact business and obey all the technicalities of the 
law, and it seems to be accepted by those who enforce 
the law that, so long as the business man obeys the 
spirit of the law, he shall not be harassed by the 
strict letter. Among the more usual violations of the 
business laws might be mentioned the following: 
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HICAGO is a city of lawbreakers. 
When the 2,000,000 people of the town 
collide with thé 2,499 séctions of thé 
municipal code, it is the code that gives 
way. Chicago people are not wicked, but 
they take a contemptuotiS whack at the 
statutes and ordinances. 
It is estimated that Chicago's 2,000,000 
citizens violate the law 32,000,000 times a day. 
Everybody breaks the law some time. Most people 
break it every day, and not a few feputable citizens 
manage to criminally violate the code hundreds of times 
daily and yet keep out of tlie clutches of the police. 
It is not merely the water waste law, the garbage 
removal law, the tax law, or the dog license law—all of 
which were made to be brokén, ahd are ignored or violat- 
ed by the flower of the town without a disapproving 
qualm of conscience—but there are hundreds of other fe | . ' WN

statute free from punishment, no matter what crimes 
they commit—would be able to keep out of jail. It 
would take aii army of policemén larger thah the Russian 
forces in Manchuria td make all the arreSts, and these 
officers first would have to arrest éach other and give 
ball before théy started after thé citizens. And If all 
the minimiim fines could be asSessed and collected the 
city Would be provided with revenue for at least a hun- 
dred years. 

Thirty-two million vivlations of the law a day might 
sound as if it were an astoundingly large estimate, unt! 
one comes to study the statute books and discovers laws 
unheard of, laws thalt never were enforced ana probably 
never were intended to be enforcéad when they weré 
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One Man Violates Law 18 Times in 25 Minutes. 


Just follow any man you meet on the street two 
blocks and, if he does not violate the anti-expectoration 
ordinance, the chances are he will violate some other. 
The estimators, who watched people closely, arrived at 
a stupendous figure on violations of the anti-expecto- 
ration law, and then, for the sake of conservatism, de- 
cided to cut it In half and allow an average of only 21.2 
‘to every person in the city per day. One man. who was 
watched, violated the law eighteen times within 25 
minutes so that a total of 5,000,000 violations of that 
law per day seems reasonable. 

The milkman is the greatest lawbreaker in Chicago. 
He could be arrested on an average once every minute 
during the six or séven hours it takes him to make his 
morning calls. He jumps out of his wagon and runs up 
to the kitchen door, and while measuring out your 
“g ree cents’ wort’ of cream” he has violated section 
1424 of the municipal code, which forbids him to leave 
his horse unhitched.

How Fines Would Accumulate Against Milkmen. 


He might be fined $10 for this. and. as he repeats 
the offense at every kitchen door on his route, he becomes 


ya muitiplied lawbreaker, and would pay about $4,600 


Into the city treasury if assessed the maximum fine 
each time he breaks the law. He would be obliged to 
charge something like $100 a quart for m}k in order to 
pay his fines and remain in business. If to this might 
be added a separate fine for each time he swears at his 
horse, or at your neighbor's dog, as well as an ovcasiona! 
fine for infractions of the law regulating milk dealers, 
he would have to hire a bookkeeper to figure his liabil- 
ities and write checks payable to the city. 

Teamsters and drivers of other vehicles than wagons 
perhaps follow the milk wagon men in number of vio- 
lations of the ordinance. In South Clark street, on a 
busy morning 126 violations of the law were observed 
in one hour and within two blocks. 

But the milkman as a lawbreaker is in the best of 
company. The churches and Sunday schools are law- 
breakers, too. It probably will surprise them to know 


“that all the church entertainments, concerts, cantatas, 


lectures, and picture shows for which an admission fee 
is charged are called “amusements” under the new 
code, and may not he given lawftilly unless a license 
first is obtained from the mayor and the proper fee paid, 
The penalty for violating this law is a fine ef not less 
than $50 nor more than $200. Of coursé¢, the city has 


not applied thie ofrdinanhtre to churches, and probably 
will not. 


* * 
Churches Should Have Amusement Licehées. 


“It seems cléat that the churches would have to 
get out licenses for any sort of paid entértainments, or 
else not be allowed to give them,” said Maclay Hoyne 
of the corporation counsel's office, when his attention 
was called to the law. “The provisions of the ordinance 
are wide in scope, and no exception is made for religious 
organizations.” : 

Perhaps the most universally violated law in the 
code—and it is hard to see how any soul in town can 
escape it—is section 1564. It reads: 

“I> person shall go upon the @rass, lawn, or turf 
of the parks except when and where the word ‘com- 
mon’ is posted, imdicating that persons are at liberty 
at that time and place to go on the grass.” Everybody 
that visits a park violates this law at least twenty times 
at each visit.

Law Against Flying Kites Is Not Enforced. 


Another law of which the children are not aware is 
that forbidding them to fiy kites in the street. The 
ordinance provides that “no person shall fise or fly or 
attempt to rise of fly any kite in any street or other 
public place in the city, under a penalty of $% for each 
offense.”’ 

“Of course, we make no attempt to enfdfce that 


law,” said a city official. “I didn’t know there was 
such a law. How could we efiforce it?” How. in@eed! 

It also is against the law to play games inh the street, 
or to throw any missile—* missile,’ for exatmiple, mean- 
ing a baseball—either in the streets, parks, or other 
public places. 

Among the minor infractions of the law might be 
mentioned one which should interest women particularly. 
It is section 1299, and provides, among other things, 
that ashes or feathers shall not be shaken of “agitated ’ 
where they are liable to be blown by the wind, nor 
“shall any mat, carpét, or Cloty be shaken of beatén 
‘ nor any cloth or gartient scoured, cleaned, or 
hung whete particles sét in motion may pass into any

Law Regulates Cabbage Culture in a Great City. 


The cabbage plant law, embodied in section 1278, 
is more amusing than important, though it is violated 
by dalmiost every gardener who grows cabbages. For 
some réason not explained, it provides that “ No cabbage 
head, cabbage stalk, or other portion of any cabbage 
plant shall be allowed to remain upon any gardén, field, 
or Open Space within the city between the 15th day of 
Oetober in any year and the 15th day of April next 
thereafter following, unless the same shall be covered 
under at least one foot of earth. The penalty is¥a fine 
of not less than $5 nor more than $100 a day. | 

It is a ¢rime, and might cost the perpetrator $100, 
to buy a live chicken at the market, tie its legs, and carry 
it home hanging Head downward. The city rightiy fot- 
bids cruelty to anitmals. For instance, if you do net 
feed, and water, and shelter you cat, you are 4 law- 
breaker. 

The law requiring women to remove their hdts in 
theaters usually is enforced, and the well known law 
against spitting on the sidewalk is enforced spasinod- 
ically. 

If the police should inaugurate a crusade agaifst all 
offenders and enforce dll laws, not spasmedically but 
persjstently—but Why speculate?

Browns, Grays, and Blues Are to Be the Fall Colors. 


OWN for the crowd, dark gun metal grays, 

known as London Smoke, for the street and 

morning garb of the best dressed, with vio- 

lets and purple shaties for the person whose 

pocket book permits luxurious afternoon and 

visiting gowns, with an always pretty sprink- 
ling of navy and green, the latter combined with brown 
or with black. These are to be the fall colors. 

The fall shapes will have as great a variety, de- 
pending upon the fancy as to length of jacket. There 
isn’t any oneness to anything except the fall fabric, and 
that will be broadcloth, which comes not only in plain 
eolors but in beautiful invisible stripes and checks. 
Yes. there is an unwritten law that every coat shall 
come below the belt. 

This is accomplished in many ways—to be selected 
by the discerning woman according to her figure. 

There is the new variety of the pony coat, which is 
almost form fitting at the back and sides, and which 
should be chosen by the woman whose hips are no larger 
than her shoulders. 

There is the Louls XIV. coat, giving the idea of 
slenderness if the hips are not over large, and always 
becoming to the woman with good shoulders and bust. 

There is the military jacket, a couple of inches 
sharter, which also needs a reasonably nice figure, part 
of which can be cut into it and furnished with padding. 

There will be a few long seven-eighths coats, half 
fitting in the front end with a long narrow vest set in. 

Then there is the nondescript jacket of hip length, 
beautifully cut by some tailors, which has its fronts 
elongated into a peplum, fitting closely around the sides 
and back. 

There are peplums galore set In as described upon 
reefers, added to the coats of Norfolk cut and sewed toa 
belt attached to an Eton top part. These will be popu- 
lar coats to the person of average figure, the Eton upper 
part helping to buiid becoming lines like the blouse. 

Sleeves are three-quarters or longer, the lower part 
plaited down in tapering line, either at the elbow or the 
hand. 
In skirts everything of the substantial and plainly 
tailored variety is laid in plaits of some form or other, 
and there is here ‘a noticeable distinction. It is the 
typical dressmaker kilt skirt which flares—tafior’s skirts 
fall straight. These are in all varieties of plaits, from 


side plaits, set in solidly all around. This last makes 
a pretty skirt. All strictly tailor skirts are even all 
around, the length just clearing the ground. 

There is much to be said for the gun metal color, as 
it expresses itself in such pretty cloths and works up 
into such attractive accessories. The dress scheme 
built on it can be carried out in jewelry trappings, not 
only in the somber gun metal dear to woman's heart, 
but in a thousand things that shade with it. Dark 
smoked peaftl buttons with silver rims, hat pins with 
dark lead colored and silver tops, pretty oxydized metal 
with rhinestone settings, and other hat pins with big 
smoky knobs of lava colored enamel with dark sea blue 
shadings are among the things which are shown at a 
specialty importing house as At accompaniments to this 
color, There are gun metal bags in new patterns that 
remind one of crocheting. These are real, but there 
also are gun metal beads in the graduated sizes which, 
in one color or another, always surmount the color 
scheme of the most conventionally dressed women. 
These, if not in the real metal, are in some material that 
is so near like it that they are equally fitting for a gray 
and white and black dress scheme. 

One of the best things about the color is that it 
shades into black, and black leather possessions fit nice- 
ly with it. The popular Parisian gray veils in lace and 
chiffons, shading from pearl to the darkest smoke color, 
and gray snake leather bags and belts, form only @ 
tenth part of the gray trappings. There ig a perfect 
match for these shadings in the blue fox furs, so-called, 
which after all are not prohibitory in price. Dark 
squirrel will be good on account of the gray shadings. 

Brown will not be without distinction Tor the woman 
who has good brown furs and the woman with bright 
and light hair, although it can be counted on to be the 
color of the many. It also is being catered to tempt- 
ingly in lovely mousquetaires, in eoft suede, and in 
strong leathery looking but attractive glacé. There are 
three prevailing browns—wood, snuff, and tobacco—the 
last being the most popular and generally becoming. To 
any of these, and especially to the coppery kinds, buckles 
and buttons harmonize temptingly. Wood centers with 
dull gold rims are among the buttons. For the brown 
dresser, too, there are brought large hat pins with 
knobs of tortoise shell, making wonderfully pretty 


combs. 

These seem but trifling arguments in the color of 
one’s fall costume, and yet the good effect often is made 
by a few bits of jewelry and leather that harmonize or 


correspond. Green and black is one of the good com- 
binations, especially in the checked broadcloths. These 
not only are treated plainly but are lovely with fanciful 
trimmings. One with a little coat finished with pep- 
lums has black silk braid ornaments set on with black 
crochet buttons. Silver bullet buttons in smooth, bright 
finish, which are among the things that will be seen 
much, are set on a narrow dark green velvet vest. The 
coat has a dark green velvet collar and bias edge set in 
sleeve. There also is an edge of pale blue silk set 
beyon’ that and the same around the outside edge of 
the collar. The skirt falls in the narrow straight side 
plaits before described. 
* 

Braid ts the popular trimming, and, as the home 
dressmaker knows, braid that is good braid runs into 
money fast. Yet there is no way in which such elab- 
orate and yet substantial effects can be gotten, even by 
the amateur. It is put on fancifully and also used as 
binding. A little black and red cheviot suit has a hip 
box jacket bound with it in nearly inch width. Plain 
rows of it come together on the cuffs of another mixed 
cheviot and outline a belt. The ends are finished off 
with the silver buttons set close together. These but- 
tons are put on regardless of the useful buttons, which 
in the same suit will be of crochet or perhaps of the 
black bone kind used on men’s clothes. In the same 
way two kinds of braid will be used on the same cos- 
tume. Cheviots have self-colored braids and those of 
black. Broadcloths, especially the plain colored ones, 
are cut fancifully and covered all over the jackets with 
narrow braid set on in scroll work. In such suits there 
still are seen Eton coats, although these are brought 
down by long pointed belts fitting down on the bips and 
reaching low in front. They are covered with the 
braid also. Most of these Etons are well cut and lap 
well over in double breasted fronts, which fasten in a 
point or turn back into little revers over a low cut 
vest. This is aleo double breasted and ie a feature of 
the Bton, as well as of the. cutaway coat, which occa- 
sionally is put forth by the dressmaker artist.

NEW THINGS DONE 
BY DRESSMAKERS. 


FABRIC rose something like a flower: and 


something like a rosette is put by the Pari- 
sian dressmaker upon .everything. Gowns 
are finished off with this big “rosette rose” 


f Do in the center of the breast, placed there with 
Keke ses apparent carelessness, but béing in reality the 
starting point from which ruy all the curving Mnes of 
the corsage. If satin or silk is used as the trimming 
it is the material used in the rose, or this will be made 
of the soft silk of the gown. It especially is pretty on 
the soft lines of drapery which go with the short 
waisted effect and the corsage which has the suggestion 
of the draped and folded bolero. It is as if the re- 
mainder of the silken fabric were drawn into the center 
of the bodice and there fashioned fnto the semblance of 
a flower, leafiess of course. These roses are used to 
clasp the laces of the short sleeves and are set around 
hats, or one is tucked in to hold down the folds of a 
tulle or gauze veil. Sometimes they are tucked under 
the brim of a chapeau, which is covered on the outside 
with flowefs. 

Net linings are among the new departures. Velyet, 
crépe de chine, and mousseline or chiffon velyets are no 
longer made into unlined bodices, but a coarse net is 
used instead of taffeta. It also is used as the top of 
the foundation petticoats to go under the tightly fitting 
princess velvet skirts. This and the thinnest batiste 
are used for the foundation, to which are attached silk 
ruffies. Both this and the net are used in colors to 
match the silk. foot ruffling, but the net fs the best &@ 
to strength and lack of bulk. 

Tussore sfiks are being made into tallor suite for 
early fall wear. They are made perfectly plain, the 
skirts being cut umbrella shape, molded around the hips 
and well off the ground. The coats have loose fronts 
and fitting back with rounded basque in the back. These 
coats are called the Marquis, and are cut away fn front, 
and are worn over a muslin blouse. They are the latest 
and loveliest ideal of the tailors for thin fabrics, and are 
used in some of the most beautiful linen costumes. It 
is this cut which is used in the best coats of lace and 
embroidery Anglaise to wear over muslin or taffeta 
skirts. It is a shape steered clear of by the amateur, 
but nevertheless promises entirely to put out the little

A Drawing Room— 

Idea calls for a woodwork of some cheap 
wood enameled ivory. The wall surface is 
broken by perpendicular strips of ivory wood 
which run from the baseboard to the aix inch 
horizontal strip around the middle wall and 
which is placed about five feet from the floor. 

About twelve inches above this strip is run 
another four inch strip forming a horizontal 
panel around the wall. A six inch flat strip 
forms the cornice fillet. The decorative 
scheme takes the iris for its metif in color 
and form. The lower hall panel formed by 
the vertical wood strips is to be filled with a 
prepared canvas printed violet color, while 
the middle band ig a grayish green. 

Above this the wall may be covered with a 
prepared crash,.a cream color touched in the 
surface with a distinct yellow, and a plain 
cream with lines of gold. The leaves of the 
fiowers to be a slightiy stronger bluish green 
and the stencil lines in the lower panels a 
green pronounced enough to show against the 
violet canwas. 

The flower forms show purple shades and 
white with yellow streaks against the yel- 
lowish background. The curved line is made 
up of green dots and purple dashes. In this 
way the daintiness and grace essenUal toa 
drawing room are combined with unusual 
color effects and great simplicity. 

The furniture of this room would be charm- 
ing in silver wood. The Germans use silver 
in their interiors with much effect, 
both for the standing woodwork and the 
furniture. Where it can be afforded stand- 
ing wood of silver, plain maple with silver. 
birdseye maple for panels is lovely for a 
drawing room. So is silver ash, which shows 
a beautiful silver bluish tint. 

Green and violet upholstering would com- 
plete the delightful furniture effects; and the 
floors may be given a slight purplish tinge 
and waxed. ce

In a Country Home— 

Where the attic took on artistic lines of an 
irregular. ceiling and an unusually large 
dormer window this top floor became an artis- 
tie comfort and delight. The room over- 
looked a broad street, lined with beautiful 
maples, the tree tops giving the beauty of 
swaying branches and soft woods to this high 
up spot. The room was of fair size, and so 
furnished that each corner presented a pic- 
ture of outdoor life. These picturesque groups 
began near the dormer window, and repre- 
sented what Is called the arsenal in a collec- 
tion of guns, military caps, swords, medals, 
and camp prizes.

Some People— 

Prefer mot to use soap at all for delicate 
musiins, though when a mild, good soap ts 
used there scarcely Is any objection. The 
substitute used is wheat bran. Boll about 
two quarts im water, let it cool, and strain 
the Hquor, which may be used in place of 
soap, taking out the dirt, keeping the color, 
and also stiffening slightly at the same time, 
thus obviating the need of starch unless the 
dresses are wanted extremely stiff. In this 
case only one rinsing water should be used, 
as repeated Nnsings would take out the slight 
stiffness. 

Hard water, always prejudicial to wash- 
ing, is, of course, especially objectionable 
to perishable dainty garments. With buffs 
and grays, either in Mnen or musiin, it seems 
to have a spotting tendency. These colors 
are a little hard to washin any case. Black 
pepper is said to remedy their tendency to 
fade out and spot, and it slightly softens the 
water. Use about a tablespoonful. 

A method of permanently fixing the dif- 
ferent shades of blue from the palest up to 
the much less perishable darker shades is 
by soaking for a few hours in a padl of water 
into which an ounceof sugar of lead has been 
dissoi ved. 

Hot water starch is mixed in the following 
proportions: One tablespoon of starch, a 
quarier teaspoon borax dissolved in a lHttle 
polling water before mixing, taking care not 
to pour in the dregs; a quarter inch of tallow 
candle, two tablespoons cold water, with 
enough boiling water to make into a stiff 
jelly. Dissolve the starch in cold water, add 
the borax and tallow candle, dissolved, before 
adding the bolling water.

To Brighten Up a Carpet. 


A carpet looks much cleaner and brighter 
if, just before sweeping, some salt is thrown 
upon it, or if, atfer it has been swept, it ig 
wiped over with a cloth or sponge wrung out 
of clean salt water. This quite removes the 
dusty look which so soon gathers upon car- 
pets, and will brighten the colors. A cupful 
of coarse salt to a basin of water is the right 
proportion.

the boy bandit; or when a touring actress 
aciagerbotit gave the play in her Friday bene- 
fit program, along with “‘ Camille ” or “ East 
Lynne,” to show that she could be jolly in 
trousers as well as weepy in petticoats. 

The first actress that ever I saw was Adah 
Isaacs, who took on other names by marry- 
ing Menken, & comedian; Heenan, a pugilist 
known as the Benicia Boy; and Newell, a 
humorist whose then famous pen name was 
Orpheus C. Kerr. Adah bore also the title 
of Queen of Bohemia, wrote soulful poetry, 
and drank beer with the literary fellows 
at Pfaff's. But to me she was no man’s 
wife nor any woman at all, but only 
Jatk Sheppard, the boy who held up 
stage coaches on Hounsiow Heath, played 
hide and seek with Bow street runners, 
sang “‘ Nix, jolly pals, come fake away,” 
while digging out through the wall of New- 
gate prison, and finally. went gayly to the 
scaffold on Tyburn Hil. I don’t recall that 
I longed for a career similar to that which 
Adah simulated. That would have been 
wildly presumptuous. The glamour of her 
dark, rich, Jewish beauty made her look 
to me far away beyond anything that I dared 
hope féronearth. Yet in my childish dreams 
of romante, my flightiest nightmares of ad- 
venture, I was Jack Adah Sheppard Isaacs, 
a dare devil boy and siren girl combined 
in one ideal hero. 

Alackaday,; when has “ Jack Sheppard 6 
been acted on the stage? I wot not since 
Fanny Herring, at the ripe art age of 65, 
gave it condensed to a state of desiccation, 
yet fresh every hour of the afternoon and 
evening, in the theatorium of 4 dime mu- 
seum. 1 went to see the Fanny Herring of 
1900, I recollected the Adah Isaacs of 1855, 
and I buried Jack Sheppard in the Cemetery 
of Bygone.

However, and hooray, IT have this week 
seen ‘ Billy the Kid." That is why I wrote 
“eheer up” and “take heart” for those 
who yearn for a return to the old dramatic 
standards. Here we have a play which, as 
“ Jack Sheppard ” did, sets forth a boy as@ 
hero of evil, an example in outlawry, a hu- 
man object lesson in criminology for our 
youth to study and emulate. Billy the Kid 
is a more influential personation of degener- 
acy than Jack was, too, for Jack was hanged 
by way of moral tag, but Billy ts left to live 
in honor and glory.

The personator of Billy the Kid is not an- 
other Adah Isaacs but a Joseph Santley, 
who looks like a 16 year old boy of our east 
side. insolent, profane, pugnacious, and ut- 
terly graceless.
